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INTRODUCTION 

In  the  Municipal  Reports  for  the  fiscal  year  1898-9,  there  was  pub- 
lished as  a  part  of  the  appendix  a  history  of  the  derivation  of  land  titles 
in  San  Francisco,  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  affecting  the  same  and 
an  inventory  of  real  property  owned  by  the  city  and  county. 

Owing  to  the  loss  of  records  in  the  fire  of  April,  1906,  very  few  of 
these  reports  are  in  existence.  Moreover,  the  inventory  of  municipal 
property  has  been  added  to  by  purchase  during  recent  years  and  the 
public  interest  demands  that  the  records  should  be  restored  and  the 
information  contained  therein  published  in  a  convenient  form  for  ref- 
erence. 

The  present  volume  is  therefore  issued,  not  only  as  a  republication 

of  the  report  of  1898-9,  but  to  make  complete  to  this  date  a  most  valuable 

public  record.

HISTORICAL 


[Republished  from  Municipal  Reports,  1898-9.  Appendix  pages  327- 
335.] 

It  is  becoming  apparent  that,  following  the  line  of  decisions  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  a  judicial  determina- 
tion will  disregard  and  set  aside  all  assumptions  that  the  title  to  the 
reservations,  when  vested  in  the  City,  can  be  affected  by  the  dictum  that 
because  of  a  judgment  becoming  final  through  the  laches  of  officers 
of  the  City  and  County,  that  it  determined  the  right  of  all  parties  and 
vested  the  title  and  the  use  of  the  reservations,  or  any  portion  of  them, 
in  the  adverse   claimants. 

The  litigation  for  many  years  has  been  over  the  title  of  certain  lots 
and  lands  reserved  for  public  uses  under  the  provisions  of  the  Van  Ness 
Ordinance  The  provision  of  that  Ordinance  contemplated  that,  after 
laying  out  the  streets,  not  more  than  one-twentieth  part  of  the  land 
in  the  possession  of  any  one  person  should  be  reserved  as  sites  for 
school-houses,  hospitals,  fire  engine  houses,  etc.;  also,  that  the  reser- 
vations for  public  squares  should  not  embrace  more  than  one  block. 

The  reservations  were  made,  and  in  the  public  squares  selected  more 
than  one  block  was  included,  and  it  was  contended  that  in  many  cases 
more  than  one-twentieth  part  of  the  land  in  possession  of  certain  persons 
was  taken;  hence  the  contention  of  adverse  claimants  to  a  number  of 
the  reservations  for  squares,  school-houses,  etc. 

The  Ordinance  also  recited  that  the  City  should  not,  without  due 
compensation,  take  for  the  aforesaid  purposes  more  than  one-twentieth 
part  of  the  land  in  the  possession  of  any  one  person  without  the  pos- 
sessor voluntarily  assenting  thereto;  or,  in  case  of  refusal,  then  the 
said  person  should  not  be  entitled  to  the  relinquishment  and  grant  of 
the  right  and  claim  of  the  City  made  in  the  said  Ordinance  to  the 
residue  of  the  lands  in  his  possession.  There  was  no  compensation  for 
any  portion  of  the  lands  so  reserved  tendered  on  the  part  of  the  City 
or  claimed  by  the  parties  in  possession  at  the  time  of  making  the  reser- 
vations, so  far  as  is  shown  by  the  records. 

Subsequent  to  these  reservations  being  made  in  1856,  the  map  of  the 
Western  Addition  reported  by  the  Commissioners,  C.  H.  Gough,  Michael 
Hayes  and  Horace  Hawes,  and  known  as  the  "Van  Ness  Map,"  showing 
the  streets,  squares  and  lots  reserved  for  various  purposes,  was  con- 
firmed by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (then  composed  of  Justices  of  the 
Peace),   on  October  16,   1856. 

The  Legislature,  by  an  Act  passed  at  the  session  of  1858,  ratified 
and  confirmed  all  the  proceedings,  specifying  and  enacting  the  "Van 
Ness  Ordinance,"  and  other  Ordinances,  and  adopted  the  map  in  respect 
to  the  location  and  establishment  of  streets  and  avenues,  and  the  reser- 
vations of  squares  and  lots  for  public  purposes. 

In  the  Municipal  Reports  of  the  fiscal  year  1867-68  a  description  of 
the  property  of  the  City,  including  the  Van  Ness  and  Outside  Land 
Reservations,  was  first  published,  but,  owing  to  pre-existing  customs, 
some  of  the  public  property  continued  to  be  assessed,  and  attention  was 
first  called  to  this  neglect  by  tax  buyers  petitioning  for  the  return  of 
amounts  paid  at  tax  sales  to  the  Tax  Collector.  In  the  year  1870,  during 
the  incumbency  of  the  late  Hon.  Thos.  H.  Selby  as  Mayor,  his  attention 
was  directed  to  the  occupation  of  public  property,  and  the  expediency 
of  some  reliable  record  being  kept  to  prevent  confusion,  and  titles 
being  manipulated  in  the  interest  of  adverse  claimants,  and  on  October 
10,  1870,  he  filed  with  the  Board  a  message  calling  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  having  a  description  of  all  public  property  filed  in  his  office, 
in  order  that  the  property  might  be  ascertained,  correctly  delineated, 
and  a  record  of  its  use  kept,  of  which  the  following  is  a  cppy: 
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COMMUNICATION   FROM    HIS    HONOR    THE    MAYOR. 

Mayor's  Office,  San  Francisco,  Oct.  10,  1870. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

Of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco — 

Gentlemen:  The  frequent  questions  arising  between  the  City  and 
individuals,  claiming  and  occupying  some  of  the  public  reservations, 
suggest  that  for  the  better  protection  of  these  lands  a  complete  record 
be  made  of  them,  prepared  in  a  more  detailed  form  than  that  printed 
in  the  Municipal  Reports. 

Many  of  the  City  lots  being  without  fences,  their  limits  are  not  de- 
fined, thereby  involving  the  expense  of  dispossessing  squatters  who 
may  maliciously  or  ignorantly  have  trespassed  upon  them.  Portions 
of  some  have  been  lost  in  litigation;  a  few  are  under  lease,  but  no 
money  appears  to  have  been  paid;  the  leases  of  others  have  expired, 
or,  not  being  on  file,  their  specifications  are  unknown.  These  reserva- 
tions, numbering  nearly  three  hundred,  and  with  an  assessed  value 
of  over  three  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars,  are  yearly  increasing  in 
value,  and,  whether  improved  or  not,  their  condition  should  be  accu- 
rately ascertained. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  City  and  County  Surveyor  be  requested 
to  prepare  a  bound  collection  of  suitable  maps  or  diagrams  indicating 
the  locality,  and  describing  by  metes  and  bounds,  all  school  and  engine 
lots,  squares,  parks,  and  other  City  property,  the  kind  of  improvements 
thereon,  and  to  contain  alternate  blank  leaves  for  written  description 
and  titles.  Such  a  record  placed  on  file  in  this  office  would  be  of  imme- 
diate usefulness  in  several  departments  and  become  valuable  in  the 
future  as  an  official  reference.

The  Board,  at  the  same  session,  being  aware  of  the  conditions  and 
requirements  necessary  for  the  protection  of  public  property,  adopted 
the  following  Resolution,  to  wit: 

RESOLUTION  No.  1583   (Fourth  Series). 

Resolved,  That  the  City  and  County  Surveyor  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
requested  to  prepare  a  bound  collection  of  suitable  maps  and  diagrams 
indicating  the  locality  and  describing  by  metes  and  bounds  all  school 
and  engine  lots,  squares,  parks  and  other  City  property,  with  the  kind 
of  improvements  thereon,  and  to  contain  alternate  leaves  for  written 
descriptions  and  titles;  the  same  to  be  placed  in  the  office  of  the  Mayor.

The  volume  was  prepared  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Mayor  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year  1871. 

Several  compromises  were  agitated  as  to  public  reservations,  and 
engaged  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  to  the  merit  of 
the  claims  of  adverse  claimants  prior  to  decisions  rendered  by  the 
Supreme  Court,  but  in  only  two  cases,  involving  Hamilton  and  Lafayette 
Squares,  was  action  taken.  On  July  19,  1869,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
finally  passed  Order  No.  883,  which  was  approved  on  July  21,  1869, 
under  which  an  exchange  of  deeds  between  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  and  Edward  Tompkins  to  certain  lands  in  what  is  known 
as  Hamilton  Square  were  approved,  which  Order  provided  for  the  exten- 
sion of  Geary  street  through  Hamilton  Square  on  the  allegation  set 
forth  that  Edward  Tompkins  was  the  owner  of  a  portion  of  said  square. 
At  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature,  in  1869-70,  an  Act  was  passed 
ratifying  and  confirming  said  Order  and  all  proceedings  taken  there- 
under. This  Act  was  approved  on  February  19,  1870,  the  evident  opinion 
at  that  time  of  the  prominent  attorneys  who  constituted  a  part  of  the 
State  government  being  that,  as  a  matter  of  law,  the  City  had  no  rights 
in  the  public .  domain,   if  personal   claims   could  be   advocated   showing 
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a  pretended  ownership  by  a  possession  adverse  to  the  City's  claim,  and 
that  such  action  of  the  Legislature  validated  and  vested  the  title  in 
the   adverse  claimants. 

This,  to  some  extent,  only  made  an  apparent  title  and  rendered 
possible  a  consequent  sale  of  the  property  to  innocent  purchasers.  The 
action  taken  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
State,  however,  could  not  alienate  the  title  or  justify  these  proceedings, 
because  they  were  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  person  named  in 
the  Order  and  in  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  was  the  owner  of  certain 
property  in  said  square.  By  a  subsequent  decision  the  Supreme  Court 
held,  on  August  1,  1889,  in  the  case  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  Appellant,  vs.  Andrew  J.  Itsell,  et  al.,  Respondents,  as  to 
this  property,  that  the  Legislature  had  no  power  to  ratify  an  Ordinance 
disposing  of  land  granted  to  the  City,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  tbe  public, 
but,  while  apparently  deciding  in  favor  of  the  City,  held  that  a  judg- 
ment in  favor  of  Tompkins,  grantee,  in  an  action  involving  the  same 
issues,  that  the  City  had  no  title  to  a  portion  of  the  square  in  con- 
troversy, was  conclusive  as  against  the  City  from  asserting  its  title, 
and  in  favor  of  the  defendants,  the  adverse  claimants. 

In  the  year  1876,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  provided,  by  Order  No. 
1269,  for  an  exchange  of  deeds  by  and  between  the  City  and  County 
and  Seabury  L.  Mastick,  R.  G.  Davison  and  Georgiana  C.  Ord  Holladay, 
the  parties  named  claiming  to  be  tenants  in  common  to  portions  of 
Lafayette  Square,  which  Order  was  finally  passed  by  the  Board  on 
March  20,  1876,  and  approved  March  23,  1876. 

A  tender  of  the  deeds  was  made  to  the  late  Hon.  A.  J.  Bryant  by  the 
parties  named,  but  he  refused  to  accept  the  same,  stating  that  in  his 
opinion  that  he  had  no  power  to  either  accept  the  same  or  to  issue  quit- 
claim deeds  of  the  City  and  County  to  such  portions  of  the  square  as 
were  claimed  adversely  to  the  City  and  County,  and,  on  subsequent  con- 
sultation with  W.  C.  Burnett,  Esq.,  the  City  and  County  Attorney,  he 
reiterated  his  objections,  stating  that  he  was  convinced,  after  consulta- 
tion with  the  City  and  County  Attorney,  that  lie  had  no  right  or  author- 
ity, under  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  to  accept  deeds  to  or  convey 
property  of  the  City  and  County,  as  it  was  reserved  and  dedicated  to 
and  for  the  use  of  the  public. 

The  litigation  heretofore  affecting  public  property  enlisted  the 
services  of  many  of  our  attorneys  of  the  highest  character  and  ability, 
and  the  difficulties  experienced  in  the  attempts  to  protect  the  City's 
rights,  in  view  of  the  protection  now  afforded  by  our  tribunals,  is  in 
singular  contrast  with  the  ability  that  characterized  the  efforts  to 
deprive  the  City  and  County  of  some  of  her  valued  possessions  on  the 
part  of  the  adverse  claimants,  and  as  indicative  of  some  of  tlie  efforts 
made,  prior  to  the  questions  being  determined  by  the  Honorable  the 
Supreme  Court,  it  is  not  foreign  to  these  comments  to  state  that  in  the 
year  1871,  and  for  some  years  prior  thereto,  some  trepidation  was  had 
as  to  the  operation  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations  in  the  matter  partic- 
uarly  of  the  so-called  Outside  Land  reservations  of  public  property,  the 
City  and  County  having  had  experience  in  the  litigation  and  contro- 
versies affecting  the  reservations  made  under  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance, 
and  this  question  engaged  the  attention  of  Supervisors  A.  B.  Forbes, 
Stewart  Menzies  and  Chas.  R.  Story,  also  W.  C.  Burnett,  City  and  County 
Attorney.  Their  attention  was  specially  directed  to  this  matter,  as 
some  complaints  were  made  of  the  occupation  of  some  of  the  Outside 
Land  reservations,  and  as  these  reservations  embraced  1,376  55-100  acres, 
in  addition  to  about  2,800  acres  reserved  and'  dedicated  for  public 
streets,  it  was  believed  at  that  time  that  under  the  then  construction 
of  the  law,  unless  this  property  and  the  streets  were  fenced,  and  squat- 
ters prevented  from  taking  or  maintaining  possession,  the  title  would 
pass  to  the  adverse  claimant,  if  the  operation  of  the  Statute  of  Limita- 
tions was  applicable  to  this  property.  Accordingly,  after  consultation, 
a  bill  was  prepared  by  the  City  and  County  Attorney,  and  its  passage 
recommended  by  the   Board,   which   provided   that   there    should   be   no 
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limitation  of  time  within  which  actions  and  proceedings  might  be  com- 
menced and  prosecuted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  California,  or  by 
any  county,  city  and  county,  city,  town  or  village  in  the  State,  for  or 
in  respect  to  any  real  property  or  any  interest  therein,  which  had  been, 
or  might  thereafter  be  dedicated  to  public  use,  or  to  the  use  of  the 
State,  or  to  any  county,  city,  or  city  and  county,  for  or  in  respect  to 
the  possession  and  use  thereof. 

The  bill  so  prepared  was  introduced  in  the  Senate  and  referred  to 
the  Judiciary  Committee.  (Hon.  Edward  Tompkins  of  Alameda,  and  a 
prominent  attorney,  was  Chairman  of  the  Committee.)  The  Judiciary 
Committee  reported  against  the  passage  of  the  bill,  stating  as  their 
reasons  that  "the  Committee  could  not  come  to  any  other  conclusion 
that  there  should  not  -be  two  rules  within  the  same  jurisdiction,  relative 
to  two  different  pieces  of  property,  that  the  same  law  ought  to  govern 
all,  and  that  the  only  protection  that  the  public  property  has,  is  that  it 
shall  not  go  more  than  five  years  unfenced  or  unoccupied  is  protection 
enough;  that  to  subject  it  to  a  different  rule  from  that  which  all  other 
property  is  subjected  to  would  lead  to  confusion  and  make  litigation." 

The  Supervisors  named  and  the  City  and  County  Attorney  were  of 
opinion  that  the  report  was  an  erroneous  legal  deduction,  as  no  wrong 
could  be  perpetrated  to  individuals  or  confusion  to  titles  or  litigation  be 
engendered  by  the  protection  of  public  property;  on  the  contrary,  the 
records  would  show  the  title,  and  no  confusion  could  arise — there  being 
nothing  to  gain,  litigation  would  be  discouraged.  In  order  to  afford  no 
opportunity  to  squatters  to  acquire  public  property,  it  being  urged  that 
a  general  law  of  this  character  exempting  all  public  property  would  be 
inadvisable  and  meet  with  opposition,  another  bill  was  prepared  by  the 
Hon.  J.  S.  Hager  and  introduced  in  the  Legislature,  exempting  only  the 
public  property  of  this  City  and  County  from  the  operation  of  the  Statute 
of  Limitations.  This  bill,  by  the  influence  on  the  part  of  the  friends  of 
San  Francisco,  was  passed  by  the  Legislature,  but  failed  to  receive  the 
approval  of  the  Governor.  The  Supervisors  named,  as  well  as  the  City 
and  County  Attorney,  were  of  the  opinion  that  where  the  City  had 
acquired  the  title  to  real  property,  it  could  never  be  diverted  by  any 
act  of  any  of  her  citizens,  and  in  cases  of  reservations  of  the  public 
domain,  for  uses  and  purposes  of  the  public,~that  no  undisturbed  posses- 
sion for  any  length  of  time  by  any  so-called  adverse  claimant  could 
alienate  the  title  or  debar  the  public  from  the  use,  for  it  was  contended 
that  even  such  possession  inured  to  the  benefit  of  the  City,  for,  as  no 
alien  could,  it  followed  that  no  citizen  could  acquire  the  title,  as  the 
land  was  reserved  for  the  public,  and  necessarily  for  the  use  of  the 
citizen  who  assumed  to  claim  adversely  to  the  City. 

As  to  this  contention,  the  Supreme  Court,  in  1875  (the  Alta  and  Ham- 
ilton Square  cases),  determined  that  the  Statute  of  Limitations  did  not 
apply. 

The  questions  involved  in  respect  to  the  City's  rights  in  the  prop- 
erty reserved  for  public  use,  in  which  judgments  rendered  in  favor  of 
adverse  claimants,  had  become  final  and  conclusive,  no  appeal  from 
these  judgments  having  been  taken,  were  considered  on  the  filing  on 
July  2,  1897,  of  a  petition  of  the  German  Savings  and  Loan  Society  for 
the  acceptance  of  a  deed  purporting  to  convey  to  the  City  and  County 
certain  lands  through  the  Hospital  Reservation  for  the  uses  and  pur- 
poses of  public  streets. 

This  petition  was  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee,  who  solicited 
and  obtained  the  opinion  of  the  City  and  County  Attorney  that  the  City 
had  no  title  to  the  land;  that  the  interests  of  the  City  cannot  be  sub- 
served by  disputing  the  title  of  those  to  whom  it  belongs;  that  it  can 
be  of  no  concern  to  the  owners  whether  their  title  is  recognized"  or  not, 
and  it  is  for  the  Board  to  determine  whether  or  not  it  is  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  City  to  accept. 

The  Order  was  recommended  for  passage  by  the  Committee  acting 
under  this  opinion,  but,  on  the  suggestion  of  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  James 
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D.  Phelan,  there  being  a  question  involved  as  to  the  title  of  the  reserva- 
tion, set  aside  for  a  public  purpose,  and  as  no  recognition  of  an  adverse 
claimant  could  or  ought  to  be  entertained  by  the  Board,  in  view  of  deci- 
sions of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  whole  matter  was  referred  back  to  the 
Judiciary  Committee,  who,  on  January  10,  1898,  submitted  the  following 
report: 

REPORT   OF  THE  COMMITTEE   ON  JUDICIARY. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

Of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco — 
Gentlemen:  *****  Regarding  the  Order  No.  — ,  declaring  strips 
of  land  in  what  is  known  as  the  "Hospital  Reservation,"  bounded  by 
Waller,  Thirteenth  (formerly  Ridley  street),  Scott  and  Steiner  streets, 
to  be  open  public  streets,  to  be  known  and  designated  respectively  as 
"Primrose,"  "Pierce"  and  "Daisy"  streets — which  was  recommitted  to 
your  Committee  by  the  Board  at  its  meeting  held  on  December  20,  1897. 
Your  Committee  have  amended  said  Order,  and  as  so  amended  recom- 
mend its  passage  to  print. 

Regarding  the  petition  of  the  German  Savings  and  Loan  Society,  by 
its  attorney  (W.  S.  Goodfellow,  filed  July  2,  1897),  for  the  acceptance 
of  a  deed  conveying  to  the  City  lands  for  public  streets  opened  by  said 
society  through  its  portion  of  the  "Hospital  Lot"  from  Waller  street 
southerly,  and  called  Primrose,  Pierce  and  Daisy  streets  (more  particu- 
larly described  in  the  Order). 

Your  Committee  would  state  that  the  deed  is  accepted  on  the  sole 
and  only  condition  that  the  City  and  County  recognizes  no  ownership 
of  this  property  in  the  alleged  grantor,  or  in  any  other  person,  for  the 
reason  that  the  legal  title  of  the  "Hospital  Lot,"  bounded  by  Waller, 
Thirteenth  (formerly  Ridley  street),  Scott  and  Steiner  streets,  is  in  the 
City — that  is  to  say,  this  lot  was  reserved  for  public  use  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance,  the  City  having  the  right  to  take 
public  lands  for  public  purposes  without  making  compensation  therefor, 
the  City  reserving  only  a  part  of  the  land  which  was  already  hers,  and 
the  City  has  no  authority  to  alienate  or  in  any  manner  dispose  of  it,  but 
only  to  hold  it  for  public  use,  and,  as  no  portion  of  it  can  be  conveyed 
to  private  persons,  the  City  having  no  authority  to  convey  the  title, 
private  persons  are  virtually  precluded  from  acquiring  it.  The  land 
itself,  and  not  the  use  only,  was  dedicated  to  the  public,  and  it  is  not 
subject  to  the  Statute  of  Limitations.  This  is  substantially  what  the 
Supreme  Court  decided  in  the  Alta  and  Hamilton  Square  litigation  in 
1875. 

It  is  claimed,  and  has  been  decided,  that  the  City  is  estopped  from 
setting  up  her  claim  and  title  to  this  property  by  reason  of  a  judgment 
recovered  in  a  lower  Court  and  through  the  laches  of  officers  of  the 
City  not  appealed  from.  That  conclusion,  although  fortified  in  some 
cases  by  the  Courts,  cannot  stand,  for,  as  the  land  was  dedicated  to  the 
public,  any  judgment  recovered  ought  to  be  and  is  only  a  vain  judgment, 
and  the  conclusions  of  this  Board  are  that,  notwithstanding  the  decisions, 
the  City  has  not  and  cannot  lose  her  title  to  (or  the  public  the  use  of) 
this  lot  or  any  portion  of  it.  While  judgments  of  a  similar  character  in- 
volving the  title  to  property  as  between  individuals,  are,  and  ought  to  be 
conclusive,  yet  it  cannot  be  upheld  when  applied  to  the  public;  that  a 
judgment  against  the  property  of  the  public,  in  which  all  are  interested, 
should  be  conclusive  and  debar  the  public  from  the  use  of  the  land 
which  the  Supreme  Court  held  that  private  persons  were  virtually  pre- 
cluded from  acquiring. 

As  the  public  require  (for  their  use  the  streets  referred  to  in  the 
deed  of  the  German  Savings  and  Loan  Society),  your  Committee  recom- 
mend that  said  streets,  as  described,  be  opened  and  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  "Primrose,"  "Pierce"  and  "Daisy"  streets.

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The  case  of  the  City  and  County  appears  to  be  that,  while  the  tenor 
of  the  decisions  are  all  in  favor  of  the  City,  it  is  not  yet  recognized  as 
a  basic  principle  of  those  decisions  that  a  judgment  against  the  City 
for  said  reservations,  or  any  portion  of  theni,  has  no  force  or  effect  to 
prevent  the  use  of  this  property  by  the  public. 

The  Honorable  the  Supreme  Court,  in  recognizing  the  indefeasible 
rights  of  the  City  in  this  property,  apply  a  rule  that,  because  of  a  judg- 
ment against  the  City,  that  the  City  had  no  title  to  portions  of  the 
reservations;  that  it  is  conclusive  as  a  bar  against  the  City  thereafter 
asserting  its  title,  and  in  favor  of  the  adverse  claimant,  and  the  Court 
presumably  applies  the  rule  that  while  judgments  of  a  similar  char- 
acter, involving  the  title  to  property  as  between  individuals,  are  and 
ought  to  be  conclusive,  the  same  rule  must  be  applied  to  public  prop- 
erty. This  appears  to  be  somewhat  inconsistent  with  the  meaning  of 
the  decisions,  as  to  the  rights  of  'the  public  and  the  sacred  character 
of  these  reservations,  and  may  arise  from  an  improper  presentation  of 
the  cases,  for  it  cannot  be  presumed  that,  while  upholding  the  right  of 
the  City,  and  giving  the  City  the  law  in  her  favor  as  to  its  legal  rights, 
that  the  property  is  given  to  the  adverse  claimant. 

As  the  decisions  and  the  results  to  the  City  are  important,  it  may  not 
be  considered  cumulative  to  refer  to  some  of  the  many  decisions  ren- 
dered showing  the  right  of  the  City  and  of  the  public  to  their  use  and 
enjoyment. 

First.  "The  legal  titles  to  the  squares  *  *  *  vested  in  the  City 
"  by  the  operation  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  1,  1864.  *  *  *  The 
"title  which  the  United  States  held  in 'the  land,  and  which  was  trans- 
"  ferred  to  the  City  by  the  Act  of  Congress,  was  so  transferred  to  the 
"  City  in  trust,  for  the  purposes  expressed  in  the  Statute  of  March  11, 
"  1858.  *  *  *  and  for  no  other  purpose.  THAT  IS  TO  SAY,  THE 
"  TITLE  WAS  GRANTED  TO  THE  CITY  IN  TRUST,  FOR  PUBLIC 
"USE,  AND  THE  CITY  HAS  NO  AUTHORITY,  BY  VIRTUE  EITHER 
"OF  THE  STATUTE  OF  MARCH  11,  1858,  OR  THE  ACT  OF  CON- 
"  GRESS  OF  JULY  1,  1864,  TO  ALIENATE  OR  IN  ANY  MANNER  DIS- 
"  FOSE  OF  IT,  BUT  ONLY  TO  HOLD  IT  FOR  THE  PURPOSES  EX- 
"  PRESSED  IN  THE  STATUTE.  IT  WAS  GRANTED  TO  THE  CITY 
"  FOR  PUBLIC  USE,  AND  IS  HELD  FOR  THAT  PURPOSE  ONLY.  IT 
"  CANNOT  BE  CONVEYED  TO  PRIVATE  PERSONS,  AND  IS  EFFECT- 
UALLY WITHDRAWN  FROM  COMMERCE;  AND  THE  CITY  HAV- 
"  ING  NO  AUTHORITY  TO  CONVEY  THE  TITLE,  PRIVATE  PERSONS 
"  ARE  VIRTUALLY  PRECLUDED  FROM  ACQUIRING  IT.  THE  LAND 
"ITSELF,  AND  NOT  THE  USE  ONLY,  WAS  DEDICATED  TO  THE 
"  PUBLIC.  LAND  HELD  FOR  THAT  PURPOSE,  WHETHER  HELD 
"  BY  THE  STATE  OR  A  MUNICIPALITY,  IN  OUR  OPINION,  IS  NOT 
"  SUBJECT  TO  THE  OPERATION  OF  THE  STATUTE  OF  LIMITA- 
"  TIONS."  (Milo  Hoadley  vs.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  50 
Cal.  Reports,  page  265,  Alta  and  Hamilton  Squares.) 

Second:  "The  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  1858  *  *  *  operated  to 
"  impart  validity  to  the  reservation  as  defined  and  delineated  on  the 
"  map  reported  by  the  Commission.  The  map,  as  thus  approved  by  the 
"  Legislative  authority,  became  the  distinctive  designation  of  the  public 
"  squares  in  fact  reserved  to  the  City,  and  it  is  of  no  legal  consequence 
"  that,  in  point  of  fact,  more  than  one-twentieth  of  the  lands  in  the  pos- 
"  session  of  any  person  was  thus  reserved  without  compensation  made. 
"  THE  LEGISLATIVE  INTENTION  TO  MAKE  THE  RESERVATION  IS 
"  CLEAR;  THE  FAILURE  UPON  THE  PART  OF  THE  CITY  TO  MAKE 
"  COMPENSATION  WROUGHT  NO  INJURY  TO  PRIVATE  PERSONS, 
"  FOR  THE  CITY  TOOK  NOTHING  FROM  THEM,  BUT  ONLY  RE- 
"  SERVED  A  PART  OF  WHAT  WAS  ALREADY  HERS."  (Charles  H. 
Sawyer  vs.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  50  Cal.  Reports,  page 
370 Alta  Plaza  ) 

Third:  "  IN  AN  ACTION  TO  QUIET  TITLE  TO  LANDS  IN  A  CITY, 
"  WHICH  HAD  BEEN  DEDICATED  TO  PUBLIC  USE,  THE  OCCU- 
"  PANCY    OF    SUCH    LANDS    BY    ANY    PRIVATE    PERSON    CANNOT 
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"  CONFER  ON  HIM  ANY  RIGHTS  AGAINST  THE  CITY,  NO  MATTER 
"  HOW  LONG  CONTINUED."  Also,  that  "  THE  CITY  OF  SAN  FRAN- 
"  CISCO,  AS  THE  SUCCESSOR  OF  THE  PUEBLO  OF  THAT  NAME, 
"  HAD  THE  RIGHT  TO  TAKE  PUEBLO  LANDS  IN  THE  POSSESSION 
"  OF  OTHERS  FOR  PUBLIC  SQUARES,  WITHOUT  MAKING  COM- 
"  PENSATION  THEREFOR."  Also,  that  "  wherever  a  person  acquired 
"  any  rights  under  the  Act  of  1858,  to  any  of  the  lands  lying  within  the 
"  limits  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  such  rights  were  subject  to  the 
"  provisions  of  the  Ordinances  822  and  845,  providing  for  laying  out 
"  the  public  squares,  and  the  Order  of  the  Municipal  authorities  adopt- 
ing and  approving  them,  which  had  been  ratified  by  the  Act."  (Milo 
Hoadley  vs.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  70  Cal.  Reports, 
page  320 — Alta  and  Hamilton  Squares.) 

Fourth:  "If  the  land  was  reserved  by  the  City  from  the  operation 
"  of  the  grant  contained  in  the  Ordinance,  it  was  reserved  for  public 
"use,  and  the  confirmation  of  the  Ordinance  in  1858,  as  well  as  the 
"  grant  by  Congress  in  1864,  had  the  effect  to  affirm  the  reservations 
"  contained  in  the  Ordinance,  and  the  lands  so  reserved  could  not  there- 
"  after  have  been  divested  by  any  adverse  possession.  Counsel  for  re- 
"  spondents  urge  that  this  rule  is  applicable  only  when  the  property  is 
"reserved  for  the  entire  public,  like  streets,  squares,  or  highways,  in 
"  which  not  only  the  people  of  the  municipality,  but  those  of  the  State 
"  at  large,  have  an  interest.  In  our  opinion,  there  is  no  reason  for  not 
"  applying  the  same  rule  to  property  which  is  dedicated  or  reserved  to 
"  a  public  use,  when  the  title  is  held  by  the  municipality,  as  is  applicable 
"  when  it  is  held  by  the  State.  The  same  principles  which  prevent  an 
"  adverse  possession  from  ripening  into  a  title  when  the  title  to  the 
"  property  belongs  to  the  public,  and  is  held  for  public  use,  apply  in  the 
"  one  case  as  in  the  other.  It  is  immaterial  where  the  title — that  is, 
"  the  record  title — is  held,  whether  by  the  State  at  large,  or  by  a  county, 
"  or  by  some  municipal  department  or  other  official  body.  THERE 
"  CAN  BE  NO  ADVERSE  HOLDING  OF  SUCH  LAND  WHICH  WILL 
"  DEPRIVE  THE  PUBLIC  OF  THE  RIGHT  THERETO,  OR  GIVE  TITLE 
"  TO  THE  ADVERSE  CLAIMANT,  OR  CREATE  A  TITLE  BY  VIRTUE 
"  OF  THE  STATUTE  OF  LIMITATIONS.  THIS  RULE  IS  UNIVERSAL 
"IN  ITS  APPLICATION  TO  ALL  PROPERTY  SET  APART  OR  RE- 
"  SERVED  FOR  PUBLIC  USE,  AND  THE  PUBLIC  USE  FOR  WHICH 
"  IT  IS  APPROPRIATED  FOR  IS  IMMATERIAL.  The  same  principles 
"  which  govern  in  the  adverse  holding  of  a  street,  a  public  square,  a 
"  quay,  a  wharf,  a  common,  apply  to  the  adverse  holding  of  a  court-house, 
"  a  jail  or  a  school-house.  THE  PUBLIC  IS  NOT  TO  LOSE  ITS  RIGHTS 
"THROUGH  THE  NEGLIGENCE  OF  ITS  AGENTS,  NOR  BECAUSE 
"  IT  HAS  NOT  CHOSEN  TO  RESIST  AN  ENCROACHMENT  BY  ONE 
"OF  ITS  OWN  NUMBER,  WHOSE  DUTY  IT  WAS,  AS  MUCH  AS 
"  THAT  OF  EVERY  CITIZEN,  TO  PROTECT  THE  STATE  IN  ITS 
"  RIGHTS."  (Board  of  Education  vs.  Wheeler,  Martin,  92  Cal.  Reports, 
page  209— School  lot.) 

Fifth:  "The  reservation  of  an  engine  lot  to  the  City  and  County 
"  of  San  Francisco,  by  virtue  of  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance,  being  a  reser- 
"  vation  for  public  use,  THE  TITLE  TO  THE  LOT  REMAINED  IN 
"THE  PUBLIC,  IRRESPECTIVE  OF  THE  PARTICULAR  MUNICIPAL 
"AGENCY  CHARGED  WITH  ITS  CUSTODY  AND  MANAGEMENT, 
"  AND  AN  INDIVIDUAL  COULD  NOT,  BY  MERE  ADVERSE  POSSES- 
"  SION,  ACQUIRE  ANY  TITLE  TO  SUCH  LOT  OR  INVOKE  THE  AID 
"  OF  THE  STATUTE  OF  LIMITATIONS  AS  A  DEFENSE  TO  ITS  RE- 
"  COVERY."  (City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Bradbury,  92  Cal., 
page  414 — Engine  lot.) 

Sixth;  "  Since  the  persons  through  whom  defendant  claims  had  no 
"  estate  in  the  land  which  they  could  assert  against  the  United  States, 
"  the  State  of  California,  or  the  City,  they  were  equally  without  legal 
"  right  to  be  paid  for  the  same  when  by  appropriate  legislation  it  was 
"dedicated  to  public  uses  in  charge  of  the  City;   the  claim  now  made 
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"  is  therefore  to  a  governmental  gratuity."  *  *  *  The  language  of 
the  Order  of  October  16,  1856,  was  that  the  Van  Ness  Map  be  adopted 
"  in  respect  to  *  *  *  THE  RESERVATIONS  OF  SQUARES  AND 
"LOTS  FOR  'PUBLIC  PURPOSES.'  BY  THE  RATIFICATION  OF 
"  THIS  ORDER  IN  THE  STATUTE  OF  1858  IT  ACQUIRED  THE  FORCE 
"OF  LAW,  AND  OPERATED  IMMEDIATELY  TO  DEDICATE  THE 
"  LOTS  TO  PUBLIC  USE.  (Hoadley  vs.  San  Francisco,  50  Cal.,  265.) 
"  Since,  therefore,  it  had,  and  it  was  obviously  intended  to  have,  this 
"  effect,  notwithstanding  that  it  ignored  some  of  the  most  important  of 
"  the  conditions  which,  by  the  terms  of  Ordinance  822,  hampered  the 
"  right  of  the  City  to  reserve  land  for  its  own  purposes,  it  is  a  very 
"  natural  inference  that  it  was  meant  to  disregard  also  the  provision  by 
"  which  the  City  was  to  be  required  to  pay  the  possessors  of  the  lots 
"dedicated  for  something  they  did  not  own,  viz:  the  right  to  occupy 
"  the  same.  If  this  is  not  so,  we  should  have  the  anomaly  of  land  com- 
"  pletely  dedicated  to  public  uses,  which  yet  the  public  cannot  use  with- 
"  out  paying  its  value  to  persons  who  have  no  title  or  estate  in  the  land 
"  itself.  While  such  a  condition  might  possibly  be  created  by  statute, 
"  all  intendments  in  the  construction  of  the  Act  of  1858,  should,  for  rea- 
"  sons  already  stated,  be  indulged  against  it."  (The  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  vs.  Honora  Sharp.  Decision  rendered  August  7,  1899 — 
Hospital  lot.) 

The  principle  and  rule  as  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  is  evi- 
dently laid  down  that  the  laches  or  neglect  of  the  City's  officials  cannot 
under  any  condition  alienate  the  title  or  deprive  the  public  of  the  use 
of  its  property,  so  that  any  judgment  recovered  can  only  (as  reported  by 
the  Judiciary  Committee)  be  a  vain  judgment,  of  no  force  or  effect. 

That  being  the  law  as  expounded  by  the  highest  tribunal  of  the  State, 
it  may  be  well  to  inquire  why  should  the  public  in  any  case  be  pre- 
vented from  taking  possession  of  all  property  reserved  for  public  use  of 
its  inhabitants,  it  appearing  that  those  judgments  recovered  against  the 
City  and  County  where  no  appeals  were  taken,  arising  from  the  laches 
of  officers  of  the  City  and  County,  conferred  no  title,  and  that  possession 
of  public  property,  however  long  continued,  cannot  divest  the  City  of 
its  ownership,  or  the  public  from  its  use  and  enjoyment,  for,  as  the 
Supreme  Court  holds,  if  it  was  conceded  to"  pay  the  possessors  of  lots, 
subsequently  dedicated  for  public  use,  for  something  they  did  not  own, 
viz:  the  right  to  occupy  the  same,  "we  should  have  the  anomaly  of  land 
"  completely  dedicated  to  public  uses,  which  yet  the  public  cannot  use, 
"  without  paying  its  value  to  persons  who  have  no  title  or  estate  in  the 
"  land  itself,  and  as  the  public  is  not  to  lose  its  rights  through  the  negli- 
"  gence  of  its  agents,  nor  because  it  has  not  chosen  to  resist  an  encroach- 
"  ment  by  one  of  its  own  number,  whose  duty  it  was,  as  much  as  that 
"of  every  citizen,  to  protect  the  State  in  its  rights." 

If,  then,  the  reservations  are  sacred,  being  reserved  for  the  public 
use,  out  of  the  public  domain,  how  can  any  judgment  effect  a  change 
in  their  character?  Is  the  stereotyped  conclusion  to  be  maintained  rele- 
gating this  property  back  to  the  same  decisions  that  govern  judgments 
affecting  private  property,  after  the  declarations  of  our  Supreme  Court 
removing  these  reservations  seemingly  out  of  the  reach  of  private  per- 
sons, who,  it  is  expressly  declared,  could  acquire  no  title  thereto? 

It  is  certainly  apparent  that  the  title  of  the  public  to  a  reservation 
made  for  a  municipal  purpose  must  be  regarded  as  absolute,  and  that 
no  adverse  claim,  if  resulting  in  a  judgment  against  the  City,  will  de- 
prive the  City  and  County  from  the  possession  and  use  of  this  property, 
these  judgments  which  have  been  recovered  cannot  deprive  the  City  of 
its  property,  no  matter  when  obtained,  for,  while  final  judgments  must 
be  conclusive  as  between  individuals,  it  has  no  relevancy  or  application 
to  the  reservations  made  out  of  the  public  domain,  for  the  use  of  the 
public,  and  to  assert  that  these  judgments  so  recovered  vest  the  title 
in  the  adverse  claimant  is  repugnant  to  the  general  trend  and  purpose 
of  the  decisions  of  our  Supreme  Court. 


Decisions  Relating  to  Municipal 
Land  Titles. 

The  following  extracts  from  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this 
State  and  of  the  United  States  in  reference  to  the  public  squares  and 
reservations  are  of  interest  in  that  the  line  of  decisions  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  this  State  as  to  the  absolute  title  of  the  public  seems  to  be 
somewhat  doubtful  in  cases  where  judgments  obtained  against,  bars  the 
right  of  the  City  and  County  to  assert  its  title. 

Supreme  Court  of  California,  as  to  the  effect  of  the  Act  of  the  Legis- 
lature confirming  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance. — April,  1860. 

San'  Francisco  was  at  the  date  of  the  conquest  and  session  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  long  prior  to  that  time,  a  pueblo,  entitled  to  and  possessing 
all  the  rights  which  the  law  conferred  upon  such  municipal  organizations. 

Such  pueblo  had  a  certain  right  or  title  to  the  lands  within  its  general 
limits;  and  the  portions  of  such  lands  which  had  not  been  set  apart,  or 
dedicated  to  common  use,  or  to  special  purposes,  could  be  granted  in 
lots  by  its  municipal  officers  to  private  persons  in  full  ownership. 

These  municipal  lands  to  which  the  City  of  San  Francisco  succeeded 
were  held  in  trust  for  the  public  use  of  that  city,  and  were  not,  either 
under  the  old  government  or  new,  the  subject  of  seizure  and  sale  under 
execution. 

This  property  and  these  trusts  were  public  and  municipal  in  their 
nature,  and  were  within  the  control  and  supervision  of  the  State  sov- 
ereignty, and  the  Federal  Government  had  no  such  control  or  supervision. 

The  Act  of  the  State  Legislature  of  March,  1858,  confirming  the  so- 
called  Van  Ness  Ordinance,  was  a  legal  and  proper  exercise  of  this 
sovereign  power;  and  this  Act  gave  full  effect  to  the  provisions  of  that 
Ordinance,  and  vests  in  the  possessors  therein  described,  as  against 
said  City  and  State,  a  title  to  the  lands  in  said  Ordinance  mentioned. 
(Hart  vs.  Burnett,  15  Cal.,  page  530.) 

Decision — Deeds  to  Board  of  Education  from  Commissioners  of  the 
Funded  Debt.— Oct.  Term,  1861. 

"  The  deed  executed  by  Commissioners  of  the  Funded  Debt  of  San 
Francisco  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  said  City,  in  pursuance  of  the 
Act  of  April  26,  1858  (Stat.  1858,  341),  of  certain  lots  in  said  City  set 
apart  by  said  Commissioners  in  1852,  at  the  request  of  the  Common 
Council,  for  school  purposes,  which  lots  were  embraced  in  the  deed  of 
1850  by  the  City  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  vests  such 
a  title  in  the  Beard  of  Education  as  to  maintain  ejectment  against  parties 
claiming  under  the  City  by  force  of"  possession,  on  the  first  of  January, 
1855,  and  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance  and  the  Act  of  1858  confirming  it." 

A  reservation  of  property  for  school  purposes  is  not  a  disposition  of 
it  for  the  benefit  of  a  third  person,  but  a  keeping  of  it  for  its  own  pur- 
poses. 

These  lots,  so  set  apart  or  reserved  by  the  corporation  for  its  own 
uses,  did  not  pass,  under  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance,  to  a  person  who  might 
have  been  in  actual  possession  of  the  lots  in  1855.  To  suppose  that  the 
City  so  intended  would  convict  its  officers  of  the  inconsistency  of  de- 
claring by  its  two  Boards  that  the  lots  should  be  reserved  to  the  use  of 
the  schools,  and  then  making,  by  ordinance,  a  gratuitous  disposition  of 
them  in  favor  of  third  persons.  And,  besides,  it  would  imply  the  folly 
or  criminality  of  giving  away  the  public  property,  which  it  was  neces- 
sary should  be  held  for  an  important  public  purpose,  and  to  secure 
which  the  corporate  authorities  had  all  along  shown  themselves  to  be 
justly  solicitous.  Evidently  the  Legislature  regarded  these  resolutions 
as  the  acts  of  the  City,  and  that  these  acts  reserved  or  set  apart  these 
lots   for   school   purposes.      (See   Acts   of    1855,   pp.    53,    542.)      The    acts 
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of  the  city  were  not  referred  to  as  valid  or  invalid  acts  of  themselves, 
but  as  acts  indicating  the  purpose  of  the  city  authorities  in  respect  to 
these  reservations,  and  the  Legislature  meant  to  give  effect  to  such 
purposes.     (Board  of  Education  vs.  Fowler,  18  Cal.,  page  11.) 

U.  S.  Supreme  Court. — Pueblo  Lands.  Right  to  use  as  a  source  of 
revenue,  or  for  other  public  purposes. — Dec,  1866. 

By  the  laws  of  Mexico,  in  force  on  the  acquisition  of  the  country, 
pueblos  or  towns  in  California  were  entitled,  for  their  benefit  and  the 
benefit  of  their  inhabitants,  to  the  use  of  lands  constituting  the  site  of 
such  pueblos  and  towns,  and  of  adjoining  lands,  within  certain  prescribed 
limits.  The  right  of  the  pueblos  in  these  lands  was  a  restricted  and 
qualified  right  to  alienate  portions  of  the  land  to  its  inhabitants  for  build- 
ing or  cultivation,  and  to  use  the  remainder  for  commons,  for  pasture 
lands,  or  as  a  source  of  revenue,  or  for  other  public  purposes.  This 
right  of  disposition  and  use  was,  in  all  particulars,  subject  to  the  control 
of  the  government  of  the  country.  (Townsend  et  al.  vs.  Greely,  5  Wall., 
page  326.) 

Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States — Operation  of  Van  Ness  Ordinance 
on  Alcalde  grants. — Nov.  8,  1867. 

Decision  that  "the  operation  of  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance  of  the  City 
of  San  Francisco  and  the  confirmatory  legislation  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  the  action  of  Congress,  was  to  give  to  the  holders  of  San 
Francisco  Alcalde  grants,  such  as  are  mentioned  in  the  Ordinance,  an 
absolute  and  indefeasible  estate."     (Hall  vs.  Unger,  4  Sawyer,  672.) 

Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States — The  title  of  holders  of  lands 
under  Van  Ness  Ordinance  was  dependent  on  the  claim  of  the  City. — 
Dec,  1869. 

Decision  that  whoever  received  deeds  from  the  City  of  San  Francisco, 
or  asserted  title  to  parcels  of  land,  under  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance,  whilst 
the  claim  of  the  city  to  the  land  was  pending  for  confirmation  before  the 
tribunals  of  the  United  States,  necessarily  held  whatever  they  took,  sub- 
ject to  the  final  determination  of  the  claim.  Their  title  stood  or  fell 
with  the  claim;"  also  that  "The  confirmation  of  a  claim,  whether  made 
to  corporations  or  individuals,  cannot  inure  to  the  benefit  of  parties  hold- 
ing adversely  to  them."     (Lynch  vs.  Bernal,  9  Wallace,  315.) 

Decision  of  Supreme  Court,  Alta  and  Hamilton  Squares — The  title  to 
squares  was  granted  to  the  City  in  trust  for  public  use,  with  no  right 
to  alienate  or  dispose  of  them,  but  only  to  hold  them  for  the  purposes 
expressed  in  the  Statute.  City  having  no  authority  to  convey  the  title, 
private  persons  are  precluded  from  acquiring  it,  and  the  title  to  Squares 
is  not  subject  to  Statute  of  Limitations. — July  Term,  1875. 

"The  legal  title  to  the  squares  *  *  *.  vested  in  the  city  by  the 
operation  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  1,  1864.  *  *  *  The  title 
which  the  United  States  held  in  the  land,  and  which  was  transferred  to 
the  City  by  the  Act  of  Congress,  was  so  transferred  to  the  City  in  trust, 
for  the  purposes  expressed  in  the  Statute  of  March  11,  1858,  *  *  *  and 
for  no  other  purpose.  That  is  to  say,  the  title  was  granted  to  the  City 
in  trust,  for  public  use,  and  the  City  has  no  authority  by  virtue  either 
of  the  Statute  of  March  11,  1858,  or  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  1,  1864, 
to  alienate  or  in  any  manner  dispose  of  it,  but  only  to  hold  it  for  the 
purposes  expressed  in  the  statute.  It  was  granted  to  the  City  for  public 
use,  and  is  held  for  that  purpose  only.  It  cannot  be  conveyed  to  private 
persons,  and  is  effectually  withdrawn  from  commerce;  and  the  City 
having  no  authority  to  convey  the  title,  private  persons  are  virtually 
precluded  from  acquiring  it.  The  land  itself,  and  not  the  use  only,  was 
dedicated  to  the  public.  Land  held  for  that  purpose,  whether  held  by 
the  State  or  a  municipality,  in  our  opinion,  is  not  subject  to  the  operation 
of  the  Statute  of  Limitations."  Extract  from  decision  of  Supreme  Court 
of  California  in  case  of  Milo  Hoadley  vs.  The  City  and  County  of  San 
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Francisco.     The  suit  was  brought  by  plaintiff  to  quiet  title  to  portions 
of  Alta  and  Hamilton  squares.     (50  Cal.  Reports,  p.  265.) 

Decision,  Alta  Plaza — That  it  was  of  no  legal  consequence  that  more 
than  one-twentieth  of  lands  in  the  possession  of  any  person  was  reserved 
without  compensation. — That  the  failure  of  the  City  to  make  compensa- 
tion, wrought  no  injury  to  private  persons,  for  the  City  took  nothing 
from  them,  but  only  reserved  what  was  already  hers. — Oct.  Term,   1875. 

"The  premises  in  controversy  are  a  part  of  'Alta  Plaza,'  and  the  only 
distinction  claimed  by  the  respondent  to  exist  between  this  case  and 
that  of  Hoadley  vs.  San  Francisco  *  *  consists  in  the  fact  that  in 
laying  out  the  Plaza  in  question  more  than  one-twentieth  of  the  land 
then  in  possession  of  Woods  and  Clayton,  from  whom  the  plaintiff  derives 
his  title,  was  taken  by  the  City  without  compensation  made  to  those 
persons,  as  provided  in  the  sixth  section  of  the  Act  of  March  11,  1858, 
entitled  'An  Act  concerning  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  to  ratify 
and  confirm  certain  Ordinances  of  the  Common  Council  of  said  City.' 
It  appears,  however,  that  'Alta  Plaza'  (including  the  premises  in  con- 
troversy) was  delineated  (according  to  its  present  boundaries)  upon  the 
map  reported  by  the  Commission,  consisting  of  Gough,  Hayes  and  Hoff,  and 
adopted  by  the  Board  as  showing  the  lines  of  the  reservation  mentioned 
in  the  ordinances  referred  to.  The  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  1858,  already 
mentioned,  operated  to  impart  validity  to  the  reservation  as  defined  and 
delineated  on  the  map  reported  by  the  Commission.  The  map,  as  thus 
approved  by  the  Legislative  authority,  became  the  distinctive  designation 
of  the  public  squares,  in  fact,  reserved  to  the  City,  and  it  is  of  no  legal 
consequence  that,  in  point  of  fact,  more  than  one-twentieth  of  lands  in 
the  possession  of  any  person  was  thus  reserved  without  compensation 
made.  The  Legislative  intention  to  make  the  reservation  is  clear;  the 
failure  upon  the  part  of  the  City  to  make  compensation  wrought  no  injury 
to  private  persons,  for  the  City  took  nothing  from  them,  but  only  reserved 
a  part  of  what  was  already  hers."  Extract  from  decision  of  Supreme 
Court  in  case  of  Chas.  H.  Sawyer  vs.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, 50  Cal.  Reports,  page  370. 

Decision,  Hamilton  Square. — The  Board  of  Education  has  no  authority 
to  appropriate  a  public  square  or  any  portion  thereof  as  a  site  for  the 
erection  of  a  school  house. — July,  1876. 

The  Board  of  Education  had  no  authority  to  appropriate  Hamilton 
Square,  or  any  portion  thereof,  as  a  site  for  the  proposed  high  school. 
The  purposes  for  which  the  public  squares  may  be  used  are  those  de- 
fined by  positive  law,  and  the  erection  of  school  houses  thereon  is  not 
one  of  these  purposes.  The  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
assuming  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Education  to  appropriate  a  portion  of 
this  square  for  that  purpose,  though  passed  in  due  form,  was  inoperative 
because  the  Board  had  no  authority  to  devote  a  public  square  to  that 
purpose.     (Saml.  McCullough  vs.  Board  of  Education,  51  Cal.,  page  418.) 

Ejectment  for  school   lot  in   San   Francisco. — July,  1878. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  San  Francisco  may,  under  the  statutes 
defining  its  rights  and  powers,  maintain  ejectment  for  a  school  lot. 

Van   Ness   Map. 

We  are  to  read  the  map  as  though  it  was  now  in  the  same  condition 
as  when  it  was  delivered  to  the  Common  Council.  (Board  of  Education 
vs.  Patrick  Donahue  et  al.,  53  Cal.,  page  190.) 

Decision   Supreme   Court  on   Alcalde   Grants. — Jan.   Term,   1880. 

Decision  that  "an  Alcalde  of  the  Pueblo  of  San  Francisco  after  the 
conquest,  and  before  the  incorporation  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and 
the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State— could  make  a  valid  grant 
of  Pueblo  Lands,  as  such  officers  had  been  before  the  conquest  accus- 
tomed to  do.     Held,  accordingly  that  such  a  grant,  made  in  the  usual 
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form  and  with  the  customary  formalities  was  valid.  Such  a  grant 
operated  to  deprive  the  Pueblo  and  its  successor,  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, of  the  right  to  open  streets  through  the  land  so  granted,  except 
upon  compensation  paid  or  secured,  and  in  pursuance  of  proceedings 
prosecuted  for  the  purpose."  Also,  "Held, — in  view  of  the  stipulation 
in  this  case,  tliat  certain  questions  only  were  involved — that  other  ques- 
tions could  not  be  considered."  (Scott  vs.  Dyer,  54  California  Reports, 
430.) 

U.  S.  Circuit  Court — Union  Square. — Alcalde  Grants. — May  28,  1883. 

Judgment  for  defendant  rendered  in  case  of  Louis  J.  Hamm  vs.  The 
City  and  County,  being  ejectment  suit  for  the  easterly  one-third  of  Union 
Square,  under  Alcalde  grant.  It  was  shown  that  Gerke,  the  Grantee  of 
the  City,  had  received  two  other  50-vara  lots  in  lieu  of  those  embraced 
in  the  Square.  Plaintiff's  motion  for  a  new  trial  denied  November  16, 
1885. 

Decision  of  Supreme  Court.— -Lafayette  Park. — Feb.  7,  1885. 

Decision  that  "in  an  action  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
to  obtain  possession  of  certain  land,"  (included  in  Lafayette  Park)  "the 
title  to  which  is  claimed  under  an  alleged  dedication,  a  judgment  in  a 
former  action  between  the  same  parties  in  favor  of  the  defendant,  and  a 
finding  that  no  such  a  dedication  was  made,  is  a  bar.  (People  vs.  Holla- 
day  et  al.,  5  West  Coast  Reporter,  359.) 

Decision  of  Supreme  Court. — Lafayette  Park. — Jan.  28,  1886. 

Decision  that  "this  action  was  instituted  by  the  Attorney-General  in 
the  name  of  the  People,  to  cause  the  removal  from  a  tract  of  land 
designated  upon  the  map  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
Lafayette  Park,  certain  buildings  and  fences  maintained  thereon  by  the 
defendants.  The  complaint  alleges  that  the  land  in  question  was  there- 
tofore, to  wit:  on  the  eleventh  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1858,  by  the  lawful 
owner  and  holder  thereof,  lawfully  dedicated  to  public  use  as  a  public 
square  by  the  name  of  Lafayette  Park,  and  such  dedication  accepted 
by  the  public,  and  then  was,  and  still  is,  laid  down  upon  the  official 
map  of  said  City  and  County  as  a  public  square  as  aforesaid."  It  is 
also  averred  that  the  defendants  maintain  buildings  and  fences  on  the 
land  which  constitute  a  public  nuisance.  In  their  answer  the  defendants 
set  up  in  bar  of  the  action  the  judgment  given  in  a  certain  action  com- 
menced by  the  Attorney-General  on  the  sixteenth  of  November,  1863, 
in  the  name  of  the  people  at  the  relation  of  George  T.  Bohen,  against 
the  defendants  and  their  predecessors  in  interest.  The  complaint  in 
that  case  averred  that  the  said  tract  of  land  called  Lafayette  Park 
had  been  theretofore  dedicated  and  accepted  by  the  public  as  a  public 
square;  that  the  defendants  were  erecting  and  maintaining  fences  and 
other  improvements  thereon,  and  ask  that  those  erected  be  removed 
and  defendants  be  enjoined  from  erecting  or  maintaining  others.  On 
the  twenty-seventh  of  November,  1863,  the  defendants  filed  their  answer 
in  the  action,  in  which  they  denied  the  alleged  dedication  and  averred 
title  in  themselves  to  the  premises.  The  issue  thus  joined  was  on 
the  twenty-first  of  April,  1864,  submitted  to  the  late  Fourth  District 
Court  for  its  decision,  and  on  the  eleventh  of  July,  1864,  that  Court 
rendered  its  judgment,  by  which  it  was  adjudged  that  no  such  dedi- 
cation as  was  alleged  in  the  complaint  was  ever  made,  but  that,  on 
the  contrary,  the  property  in  question  was,  at  the  time  of  the  com- 
mencement of  that  action,  and  at  the  time  of  the  trial  thereof  and 
judgment  therein,  the  private  property  of  the  defendant  Holladay:  Held, 
that  such  judgment  was  not  a  bar  to  the  present  action,  because,  at 
the  time  the  former  action  was  commenced,  and  at  the  time  issue  therein 
was  joined,  the  legal  title  to  the  land  was  in  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  and  did  not  pass  from  it  until  the  passage  of  the  Act 
of  Congress  of  July  1,  1864,  and  then  only  in  trust  for  the  uses  and 
purposes    specified   in   the   Ordinances   of  the    City   and   County   of   San 
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Francisco,  which  were  ratified  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  date  March 
11,  1858.  And  that  the  title  which  passed  to  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  by  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  1,  1864,  was  unaffected 
by  the  judgment  .pleaded  in  bar  herein:  1.  Because  it  was  acquired 
long  after  issue  in  the  action  in  which  that  judgment  was  rendered,  was 
joined,  and  the  case  submitted  for  decision  and  was  not  put  in  issue 
therein;  and  2,  Because  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State  had  no  power 
to  submit  to  the  determination  of  any  tribunal  the  title  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States." 

The  title  which  the  Government  of  the  United  States  conveyed  to 
the  City  of  San  Francisco  by  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  1, 
1864,  was,  as  the  Act  itself  recites,  conveyed  for  the  uses  and  purposes 
specified  in  the  Ordinances  of  the  City  that  were  ratified  by  the  Act 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  approved  March  11,  1858.  To  hold  the 
public  squares  of  the  City  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  people  was  among 
those  purposes.  If  the  particular  piece  of  land  in  controversy  had  been, 
prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  1,  1864,  dedicated 
by  the  City  as  a  public  square,  Congress,  "by  granting  and  relinquishing 
the  title  of  the  United  States  to  the  city  for  the  uses  and  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  Act  of  March  11,  1858,  ratified  and  confirmed  the  dedi- 
cation and  made  it  operative  upon  the  legal  title,  as  well  as  such  title 
as  the  city  held  prior  to  the  Act  of  July  1,  1864,  and  this  virtually  per- 
fected the  dedication."  (Hoadley  vs.  San  Francisco,  50  Cal.,  274.)  To 
hold  that  the  plaintiffs  are  concluded,  by  the  judgment  pleaded  in  bar, 
from  showing  that  there  was  a  dedication  to  which  the  title  conveyed 
by  the  Act  of  1864  related,  and  which  it  perfected,  would  be  in  effect 
to  hold  the  title  conveyed  by  the  Act  of  1864  concluded  by  the  former 
judgment,  which,  for  the  reasons  already  given,  is  not  the  case. 

Our  conclusion  is,  that  the  judgment  of  the  Court  below,  holding 
the  plaintiffs  estopped  by  the  judgment  given  in  the  action  commenced 
in  1863,  is  erroneous." 

Judgment  and  order  reversed  and  cause  remanded  for  a  new  trial. 
(People  ex  rel.  vs.  Samuel  Holladay  et  al.,  Supreme  Court,  No.  8,501, 
68  Cal.,  page  444.) 

Decision  of  Supreme  Court  of  California — Alta  and  Hamilton  Squares — 
That  in  an  action  to  quiet  title  to  lands  dedicated  to  public  use,  the 
occupancy  of  such  lands  by  a  private  person  cannot  confer  on  him  any 
rights  against  the  City,  no  matter  how  long  continued. — July  20,  1886. 

Decision  that  the  "Act  of  March  11,  1858,  ratifying  and  confirming 
the  Ordinances  822  and  845  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  San 
Francisco,  providing  for  laying  out  public  squares  on  Pueblo  lands 
within  its  limits,  and  the  order  made  by  the  municipal  authorities 
adopting  them,  operated  as  a  selection  and  dedication  to  the  public  use 
of  such  squares  and  no  further  acceptance  by  the  public  than  was  af- 
forded by  the  Act  was  needed,  in  order  to  make  the  dedication  com- 
plete"; also  that  "the  legal  title  to  the  public  squares  on  the  Pueblo 
Lands  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  rested  in  the  City 
by  the  operation  of  the  Act  of  Congress  July  1,  1864";  also  that,  "in 
an  action  to  quiet  title  to  lands  in  a  city,  which  had  been  dedicated 
to  public  use,  the  occupancy  of  such  lands  by  a  private  person  can 
not  confer  on  him  any  rights  against  the  city,  no  matter  how  long 
continued";  also  that,  "the  City  of  San  Francisco  as  successor  of  the 
Pueblo  of  that  name,  had  the  right  to  take  Pueblo  Lands  in  the  pos- 
session of  others  for  public  squares  without  making  compensation  there- 
for"; also  that,  "wherever  a  person  acquired  any  rights  under  the  Act 
of  1858,  to  any  of  the  lands  lying  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  San 
Francisco,  such  rights  were  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinances 
822  and  845,  providing  for  laying  out  the  public  squares,  and  the  order 
of  the  municipal  authorities  adopting  and  approving  them,  which  had 
been  ratified  by  the  Act."  (Hoadley  vs.  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, 70  Cal.,  320.) 
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U.   S.   Circuit   Court — Alamo   Square. — Sept.    1,    1886. 

Judgment  for  defendant  rendered  in  case  of  Benjamin  Richardson  vs. 
The  City  and  County,  being  suit  in  ejectment  for  the  southerly  half 
of  Alamo  Square.  Notice  of  decision  filed  April  8,  i887,  and  affidavit 
of  service. 

Decision  of  the  Supreme  Court — Parties  must  be  in  possession  to 
assert  title  under  the  Van   Ness  Ordinance. — Sept.   1,   1887. 

A  person  who  was  in  prior  possession  of  land  in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  within  the  limits  affected  by  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance, 
but  who  was  ousted  by  an  intruder  before  the  ordinance  took  effect, 
in  order  to  acquire  the  ordinance  title,  must  recover  possession  from 
the  intruder  by  virtue  of  his  prior  possession,  in  a'  suit  commenced  before 
his  right  of  action  on  his  prior  possession  is  barred  by  the  Statute  of 
Limitations.  He  cannot  recover  from  such  intruder  by  virtue  of  any 
title  vested  in  him  by  the  ordinance.  (McLearn  vs.  Benton,  73  Cal., 
329.) 

Decision  of  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court — Alta  and  Hamilton  Squares. — 
Feb.  20,  1888. 

The  Act  of  Congress  of  July  1,  1864,  13  Stat.  332,  c.  194,  taken  in 
connection  with  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  and  the 
Act  of  the  Legislature  of  California  which  it  refers  to,  operated  to 
convey  to  the  city  the  land  occupied  by  the  squares  known  as  "Alta 
Plaza"  and  "Hamilton  Square"  for  the  uses  and  purposes  specified  in 
the  ordinances,  and  to  dedicate  the  tracts  to  public  use  as  squares,  and 
made  it  unlawful  for  the  city  to  convey  the  title  to  any  private  parties; 
and  the  conveyance  did  not  in  any  way  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the 
plaintiff  in  error.  (Hoadley's  Administrator  vs.  San  Francisco,  124  U.  S., 
639.) 

Decision  of  the  Supreme  Court — Lafayette  Park — Judgment,  bar  to 
recovery. — April   8,    1888. 

The  action  was  brought  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to 
recover  the  possession  of  certain  land,  forming  part  of  what  is  known 
as  Lafayette  Park.  The  plaintiff  claimed  that  the  land  had  been  dedi- 
cated as  a  public  square,  and  it  held  the  legal  title  in  trust  for  such 
purpose,  under  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  1,  1864,  and  the  Act  of  the 
Legislature  of  March  11,  1858.  The  defendants  pleaded  in  bar  of  the 
action  a  judgment  rendered  in  favor  of  Holladay,  in  an  action  brought 
by  him  against  the  city  and  county  on  the  17th  of  December,  1864,  to 
quiet  his  title,  in  which  it  was  decided  that  the  land  never  had  been 
dedicated  as  a  park,  and  that  the  city  and  county  had  no  title  thereto. 
Held,  that  the  action  having  been  brought  subsequent  to  the  passage 
of  the  Act  of  July  1,  1864,  the  judgment  rendered  therein  was  a  bar 
to  the  present  action. 

Under  the  provision  of  the  Consolidation  Act  of  1850,  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  could  properly  be  made  a  party  defendant 
in  an  action  to  quiet  title  at  the  instance  of  a  private  person.  (City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Holladay,  76  Cal.,  18.) 

Golden  Gate  Park— Legal  Title  in  San   Francisco. — May  16,  1888. 

The  title  to  the  Golden  Gate  Park  under  the  Acts  of  Congress  and 
of  the  State  is  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  trust  for 
the  public.  (People  ex  rel.  vs.  Park  and^  Ocean  R.  R.  Co.,  76  Cal.,  page 
156.) 

Decision  of  the  Supreme  Court — Hamilton  Square — No  power  of  City 
authorities  to  dispose  of  Public  Squares — No  power  of  Legislature  to 
ratify  compromise   disposing   of  the   reservation. — Aug.   1,    1889. 

The  City  of  San  Francisco  holds  its  public  squares  in  trust  for  the 
public,  and  the  municipal  authorities  have  no  authority  to  dispose  of 
them  by  way  of  compromise  or  otherwise. 
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The  Legislature  has  no  power  to  ratify  an  ordinance  of  the  munici- 
pal authorities  disposing  of  land  granted  to  the  city  to  be  held  in  trust 
for  the  public. 

A  judgment  in  favor  of  the  predecessor  of  the  defendant  and  against 
the  city,  in  an  action  involving  the  same  issues,  adjudging  that  the 
City  had  no  title  to  a  portion  of  the  square  in  controversy,  is  conclu- 
sive against  the  city  and  in  favor  of  the  defendant. 

(No.  12,952,  in  Bank,  August  1,  1889.)  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, Appellant,  vs.  Andrew  J.  Itsell  et  al.,  Respondents. 

Appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco. 

The  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion,  as  follows: 

Hayne,  C.  This  was  an  action  of  ejectment  brought  by  the  city 
against  numerous  defendants,  for  a  tract  of  land  known  as  Hamilton 
Square.  As  to  a  number  of  the  defendants  it  was  found  that  they  "are 
not,  .and  were  not  at  the  commencement  of  this  action,  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  possession  of  the  premises  described  in  the  complaint,  or  any 
part  thereof."  No  question  is  made  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  judgment 
in  favor  of  these  defendants.  Judgment  passed  in  favor  of  the  other 
defendants,  upon  two  grounds,  which  are  set  forth  in  the  findings.  The 
plaintiff  does  not  bring  up  any  of  the  evidence,  but  contends  that  the 
judgment  should  be  reversed  upon  the  findings. 

In  July,  1869,  a  compromise  was  agreed  upon  between  the  City  and 
one  Edward  Tompkins,  who  claimed  a  tract  including  the  premises  in 
controversy.  By  this  compromise  the  officers  of  the  city,  under  an 
Ordinance  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  executed  to  Tompkins  a  con- 
veyance of  the  premises  in  controversy,  and  in  consideration  thereof 
Tompkins  conveyed  to  the  city  the  other  portion  of  the  tract  claimed  by 
him.  The  ordinance  and  deeds  were  subsequently  ratified  by  the  Act  of 
the  Legislature.    The  defendants  claim  through  Tompkins. 

We  think  that  this  defense  cannot  be  sustained.  The  City  held  the 
square  in  trust  for  the  public,  and  had  no  power  to  dispose  of  it  by  way 
of  compromise  or  in  any  other  manner;  nor  could  the  Legislature  ratify 
such  a  disposition  of  the  trust  property.  In  Hoadley  vs.  San  Francisco, 
50  Cal.,  275,  the  Court  said  with  reference  to  this  same  square:  "The 
title  was  granted  to  the  city  in  trust  for  public  use,  and  the  city  had 
no  authority  by  virtue  either  of  the  Statute  of  March  11,  1858,  or  of  the 
Act  of  Congress  of  July  1,  1864,  to  alienate  or  in  any  manner  dispose 
of  it,  but  only  to  hold  it  for  the  purposes  expressed  in  the  Statute.  It 
was  granted  to  the  city  for  public  use,  and  is  held  for  that  purpose  only. 
It  cannot  be  conveyed  to  private  persons,  and  is  effectually  withdrawn 
from  commerce;  and  the  City  having  no  authority  to  convey  the  title, 
private  persons  are  virtually  precluded  from  acquiring  it." 

This  case  was  approved  and  followed  in  Sawyer  vs.  San  Francisco, 
50  Cal.,  375,  and  in  Hoadley  vs.  San  Francisco,  70  Cal.,  324,  which 
was  affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  upon  writ  of 
error.  (124  U.  S.,  646.)  The  rule,  therefore,  that  the  City  holds  property 
like  this  in  trust,  and  cannot  convey  it,  must  be  considered  as  settled. 

The  defendants,  however,  pleaded  and  proved  a  judgment  brought 
by  their  predecessor  in  interest  against  the  City,  and  rely  upon  such 
judgment  as  a  bar  to  the  action.  And  this  position  must  be  sustained.  It 
appears  that  Tompkins  conveyed  to  one  Edward  F.  Palmer,  and  it  is 
found  that  on  September  11,  1869,  Palmer  commenced  an  action  against 
the  City  in  the  late  Fifteenth  District  Court  to  quiet  his  title;  that  the 
City  appeared  and  contested  said  action,  and  that  the  issue  was,  whether 
Palmer  or  the  City  had  the  title;  that  this  issue  was  determined  in 
favor  of  Palmer;  and  that  judgment  was  "ordered,  adjudged,  and  de- 
creed that  the  plaintiff,  Edward  F.  Palmer,  was  at  the  commencement 
of  said  action,  and  still  was,  the  lawful  owner  in  fee  simple  absolute  of 
the  premises  described  in  the  complaint  therein,  and  that  the  said  de- 
fendant, the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  had  not  any  estate,  right, 
title  or  interest  therein;  and  that  said  defendant,  the  City  and  County 
of   San   Francisco,   be,   and   by   said   judgment   was,   forever   thereafter 
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enjoined,  restrained  and  debarred  from  asserting  or  claiming  any  estate, 
right,  title  or  interest  in  said  premises,  or  any  part  thereof."  It  does 
not  appear  whether  any  appeal  was  taken  from  this  judgment,  but  it  is 
found  that  it  "still  remains  in  full  force  and  effect,  not  reversed  or  other- 
wise vacated,"  and  that  the  City  "has  no  other  or  different  title  or  claim 
of  title  to  the  premises  in  controversy  than  it  had  at  the  time  of  the 
commencement  of  said  action  of  Edward  F.  Palmer."  The  defendants 
are  successors  in  interest  of  Palmer. 

Upon  these  findings  we  think  it  clear  that  the  Palmer  judgment  is 
a  bar  to  the  action. 

This  precise  question  was  decided  in  San  Francisco  vs.  Hoadley,  76 
Cal.,  18,  and  that  decision  is  conclusive  of  this  branch  of  the  case. 

It  is  argued  for  the  appellant,  however,  that  the  answers  of  the 
defendants  herein  were  required  to  be  verified,  and  not  having  been 
so,  should  be  disregarded.  But,  in  the  first  place,  the  answers  were 
not  required  to  be  verified.  The  only  Statute  to  which  counsel  for  the 
City  refer  in  support  of  their  position  is  Section  446  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure,  which  provides,  among  other  things,  that  the  answer  must 
be  verified  "when  the  complaint  is  verified,  or  when  the  State,  or  any 
officer  of  the  State,  in  his  official  capacity,  is  plaintiff."  The  complaint 
was  not  verified,  and  the  City  is  not  the  State,  or  an  officer  thereof. 
The  case  of  Stockton  vs.  Dahl,  66  Cal.,  378,  is  not  in"  point.  In  that 
case  there  was  a  Statute  which  expressly  required  the  answer  to  be 
verified. 

In  the  second  place,  it  appears  from  the  findings  that  the  case  "was 
tried  upon  the  issues  raised  by  the  complaint  and  the  answers  of  the 
defendants"  (specifying  them).  And  the  plaintiff  cannot  go  to  trial 
without  objection  for  the  want  of  a  verification,  and  raise  the  point  for 
the  first  time  after  the  decision  has  gone  against  him.  (See  Arrington 
vs.  Tupper,  10  Cal.,  465;   McCullough  vs.  Clark,  41  Cal.,  302.) 

We  therefore  advise  that  the  judgment  be  affirmed.  Foote,  C,  and 
Gibson,  C,  concurred. 

The  Court. — For  the  reasons  given  in  the  foregoing  opinion,  the 
judgment  is  affirmed. 

Thornton,  J.,  took  no  part  in  the  decision  of  the  above  cause. 

(City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Itsell,  80  Cal.,  57.) 

This  case  went  up  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  on  a 
Writ  of  Error,  but  was  dismissed  for  want  of  jurisdiction,  wherein  the 
Court  held  that: 

This  court  has  no  jurisdiction  to  review  a  judgment  of  the  highest 
court  of  a  State,  unless  a  Federal  question  has  been,  either  in  express 
terms  or  by  necessary  effect,  decided  by  that  Court  against  the  plaintiff 
in  error.     (133  U.  S.,  65.) 

Decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  on  what  constitutes  "Possessio  pedis." 
—Aug.  1,  1890. 

In  determining  the  existence  or  non-existence  of  possessio  pedis  neces- 
sary to  confer  title  to  land  in  San  Francisco,  under  the  Van  Ness  Ordi- 
nance, it  is  the  peculiar  province  of  a  jury,  under  proper  instructions  of 
the  court,  to  decide  whether  or  not  the  acts  of  dominion  relied  on,  con- 
sidering the  size  of  the  tract,  its  peculiar  condition,  and  appropriate  use, 
were  of  such  a  character  as  usually  accompany  the  ownership  of  lands 
similarly  situated,  and  the  Court,  when  sitting  without  a  jury,  should 
decide  the  same  questions  of  fact  upon  the  same  basis. 

The  possession  which  the  law  requires  to  show  a  possessio  pedis  is 
the  subjection  of  the  land  claimed  to  the  will  of  the  claimant,  consisting 
in  doing  as  he  wishes  with  the  land,  and  excluding  others  therefrom;  and 
an  actual  and  open  occupation  of  a  tract  of  land  marked  out  by  and 
within  visible  and  defined  boundaries,  and  a  subjection  of  such  land 
to  the  dominion  of  the  occupant,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others,  is  suf- 
ficient to  show  a  possessio  pedis,  which,  if  continued  long  enough,  will 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  law,  and  establish  title,  under  the  Van 
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Ness  Ordinance,  whether  there  be  an  inclosure  or  not.     (Spotts  vs.  Han- 
ley,  85  Cal.,  155.) 

U.  S.  Supreme  Court — Mission  Creek  Lands — Pueblo  Lands — A  public 
and  municipal  trust. — March  2,  1891. 

"The  confirmation  of  the  claim,  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, as  successor  of  the  pueblo  to  lands  within  its  limits,  necessarily 
took  effect  upon  its  title  as  it  existed  upon  the  acquisition  of  the  coun- 
try; and  the  interest  of  the  City,  or  those  claiming  under  it,  is  not  affected 
by  the  swamp  land  grant. 

"The  trust  upon  which  the  City  held  the  municipal  lands  it  had  ac- 
quired as  the  successor  to  the  Mexican  Pueblo,  was  a  public  and  munici- 
pal trust,  to  be  exercised  chiefly  in  the  distribution  of  the  public  lands, 
to  occupants  and  settlers,  and  in  the  use  of  the  remainder  for  the  public 
purposes  of  the  City.  The  Van  Ness  Ordinance  was  to  settle  and  quiet 
the  title  to  such  lands,  and  was  confirmed  by  Legislative  Act  of  the  State. 

"Those  who  continued  in  possession  of  the  lands  in  San  Francisco 
claimed  by  it,  as  successor  of  a  Mexican  Pueblo  of  that  name,  for  the 
period  required  by  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance,  so  as  to  have  the  benefit 
of  the  transfer  it  made,  acquired  as  complete  title  as  the  City  could  con- 
vey under  that  Ordinance  and  the  confirmatory  legislation  of  the  State 
and  of  the  United  States."  (San  Francisco  vs.  Le  Roy,  138  U.  S.,  page 
656.) 

Decision  of  the  Supreme  Court — School  Lots — No  title  can  be  acquired 
by  adverse  possession. — Dec.  11,  1891. 

School-house  sites  are  set  aside  or  reserved  by  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco for  its  own  use  within  its  corporate  limits  as  defined  by  the  Charter 
of  1851,  and  the  title  did  not  pass  under  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance  to  a 
person  or  persons  who  might  have  been  in  the  actual  possession  of  the 
lots  in  1855. 

Supreme  Court. — Van  Ness  Ordinance — Reservation  of  School-house 
Sites — No  adverse  holding  of  said  land  can  be  maintained  or  title  ac- 
quired by  an  adverse  claimant  to  deprive  the  public  from  property  re- 
served for  its  use. — Dec.  11,  1891. 

Board  of  Education  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  Appel- 
lant, vs.  Wheeler  Martin  et  al.,  Respondents. 

School-house  sites  set  apart  or  reserved  by  the  City  of  San  Francisco 
for  its  own  use  within  its  corporate  limits,  as  defined  by  the  Charter  of 
1851,  did  not  pass  under  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance  to  a  person  or  persons 
who  might  have  been  in  the  actual  possession  of  the  lots  in  1855. 

In  an  action  of  ejectment,  brought  by  the  Board  of  Education  against 
the  possessors  of  a  school-house  site,  where  the  title  of  the  plaintiff  de- 
pends upon  a  reservation  by  the  City  under  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance, 
and  that  of  the  defendants,  as  derived  under  the  same  ordinance,  depends 
upon  the  fact  that  it  had  not  been  so  reserved,  the  trial  court  should 
find  directly  upon  the  issue  as  to  whether  or  not  such  reservation  had 
been  made;  and  it  is  not  sufficient  to  incorporate  into  the  findings  evi- 
dence upon  that  subject  which  would  support  a  finding  that 'such  reser- 
vation had  been  made,  there  being  no  finding  of  the  ultimate  fact,  or 
of  probative  facts  from  which  the  ultimate  fact  would  necessarily  result. 

A  school-house  site  reserved  by  the  City  for  its  use,  under  the  Van 
Ness  Ordinance,  was  reserved  for  public  purposes,  and  is  public  prop- 
erty, to  which  no  title  can  be  acquired  by  adverse  possession;  and  the 
right  of  action  to  recover  possession  of  the  same  for  school  purposes 
is  not  subject  to  the  Statute  of  Limitations. 

After  the  transfer  by  the  Legislature  to  the  Board  of  Education  of 
sole  power  to  sue  for  all  lots,  lands,  and  property  belonging  to  or  claimed 
by  the  school  department,  the  city  or  county,  or  its  attorney  in  her  be- 
half, had  no  authority  to  submit  to  any  court  the  determination  of  the 
rights  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  a  school-house  site,  and  any  judg- 
ment rendered  against  the  city  and  county  in  favor  of  a  possessor  of 
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such  site  is  no  bar  to  an  action  by  the  Board  of  Education  to  recover 
possession  thereof. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  Appellate  Court  does  not  permit  it,  in  any 
case  of  appeal,  to  determine  whether  the  evidence,  irrespective  of  the 
findings,  is  sufficient  to  support  the  judgment;  and  when  the  findings 
are  merely  of  evidence,  the  Appellate  Court  cannot  make  findings  of 
fact  from  that  evidence,  which  it  was  incumbent  upon  the  trial  Court 
to  make. 

If  the  land  was  reserved  by  the  City  from  the  operation  of  the  grant 
contained  in  the  Ordinance,  it  was  reserved  for  public  use,  and  the  con- 
firmation of  the  Ordinance  in  1858,  as  well  as  the  Grant  by  Congress  in 
1864,  had  the  effect  to  affirm  the  reservations  contained  in  the  Ordinance, 
and  the  lands  so  reserved  could  not  thereafter  have  been  divested  by 
any  adverse  possession.  Counsel  for  respondents  urge  that  this  rule 
is  applicable  only  when  the  property  is  reserved  for  the  entire  public, 
like  streets,  squares,  or  highways,  in  which  not  only  the  people  of  the 
municipality,  but  those  of  the  State  at  large,  have  an  interest.  In  our 
opinion,  "there  is  no  reason  for  not  applying  the  same  rule  to  property 
which  is  dedicated  or  reserved  to  a  public  use,  when  the  title  is  held 
by  the  municipality,  as  is  applicable  when  it  is  held  by  the  State.  The 
same  principles  which  prevent  an  adverse  possession  from  ripening 
into  a  title  when  the  title  to  the  property  belongs  to  the  public,  and  is 
held  for  public  use,  apply  in  the  one  case  as  in  the  other.  It  is  immaterial 
where  the  title — that  is,  the  record  title — is  held,  whether  by  the  State 
at  large,  or  by  a  county,  or  by  some  municipal  department  or  other 
official  body.  There  can  be  no  adverse  holding  of  such  land  which  will 
deprive  the  public  of  the  right  thereto,  or  give  title  to  the  adverse 
claimant,  or  create  a  title  by  virtue  of  the  statute  of  limitations.  This 
rule  is  universal  in  its  application  to  all  property  set  apart  or  reserved 
for  public  use,  and  the  public  use  for  which  it  is  appropriated  is  imma- 
terial. The  same  principles  which  govern  in  the  adverse  holding  of  a 
street,  a  public  square,  a  quay,  a  wharf,  a  common,  apply  to  the  adverse 
holding  of  a  court-house,  a  jail,  or  a  school-house.  The  public  is  not  to 
lose  its  rights  through  the  negligence  of  its  agents,  nor  because  it  has 
not  chosen  to  resist  an  encroachment  by  one  of  its  own  number,  whose 
duty  it  was,  as  much  as  that  of  every  citizen,  to  protect  the  State  in 
its  rights.  This  question  has  been  determined,  and  these  principles  have 
already  been  established,  in  this  State  in  the  case  of  County  of  Yolo 
vs.  Barney,  79  Cal.,  375;  12  Am.  St.  Rep.,  152.  (92  Cal.,  pages  209-210, 
217-218.)" 

Decision  of  the  Supreme  Court — The  title  to  a  lot,  recorded  under 
the  Van  Ness  Ordinance  for  an  Engine  Lot,  is  vested  in  the  public  and 
no  person  by  adverse  possession  for  any  period,  can  acquire  the  title. — 
Dec.  18,  1891. 

In  an  action  of  ejectment  by  the  City  and  County  to  recover  the 
possession  of  a  lot  claimed  by  the  City  to  have  been  reserved  as  a  fire 
engine  lot  under  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance,  where  the  plaintiff  offered 
in  evidence  the  several  ordinances  of  the  Common  Council,  and  the 
map  prepared  in  pursuance  thereof,  known  as  the  "Van  Ness  Map," 
which  were  confirmed  and  made  the  subject  of  judicial  notice  by  the 
Act  of  1858,  and  also  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners  who  prepared 
the  map,  that  they  had  selected  twenty-five  lots  in  the  City  for  fire  pur- 
poses, and  designating  their  size,  it  further  appearing  that  upon  the 
map  were  twenty-five  spaces  within  parallel  lines  similar  to  the  one 
in  question;  that  upon  some  of  those  spaces  were  figures  indicating  the 
size  of  the  lots,  to  correspond  with  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners; 
that  from  other  portions  of  the  map  such  figures  were  intended  to  repre- 
sent feet  and  inches;  that  the  map  was  originally  white,  and  that  the 
spaces  within  the  parallel  lines  were  originally  colored, — it  is  sufficiently 
shown  that  the  twenty-five  spaces,  of  which  the  lot  in  question  was  one, 
were  reserved,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  for  public  use 
for  engine  lots. 
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The  reservation  of  an  engine  lot  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, by  virtue  of  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance,  being  a  reservation  for  a 
public  use,  the  title  to  the  lot  remained  in  the  public,  irrespective  of 
the  particular  municipal  agency  charged  with  its  custody  and  manage- 
ment, and  an  individual  could  not,  by  mere  adverse  possession,  acquire 
any  title  to  such  lot  or  invoke  the  aid  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations  as  a 
defense  to  its  recovery.  (The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs. 
Bradbury,  92  Cal.,  414.) 

Decision  of  the  Supreme  Court.     Mexican  Grant. — Dec.  23,  1891. 

The  City  of  San  Francisco,  as  successor  of  the  pueblo,  and  those 
claiming  under  the  City,  are  third  persons  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act  of  Congress  of  March  3,'  1851,  who  are  not  concluded  by  the  con- 
firmation in  the  District  Court  of  a  grant  of  pueblo  land  made  by  the 
Prefect  and  opposed  by  the  Alcalde  of  the  pueblo,  but  approved  by  the 
Governor  of  the  Department  by  virtue  of  his  superior  power  to  grant 
vacant  lands  within  the  boundaries  of  the  pueblos,  irrespective  of  their 
claims  to  hold  and  dispose  of  them. 

The  confirmed  Prefect  grant  was  held  under  a  title  independent  of 
and  adverse  to  the  title  of  the  pueblo,  and  the  confirmed  title  of  the 
City  as  successor  of  the  pueblo;  and  the  holder  of  the  Prefect  grant  can- 
not enforce  a  trust  against  the  City  and  its  grantees  under  a  patent 
from  the  United  States  to  the  City. 

Five  years  of  adverse  possession  at  any  time  since  the  passage  of 
the  Act  of  April  18,  1863,  bars  an  action  of  ejectment  by  the  holder  of 
an  imperfect  unpatented  title  of  Spanish  or  Mexican  origin. 

Even  if  the  Prefect  grant  had  conveyed  the  pueblo  title,  which  was 
confirmed  to  the  City  by  Act  of  Congress  of  1866,  and  the  benefit  of 
that  confirmation  had  inured  to  the  holder  of  the  Prefect  grant,  either 
as  a  trust  or  as  a  title,  his  right  of  action  to  enforce  the  trust  or 
to  recover  the  land  then  accrued,  and  the  Statute  then  began  to  run 
against  his  right  of  action,  either  in  'equity  or  at  law. 

Legislative  grants  have  all  the  effect  of  a  patent,  so  far  as  the  trans- 
fer of  title  is  concerned,  and  the  conferring  of  a  right  of  entry  and  a 
right  of  action;  all  that  the  patent  under  the  grant  adds  is  a  conven- 
ience of  proving  the  exact  boundaries.  (Ohm  vs.  San  Francisco,  92 
Cal.,  437.) 

Decision  of  the  Supreme  Court.     Lafayette  Park. — Feb.  4,  1892. 

The  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  March  11,  1858,  ratifying  and  confirm- 
ing an  ordinance  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  which  ap- 
proved a  map  showing  the  location  of  the  streets  and  squares  in  that 
City,  operated  as  a  selection  and  dedication  to  public  use  of  the  tracts 
marked  as  public  squares  on  the  map  approved  by  the  Ordinance  and 
the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  1,  1864,  relinquishing  and  granting  to  the 
City  the  title  to  such  land  for  the  uses  and  purposes  specified  in  the 
Ordinance,  had  the  effect  to  confirm  such  dedication  and  make  it  opera- 
tive upon  the  legal  title,  as  well  as  upon  such  title  as  the  City  held  prior 
thereto. 

The  title  to  public  squares  which  passed  to  the  City  and  County  by 
the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  1,  1864,  having  been  acquired  after  issue 
joined  in  an  action  brought  by  the  Attorney-General  in  behalf  of  the 
people  to  enforce  the  City's  title  to  a  public  square,  and  after  the  case 
was  submitted  for  decision,  and  not  being  in  issue  therein,  and  the 
Attorney-General  of  the  State  having  no  power  to  submit  to  the  de- 
termination of  any  tribunal  the  title  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  the  judgment  in  such  action  against  the  plaintiff  could  not  con- 
clude or  affect  the  title  of  the  City  and  County  acquired  under  the  Act 
of   Congress. 

A  judgment  in  favor  of  plaintiff  in  an  action  brought  against  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  by  a  party  in  possession  of  land 
claimed  by  the  City  as  a  public  park,  to  quiet  title   to  the  land,  upon 
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the  ground  that  it  had  never  been  dedicated  to  public  use,  is  a  bar  to  an 
action  by  the  people  of  the  State  for  the  recovery  of  the  same  land. 

A  municipal  corporation  is  for  many  purposes  but  a  department  of 
the  State,  organized  for  the  more  convenient  administration  of  certain 
powers  belonging  to  the  State,  and  exercises  a  part  of  the  sovereignty 
of  the  State  in  its  management  and  control  over  streets  and  squares 
within  its  limits,  and  has  the  same  right  to  maintain  an  action  to  prevent 
the  unlawful  obstruction  of  a  street  as  would  the  people  of  the  State. 

The  right  of  a  municipal  corporation  to  maintain  an  action  to  abate 
a  public  nuisance  upon  a  public  square  is  based  upon  the  ground  that 
it  represents  the  equitable  rights  of  its  inhabitants. 

The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  the  authority  to  maintain 
an  action  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  the  rights  of  the  general  public 
to  the  use  of  the  squares,  of  land  claimed  as  such,  within  its  limits, 
and  in  such  action  it  is  authorized  to  put  in  issue  the  alleged  rights  of 
the  people  to  such  easement;  and  the  State  is  bound  by  the  result  of 
such  litigation,  if  the  same  is  not  collusive.  (People  ex  rel.  Bryant  vs. 
Holladay,  93  Cal.,  241.) 

Decisions  Supreme  Court. — Municipal  Ordinance — Ratification  by  Leg- 
islature— Lafayette  Park — Van  Ness  Map. — Ratification  of  this  gave  it 
validity  and  confirmed  Lafayette  Park  as  a  public  square. — March  25,  1895. 

When  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  ratified  Ordinance 
No.  822  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  except  so  far  as  it  had 
reference  to  the  grant  by  the  city  of  any  part  of  the  public  squares  and 
parks,  and  by  the  same  act  ratified  the  Van  Ness  Map  upon  which  Lafay- 
ette Park  was  delineated  and  described  as  a  public  park  or  square,  the 
ratification  of  the  Van  Ness  Map  gave  it  validity,  and  confirmed  Lafayette 
Park  as  a  public  square,  and  it  is  not  material  that  the  map  had  been 
prepared  and  adopted  after  the  time  limited  by  Ordinance  822.  (City 
and  County  vs.  Mooney,  106,  Cal.,  page  576.) 

Pueblo  Lands — Order  No.  800— Power  of  Supervisors  under  Act  of 
Legislature  to  make  selection  and  designation  of  lots  for  public  uses. — 
May  25,  1895. 

The  pueblo  lands  of  San  Francisco  are  held  in  trust  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City,  except  such  parcels  thereof  as 
were  reserved  and  set  apart  by  ordinances  for  public  uses;  and  Order 
No.  800,  which  was  validated  by  the  Legislature,  conferred  upon  the 
Supervisors  power  to  set  apart  and  to  delineate  upon  the  official  map 
lots  or  portions  of  land  for  public  uses  only,  and  the  Act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture invalidating  that  Ordinance  was  only  a  letter  of  authority  to  the 
Supervisors  to  make  a  selection  and  designation  of  lots  for  public  uses 
according  to  its  terms,  and  is  not  to  be  construed  as  a  ratification  of  any 
act  already  performed  by  them,  but  any  lots  or  portions  of  land  selected 
and  designated  by  them  for  a  public  purpose  are  limited  to  and  can  be 
kept  only  for  such  public  purpose,  and  any  selection  or  designation  upon 
the  map  by  the  Supervisors  for  any  other  purpose  is  an  act  without 
authority,  and  can  confer  no  right  to  the  land  so  designated.  (Cal.  Acad- 
emy of  Sciences  vs.  San  Francisco,  107  Cal.,  page  335.) 

Supreme  Court — Home  for  Inebriates — Dedication  of  Lot  to  Public 
Use — Title  of  City  and  County — Construction  of  Act  of  1870 — Statute  of 
Limitations. — Jan.  5,  1898. 

The  dedication  of  a  lot  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for 
a  "Home  for  Inebriates,"  by  virtue  of  proceedings  had  under  Order  800, 
reserved  the  lot  from  private  occupation,'  and  dedicated  to  a  public  use, 
and  a  private  corporation  known  as  the  "Home  for  the  Care  of  the 
Inebriate,"  without  any  of  the  elements  of  a  public  agency,  can  have  no 
right  to  the  lot,  or  to  its  possession  under  such  proceedings,  but  the  title 
remained  in  the  city  and  county  for  the  public  use  designated. 

In  an  action  to  quiet  the  title  of  such  private  corporation  against  the 
City   and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  such  lot,  where  plaintiff  claimed 
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title  under  the  Act  of  April  1,  1870,  purporting  to  vest  the  title  of  the 
city  and  county  in  such  corporation  to  a  lot  described  therein  merely  as 
"set  apart  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco,  or  a  Committee 
of  said  Board,  to  and  for  a  corporation  known  as  the  'Home  for  the  Care 
of  the  Inebriate,'  "  upon  appeal  from  a  judgment  quieting  the  title  of 
the  city  and  county,  where  there  is  no  evidence  or  finding  in  the  record 
to  show  that  any  lot  was  ever  set  apart  to  such  corporation,  or  that  the 
lot  dedicated  by  the  city  to  public  use  was  ever  intended  for  such  corpor- 
ation, it  must  be  presumed  that  the  "Home  for  Inebriates"  described  in 
Order  800  was  not  a  corporation,  and  was  not  the  same  organization  as 
the  private  corporation,  "Home  for  the  Care  of  the  Inebriate,"  and  that, 
inasmuch  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  could  set  apart  the  land  only  for 
public  uses,  it  did  not  set  apart  the  lot  in  question  for  the  private  use 
of  the  plaintiff,  and  it  must  be  presumed  further  that  there  was  no  evi- 
dence from  which  any  finding  could  be  made  that  plaintiff  was  the  bene- 
ficiary intended  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

No  title  could  be  acquired  by  the  plaintiff  by  adverse  possession  under 
the  Statute  of  Limitations,  or  by  prescription  to  a  lot  dedicated  to  public 
use.  (Home  for  the  Care  of  the  Inebriate,  Appellant,  vs.  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  Respondent,  119  Cal.  Reports,  page  534.  Western  Ad- 
dition Block  190.) 

Decision  of  the  Supreme  Court — Mission  Creek. — Sept.  4,  1890. 

The  pueblo  of  San  Francisco  derived  its  title  to  its  lands  from  the 
grant  of  the  government  of  Mexico,  and  not  from  the  United  States, 
whose  patent  is  not  an  original  grant,  and  did  not  emanate  from  the 
source  of  title,  and  was  not  necessary  to  invest  title  in  the  City,  but 
is  a  mere  acknowledgment  that  the  pueblo  had  title  under  the  Mexican 
government,  which  existed  at  the  cession  of  the  territory,  and  is  a  re- 
lease of  all  claim  of  the  United  States  to  the  property  found  by  its 
tribunals  to  have  been  so  vested  in  the  pueblo. 

The  pueblo  grant  of  San  Francisco  was  of  a  fixed  and  definite  quantity, 
with  boundaries  established  on  three  sides  by  the  terms  of  the  grant,  and 
required  a  survey  merely  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  fourth  or  southern 
line  so  as  to  secure  the  given  quantity,  exclusive  of  lands  held  paramount 
within  the  exterior  boundaries,  but  such  quantity  though  required  could 
not  control  the  natural  boundaries  described,  and  could  only  be  ascer- 
tained by  going  south  for  quantity. 

The  survey  of  such  grant  belonged  to  the  political  department  of  the 
government,  and  not  to  the  courts,  and  the  survey  and  patent  are  con- 
clusive upon  the  courts  in  actions  of  ejectment  when  not  in  conflict 
with  prior  rights  of  third  persons,  but  when  such  prior  rights  are 
involved,  the  inconclusiveness  of  the  survey  and  patent  may  be  asserted 
to  the  extent  essential  for  the  protection  of  such  prior  rights. 

Though  a  patent  for  pueblo  lands  is  record  evidence  of  the  vadidity 
of  the  Mexican  grant  under  the  laws  of  Mexico,  it  is  valid  as  such  record 
only  to  the  extent  that  it  conforms  to  the  decree  of  confirmation  with 
reference  to  the  fixed  natural  boundaries,  and  to  the  survey  made  by  the 
political  department,  establishing  a  boundary  not  fixed  and  determined 
by  the  decree  of  confirmation. 

The  officers  'of  the  land  department  have  no  power  to  include  in  a 
survey  and  patent  to  land,  issued  in  satisfaction  of  a  pueblo  grant,  land 
outside  of  the  natural  boundaries  given  in  the  decree  of  final  confirmation 
of  the  grant,  but  are  bound  by  the  description  given  in  the  decree  so 
far  as  it  describes  definite  boundaries. 

The  decree  of  confirmation  of  the  pueblo  lands  of  San  Francisco,  hav- 
ing described  one  of  the  definite  boundaries  of  such  lands  as  being  the 
"extreme  upper  portion  of  the  peninsula  above  ordinary  high-water  mark," 
etc.,  such  boundary  must  control  the  survey  and  patent  though  the  survey 
made  under  the  decree  fixed  the  boundary  below  the  ordinary  high-water 
mark,  and  the  patent  recited  the  decree  confirming  the  grant  and  its 
granting  clause  described  the  boundaries  of  the  land  as  fixed  in  the  sur- 
vey.    (McFarland,  J.  Beatty,  C.  J.,  and  Works,  J.,  dissenting.) 
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Evidence  is  admissible  in  an  action  of  ejectment  to  challenge  the 
validity  of  such  patent  as  a  conveyance  of  a  particular  tract  for  the  re- 
covery of  which  the  action  is  brought,  on  the  ground  that  the  tract  is 
below  ordinary  high-water  mark  in  a  navigable  arm  of  the  bay  of  San 
Francisco,  and  not  embraced  within  the  lands  covered  by  the  grant  which 
the  patent  was  intended  to  evidence,  and  was  not  land  which  the  govern- 
ment or  its  officers  had  the  power  to  convey,  but  consisted  of  land  belong- 
ing to  the  State  of  California  at  the  time  of  the  patent. 

Lands  below  ordinary  high-water  mark  belonged  to  the  Mexican  gov- 
ernment by  virtue  of  its  sovereignty,  and  were  no  part  of  the  pueblo 
lands  of  San  Francisco;  but  passed  to  the  State  of  California  immediately 
upon  its  admission  to  the  Union;  and  the  government  of  the  United  States 
had  no  power  to  grant  such  lands  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 

The  pre-existing  title  to  pueblo  lands  under  Mexican  law  »was  never 
a  fee,  or  in  the  nature  of  a  private  land  grant,  'but  merely  vested  the 
use  of  the  land  in  the  pueblo  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  settlers,  with 
power,  as  the  representative  of  the  State,  to  make  private  grants  to 
settlers,  but  not  upon  the  seashore;  and  the  fee  of  all  the  lands  which 
had  not  passed  into  private  ownership  remained  in  the  government,  which 
was  not  deprived  of  the  power  of  making  grants  to  private  persons  within 
the  limits  of  the  pueblo,  and  retained  the  title  to  the  seashore  unencum- 
bered by  any  power  or  trust  conferred  upon  the  pueblo,  which  title  passed 
to  the  United  States,  and  from  it  to  the  State  of  California,  before  the 
United  States  saw  fit  to  vest  the  fee  of  the  pueblo  lands  in  the  city  as 
the  successor  of  the  pueblo. 

The  rule  of  Stare  Decisis  does  not  apply  to  the  decision  in  the  case  of 
People  vs.  San  Francisco,  75  Cal.,  389,  so  far  as  it  determines  the  conclu- 
siveness of  the  patent  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  that  question  being- 
unnecessary  to  the  decision  of  that  case,  and  its  determination  being 
erroneous  and  in  conflict  with  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States.     (McFarland,  J.,  B.eatty,  C.  J.,  and  Works,  J.,  dissenting.) 

The  above  case  was  afterwards  reversed  in  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court.  (See  following  case  of  United  Land  Association  vs.  Knight,  85 
Cal.,  448.) 

Decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court. — Mission  Creek.  Knight 
vs.    United    Land    Association    et  al. — Dec.  21,   1891. 

The  decree  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  confirming  to  the  City 
of  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  as  successor  of  a  Mexican  pueblo,  its  claim,  made 
under  Act  of  Congress  March  3,  1851,  to  the  pueblo  lands,  described  the 
tract  so  confirmed  as  "embracing  so  much  of  the  extreme  upper  portion 
of  the  peninsula,  above  ordinary  high-water  mark  on  which  the  City  of 
San  Francisco  is  situated,  as  will  contain  an  area  of  four  square  leagues; 
said  tract  being  bounded  on  the  north  and  east  by  the  bay  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, on  the  west  by  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  on  the  south  by  a  due  east 
and  west  line  drawn  so  as  to  include  the  area  aforesaid." 

Held:  That  in  a  survey  under  the  decree  the  shore  line  of  the  bay 
should  be  run  on  the  line  of  ordinary  high-water  mark,  crossing  the 
mouths  of  all  streams  running  into  the  bay,  and  not  following  the  line 
of  high-water  of  any  tidal  stream  or  estuary  forming  an  arm  of  the  bay. 

A  survey  of  the  tract,  which,  in  running  the  shore-line  of  the  bay, 
followed  the  line  of  ordinary  high-water  of  Mission  Creek,  a  navigable 
arm  of  the  bay,  was  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office,  but  his  approval  was  set  aside  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
and  a  new  survey  was  ordered  by  the  latter,  and  under  his  direction,  was 
made,  in  which  the  shore  line  of  the  bay  was  run  across  the  mouth  of 
Mission  Creek;  and  the  latter  survey  was  approved  by  the  Commissioner 
of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  a  patent  was  issued  thereon  to  the  city, 
following  the  lines  of  such  latter  survey,  in  ejectment  for  land  lying  on 
Mission  Creek  above  the  shore  line  of  the  bay,  and  embraced  in  the 
patent,  but  not  in  the  first  survey,  brought  against  a  defendant  claiming 
title  derived  from  the  city  under  the  patent,  plaintiffs  claimed  under  a 
grant  of  the  land  from  the  State  Tide-Land  Commissioners,  as  land  which 
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had  passed  to  the  State  on  its  admission  to  the  Union,  by  virtue  of  its 
sovereignty  over  all  tide-lands  below  the  high-water  line. 

Held:  That  parole  evidence  that  the  land  was  below  high-water 
mark  of  the  creek  was  not  admissible;  that  the  patent,  following  the  de- 
cree of  confirmation  and  the  final  and  correct  survey  of  the  confirmed 
claim  was  evidence  of  the  title  of  the  city  under  Mexican  laws,  and  was 
conclusive,  not  only  as  against  the  government  and  against  all  parties 
claiming  under  it  by  title  subsequently  acquired,  but  also  as  against  all 
parties  except  those  having  a  full  and  complete  title  acquired  from  Mexico 
anterior  to  that  confirmed  by  the  decree  of  confirmation.  (Knight  vs. 
United  Land  Association  et  al.,  12  S.  C.  Rep.,  258.)  Municipal  Reports, 
1891-92,  Appendix  36. 

Supreme  Court — Ejectment — Possession  of  Mission  Creek  Lands — 
Failure   to    prove    title. — April,    1895. 

In  an  action  by  a  plaintiff,  who  for  more  than  five  years  was  the  pos- 
sessor of  a  parcel  of  land  claimed  by  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  against 
a  defendant  who  took  forcible  possession  of  the  land,  claiming  under  a 
lease  from  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  also  against  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  where  the  only  proof  for  the  defendants  was 
oral  testimony  of  the  lease  from  the  City  to  the  intruder,  without  proof 
of  the  lease,  and  without  any  evidence  given  in  support  of  the  right  of 
the  City  to  make  the  lease,  except  the  oral  testimony  of  a  witness  that 
the  property  was  part  of  the  Old  Mission  or  Channel  Creek  land  re- 
claimed by  the  City,  and  that  it  had  always  been  understood  that  it  was 
City  property,  there  is  not  sufficient  proof  of  any  title  or  right  of  posses- 
sion in  the  defendant,  and  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  a  recovery  of  the 
lands. 

The  Court  cannot  take  judicial  notice  in  an  action  of  ejectment  that 
the  land  in  question  is  part  of  the  pueblo  lands  which  were  confirmed 
to  the  City  of  San  Francisco  by  the  decree  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the 
United  States;  nor  can  the  Court  know  that  the  defendant's  claim  to 
the  demanded  land  is  derived  through  the  decree  of  the  Circuit  Court. 

There  is  no  presumption  that  any  portion  of  the  land  covered  by  the 
Van  Ness  Ordinance  was  or  was  not  in  the  actual  possession  of  any  one 
during  the  period  provided  for  in  the  Ordinance;  but  in  any  legal  proceed- 
ing in  which  the  fact  whether  a  particular  parcel  of  land  was  or  was 
not  then  held  in  actual  possession  becomes  material,  it  must  be  estab- 
lished by  that  party  who  relies  upon  the  fact  as  an  affirmative  issue  in 
support  of  his  claim  or-  defense.  (Goodwin  vs.  Scheerer,  106  Cal., 
page  690.) 

Hospital  Lot.  Reservation  of  Squares  and  Lots  for  Public  Purposes. — 
Aug.  7,  1899. 

The  reservation  of  squares  and  lots  for  public  purposes  by  the  ratifi- 
cation of  the  Order  of  October  16,  1856,  in  the  Statute  of  1858,  acquired 
the  force  of  law,  and  operated  immediately  to  dedicate  the  lots  to  public 
use  (50  Cal.,  page  265). 

Since,  therefore,  it  had,  and  was  obviously  intended  to  have  this  effect, 
notwithstanding  that  it  ignored  some  of  the  most  important  of  the  condi- 
tions which,  by  the  terms  of  Ordinance  No.  822,  hampered  the  right  of 
the  City  to  reserve  land  for  its  own  purposes,  it  is  a  very  natural  in- 
ference that  it  was  meant  to  disregard  also  the  provision  by  which  the 
City  was  to  be  required  to  pay  the  possessors  of  the  lots  dedicated  for 
something  they  did  not  own,  viz.,  the  right  to  occupy  the  same.  If  this 
is  not  so  we  should  have  the  anomaly  of  land  completely  dedicated  to 
public  uses,  which  yet  the  public  can  not  use  without  paying  its  value 
to  persons  who  have  no  title  or  estate  in  the  land  itself.  While  such  a 
condition  might  possibly  be  created  by  Statute,  all  intendments  in  the 
construction  of  the.  Act  of  1858  should,  for  reasons  already  stated,  be 
indulged  against  it.  (City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Honora 
Sharp,  125  Cal.  Rep.,  page  584.) 


28  CITY     AND     COUNTY     PROPERTY 

Act  of  Congress  relinquishing  the  interests  of  the  United  States  to 
portions  of  the  Point  San  Jose  Military  Reservation  to  the  City,  in 
trust.— July   1,   1870. 

"An  Act  to  relinquish  the  interest  of  the  United  States  in  certain 
lands  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco."  Relinquishing  all  the 
right  and  title  of  the  United  States  to  that  portion  of  the  Military  Res- 
ervation known  as  the  Point  San  Jose  Military  Reservation,  except  that 
portion  of  said  Reservation,  and  which  is  bounded  and  described  as  fol- 
lows, viz.:  Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  mean  low-water  shore  line 
of  the  bay,  or  entrance  to  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco,  east  of  the  promon- 
tory of  Point  San  Jose,  where  the  same  is  intersected  by  the  westerly 
line  of  Van  Ness  avenue,  running  thence  southerly  along  the  said  west- 
erly line  of  Van  Ness  avenue  to  its  intersection  with  the  northern  line 
of  Bay  street;  thence  westerly  along  the  north  side  of  Bay  street  to  its 
intersection  with  the  east  line  of  Laguna  street;  thence  northerly  along 
the  said  eastern  line  of  Laguna  street  to  the  westerly  shore;  thence  in  a 
northeasterly,  easterly,  southeasterly  and  southerly  direction,  following 
the  said  shore  line,  and  including  the  entire  water  front  between  Laguna 
street  and  Van  Ness  avenue,  to  the  point  or  place  of  beginning. 

Said  relinquishment  being  made  for  the  uses  and  purposes,  as  follows: 

First. — To  maintain  all  streets  and  alleys  as  now  laid  out  upon  the 
Official  Map   of  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 

Second. — And  then  in  trust  to  grant  and  convey  the  remainder  of 
said  lands  to  the  parties  severally  who  are  at  the  date  of  the  passage 
of  this  Act  in  the  actual  bona  fide  possession  thereof,  by  themselves  or 
their  tenants,  and  in  such  parcels  as  the  same  are  so  held  and  possessed 
by  them,  or  who,  if  they  have  not  such  possession,  were  deprived  thereof 
by  the  United  States  Military  authorities  when  they  went  into  the  occu- 
pancy of  said  Military  Reservation,  or  were  deprived  thereof  by  intrud- 
ers or  trespassers,  against  whom  possession  may  be  recovered  by  legal 
process. 

Supreme  Court. — Point  San  Jose  Military  Reservation. — Act  of  July  1, 
1870.— March  25,  1887. 

Action  was  brought  to  recover  a  lot  of  land  in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  which  originally  was  part  of  the  San  Jose  Military 
Reservation,  but  which  had  been  granted  to  the  city  and  county  by  the 
Act  of  Congress  of  July  1,  1870,  in  trust  for  the  purpose  of  conveying 
the  same  to  certain  persons  mentioned  in  the  Act  as  beneficiaries.  The 
plaintiff  claiming  to  be  the  beneficiary  to  the  land  in  question  had  re- 
ceived a  deed  therefor  from  the  city  and  county,  and  had  entered  into 
and  held  possession  of  the  same  until  within  five  years  prior  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  acvxon,  when  he  was  ousted  by  the  defendant.  The 
Court  found  that  the  land  had  been  originally  included  within  the  reser- 
vation. Held,  that  in  the  absence  of  evidence  to  the  contrary,  the  Su- 
preme Court  would  not  take  judicial  notice  that  the  land  was  not  so 
included. 

Held,  further,  that  the  defendant,  being  a  mere  intruder  upon  the 
possession  of  the  plaintiff,  and  having  no  claim  to  the  title  of  the  city 
and  county,  could  not  be  permitted  to  show  that  the  plaintiff  was  not 
a  beneficiary  under  the  Act,  or  that  city  and  county  had  no  right  to 
convey  to  him.     (Palmer  vs.  Galvin,  72  Cal.,  page  183.) 

Supreme  Court — Military  Reservation — Act  of  Congress  1870 — Deed 
of  Commissioners  of  Funded   Debt. — May  27,  1896. 

The  title  of  San  Francisco  to  lands  included  in  the  Military  Reserva- 
tion was  not  originally  in  the  city,  but  upon  the  Conquest  of  California 
vested  in  the  United  States,  and  such  lands  were  reserved  from  acquisi- 
tion by  private  individuals  by  a  valid  executive  act,  and  the  portion  of 
them  acquired  by  the  city  were,  by  Act  of  Congress,  of  1870,  granted  to 
the  city  in  trust  for  persons  who  were  then  in  actual  possession  of  them, 
by  themselves  or  their  tenants,  or  who  had  been  deprived  thereof  by  the 
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Military  authorities,  or  by  intruders  or  trespassers,  and  a  conveyance 
by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Funded  Debt  in  1852  passed  no  title  to 
such  lands  to  their  grantee. 

Deed  from  City  under  Act  of  1870 — Fraud — Statute  of  Limitations — 
Rights  of   Minors. 

Where  a  deed  was  executed  by  the  city  to  one  who  claimed  to  be  in 
bona  fide  possession  of  Presidio  lands  under  the  Act  of  1870,  any  fraud 
practiced  upon  the  city  in  the  obtaining  of  the  deed  having  been  commit- 
ted in  1870,  the  grantors  of  plaintiffs  were  chargeable  with  knowledge 
of  such  fraud,  and  the  cause  of  action,  being  barred  as  to  them,  is  barred 
as  to  minors  claiming  under  them. 

A  deed  to  the  city  under  and  pursuant  to  the  Act  of  Congress  of  1870, 
like  a  patent,  is  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  officers  performed  their 
duty  in  issuing  it,  and  that  it  was  issued  to  the  rightful  claimants,  and 
these  presumptions  can  be  attacked  only  by  one  who  connects  himself 
with  the  title,  and  cannot  be  attacked  by  a  stranger  or  one  in  hostility 
to  the  title,  but,  as  against  him,  the  presumptions  are  conclusive. 
(Galvin  et  al.  vs.  Palmer,  113  Cal.,  page  46.) 

Act  of  Congress  relinquishing  the  interests  of  the  United  States  to 
portion  of  Presidio  Reservation  for  projection  of  Lyon  street,  and  pro- 
vided that  certain  other  streets  named  shall  be  projected  westerly  to 
said    Lyon    street. — May   9,   1876. 

"An  Act  to  relinquish  the  interests  of  the  United  States  in  certain 
lands  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  State  of  California." 
Relinquishing  all  the  rights  and  title  of  the  United  States  to  that  portion 
of  the  Military  Reservation  known  as  the  Presidio,  or  Fort  Point  Reser- 
vation, to  the  city  and  county  (and  to  its  successors,  etc.,  for  the  benefit 
of  persons,  who,  if  the  said  lands  had  not  been  reserved  for  public  use 
would  have  been  entitled  thereto  under  Order  No.  800),  described  as 
follows:  "Commencing  at  the  southeasterly  corner  of  the  said  Presidio, 
or  Fort  Point  Reservation,  and  thence  running  in  a  direct  line  due  north 
to  the  shore  line  of  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco;  thence  westerly  along 
the  said  shore  line  to  a  point  eighty  feet  west  of  the  easterly  line  of  the 
said  Presidio,  or  Fort  Point  Reservation,  as  established  by  the  United 
States  authorities,  said  eighty  feet  being  relinquished  for  a  public  high- 
way, or  street,  named  Lyon  street;  thence  southerly  to  a  point  on  the 
southerly  line  of  said  reservation,  where  the  west  line  of  Lyon  street 
intersects  said  line;  thence  easterly  to  the  point  of  commencement,  to 
conform  as  near  as  possible  to  the  plan  of  the  city  map  of  streets  of  San 
Francisco  outside  of  reservation,  said  plan  being  on  file  in  the  Office  of 
the  War  Department;  provided,  that  Lyon  street  shall  be  extended  to 
the  Bay  of  San  Francisco  eighty  feet  wide,  and  is  hereby  dedicated  for 
a  public  highway  and  street  forever;  provided,  further,  that  Broadway, 
Vallejo,  Green,  Union,  Filbert,  Greenwich,  Lombard,  Chestnut,  Francisco, 
Bay,  North  Point,  Jefferson,  Tonquin  and  Lewis  streets,  as  laid  down  on 
the  official  map  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  be  extended 
westerly  to  intersect  the  easterly  line  of  Lyon  street,  as  herein  provided, 
be,  and  are  hereby,  dedicated  as  public  highways  and  streets  forever." 

Decision  of  Supreme  Court — Wheeler  vs.  Benjamin — Extension  oF 
Lyon  street — Presidio  Reservation — Original  Boundary — Pueblo  Patent 
Recitals — Mistake  in  map  appended  to  patent — Grant  of  strip  to  City — 
Location  of  Eastern  boundary — Effect  of  Act  of  1876 — Ordinance  800. — 
March   15,  1902. 

The  exception  made  by  the  pueblo  patent  to  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco of  the  Presidio  Military  Reservation  must  be  deemed  to  refer  to 
the  original  boundary  thereof,  as  fixed  on  the  ground  when  the  petition 
for  confirmation  was  filed  in  1852,  to  which  date  the  patent  refers  by 
its  recitals  of  the  petition  and  confirmation  thereof. 

An  evident  mistake  in  a  subsequent  map  appended  to  the  pueblo 
patent   in   locating   the   eastern   boundary   of   the    Presidio    Reservation, 
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as  changed  by  the  grant  of  a  strip  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco off  from  the  eastern  side  of  the  Reservation,  made  by  the  Act 
of  Congress  of  1876,  must  be  disregarded,  and  will  be  controlled  by  the 
original  location  of  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  reservation  as  fixed 
upon  the  ground  when  the  petition  for  confirmation  was  filed. 

Upon  the  trial  of  an  action  to  quiet  title  to  a  lot  situated  within  the 
limits  of  the  original  Presidio  Reservation,  and  within  the  strip  granted 
to  the  City  and  County  in  1876,  the  City  and  County  was  entitled  to 
prove  the  original  eastern  boundary  of  the  reservation,  and  the  location 
of  the  original  monuments  on  the  ground  determining  the  boundary. 

The  act  of  1876  which  extended  Lyon  street  eighty  feet  in  width  to 
the  bay,  and  granted  a  strip  from  off  the  eastern  portion  of  the  Presidio 
Reservation  to  the  City  and  County,  for  the  benefit  of  persons  who 
would  have  been  entitled  thereto,  if  the  land  so  granted  had  not  been 
reserved  for  public  use,  under  the  Ordinance  800,  had  the  effect  to  con- 
fer upon  previous  grantees  of  the  City  under  that  Ordinance  a  title  to 
the  portion  of  their  lands  included  in  said  strip,  subject  to  the  dedica- 
tion of  Lyon  street,  the  western  boundary  of  which  is  the  present  eastern 
line  of  the  reservation. 

Appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  and  from  an  order  denying  a  new  trial. 

The  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion. 

Gray,  C. — This  action  is  brought  to  quiet  title  to  a  lot  of  land  sixty- 
seven  feet  and  one  inch  wide  from  east  to  west,  and  one  hundred  and 
thirty-seven  feet  and  six  inches  long  from  north  to  south,  situated  in 
block  574,  in  the  Western  Addition  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  at  the 
northeast  corner  of  Broadway  and  Lyon  streets,  and  in  the  southwest 
corner  of  said  block,  according  to  what  is  described  as  the  official  Map 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  prepared  by  William  P.  Hum- 
phreys. On  a  trial  of  the  case  without  a  jury,  the  plaintiff  had  judg- 
ment. This  appeal  is  brought  here  by  the  said  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

The  plaintiff  deraigns  title  from  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco by  deed  executed  to  plaintiff's  predecessor  by  said  City  and  County 
in  June,  1870.  The  theory  of  plaintiff  and  respondent  is,  that  the  said 
City  acquired  title  to  the  disputed  lot  by  the  patent  of  the  pueblo  lands 
issued  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  to  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, on  the  twentieth  day  of  June,  1854,  as  the  final  step  in  proceedings 
initiated  by  said  City  by  petition  filed  on  the  second  day  of  July,  1852, 
with  the  Commission  appointed  under  an  Act  of  Congress  to  ascertain 
and  settle  the  private  land  claims  in  the  State  of  California. 

The  City  claims  title  to  the  premises  in  dispute  under  the  Act  of 
Congress  of  May  9,  1876  (19  Stats,  at  Large,  p.  52),  entitled  "An  Act  to 
relinquish  the  interest  of  the  United  States  in  certain  lands  to  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  the  State  of  California. 

In  the  pueblo  patent  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  four  leagues  of 
land  conveyed  are  fully  described  by  courses  and  distances  as  they  had 
been  surveyed  in  the  field.  By  the  terms  of  the  patent  some  fifteen 
tracts  within  these  exterior  boundaries  are  excepted  from  its  operation 
and  are  not  conveyed;  among  these  tracts  is  the  "Presidio  Military 
Reservation."  The  exterior  boundaries  of  said  reservation  are  not  given 
in  terms  by  course  and  distance,  but  there  is  attached  to  and  made 
part  of  the  patent  a  map  whereon  the  eastern  boundary  of  said  Presidio 
Reservation  is  indicated  as  the  western  line  of  Lyon  street.  It  is  con- 
tended by  respondent  that  this  plat,  being  a  part  of  the  patent,  must 
govern  as  to  the  boundary  between  the  reservation  and  the  pueblo  lands, 
and  that  the  land  east  of  that  line  was  conveyed  to  the  City  by  the 
patent. 

The  eastern  line  of  the  reservation  was  located,  fixed  and  marked 
with  monuments  on  the  ground,  by  a  Government  engineer  at  an  early 
date,  and  long  before  the  map  referred  to  was  made,  and  this  line  was 
not  thereafter  changed  until;  by  the  Act  of  Congress  of  1876,  already 
referred  to,  there  was  granted  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
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a  strip  of  land  along  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  Presidio  reservation 
more  than  a  hundred  feet  wide,  and  embracing  all  of  Lyon  street  along 
said  boundary,  as  it  is  indicated  on  the  plat  in  question.  The  pueblo 
patent  being  based  on  the  aforesaid  petition  and  the  decree  of  con- 
firmation made  in  1854  and  the  affirmance  thereof  by  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court  in  1865,  all  recited  in  the  patent,  took  effect  as  of  the 
date  of  the  petition,  1852,  and  a  reservation  of  the  Presidio  therein  must 
be  taken  to  have  meant  the  Presidio  as  it  existed  on  the  ground  in  1852. 
From  the  language  of  the  patent  it  is  clear  that  it  was  not  the  intent 
or  purpose  of  it  to  convey  any  portion  of  the  Presidio  as  it  existed  on 
the  ground,  and  was  occupied  by  the  military  authorities,  at  the  dates 
of  the  various  petitions  and  decrees  referred  to  and  recited  in  said 
patent.  The  act  of  Congress  of  1876,  which  granted  to  the  City  and 
County  the  strip  along  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  Presidio  Reserva- 
tion, including  the  present  site  of  Lyon  street,  is  not  referred  to  in  the 
patent,  and  it  is  plain  that  the  patent  was  not  intended  as  a  convey- 
ance of  anything  included  in  the  said  grant  of  1876.  Nevertheless  in 
constructing  the  plat  attached  to  the  patent  the  map  maker  .seems  to 
have  adhered  to  the  new  eastern  boundary  of  said  reservation  as  it 
was  fixed  by  said  Act,  but  this  may  be  treated  as  the  mistake  that  it 
clearly  appears  to  be  from  the  express  recitals  of  the  patent.     *     *     * 

The  Act  of  Congress  of  1876  provided  "that  Lyon  street  shall  be  ex- 
tended to  the  bay  of  San  Francisco  eight  feet  wide,  and  is  hereby  dedicat- 
ed for  a  public  highway  and  street  forever."  It  is  also  made  the  grant  to 
the  City  and  County  "for  the  benefit  of  persons  who,  if  the  said  land 
had  not  been  reserved  for  public  use,  would  have  been  entitled  thereto 
under  the  Ordinance  numbered  Eight  hundred  of  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, ratified  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  said  State,  approved  on 
the  twenty-seventh  day  of  March,  1868."  (Stats.  1867-1868,  p.  379.)  As 
respondent's  grantors  received  their  deeds  from  the  City  under  this 
same  Ordinance  800,  respondent  is  entitled  to  the  property  in  dispute 
under  the  said  Act  of  1876,  but  he  must  take  it  charged  with  the  dedi- 
cation named  in  the  Act,  and  with  the  right  in  the  appellant  to  maintain 
a  public  street  over  it  to  the  extent  of  eighty  feet  in  width  from  the 
present  eastern  line  of  the  reservation. 

The  order  and  judgment  appealed  from  should  be  reversed. 

Haynes,  C,  and  Smith,  C,  concurred. 

For  the  reasons  given  in  the  foregoing  opinion  the  order  and  judg- 
ment appealed  from  are  reversed.  Harrison,  J.,  Garoutte,  J.,  Van 
Dyke,  J.

California  Supreme  Court. — Lyon  street,  December  19,  1908 — Rudolph 
Hermann  Company  (a  corporation)  et  al.  vs.  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

On  December  19,  1908,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  California 
rendered  a  decision  in  the  case  of  Rudolph  Hermann  &  Co.,  a  corpora- 
tion, vs.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  plaintiff  sought 
to  enjoin  the  Board  of  Public  Works  from  removing  certain  structures 
upon  property  claimed  by  it  which  was  occupied  as  a  recreation  and 
picnic  park  and  a  shooting  range.  The  city  claimed  that  the  land  occu- 
pied by  the  Rudolph  Hermann  Company  was  a  portion  of  Lyon  street. 
This  contention  of  the  City  was  opposed  by  the  plaintiff,  which  claimed 
the  property  as  its  own.  The  facts  in  the  case  are  these:  In  1850  Pres- 
ident Fillmore  made  an  order  reserving  for  military  purposes  a  tract 
including  with  the  present  Presidio  reservation  the  lands  lying  between 
it  and  the  Fort  Mason  reservation.  Subsequently  the  Government  re- 
linquished to  those  in  possession  land  lying  between  the  Presidio  res- 
ervation and  the  Fort  Mason  reservation,  and  among  those  in  possession 
was  Rudolph  Hermann,  the  predecessor  in  interest  of  the  plaintiff. 
Various  lines  were  established  by  the  United  States  army  officers  as  the 
easterly   line   of  the   Presidio,   among   them   one   describing  the   line   as 
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running  parallel  with  the  westerly  line  of  Larkin  street.  Another  line 
was  established  running  due  north  and  south.  Rulings  were  made  by 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  approving  both  lines,  the  final  ruling 
being  made  establishing  the  line  running  due  north  and  south.  Subse- 
quently, in  1876,  Congress  passed  an  act  establishing  the  easterly  line 
of  the  Presidio  80  feet  west  of  the  line  then  established,  and  the  army 
officials  built  the  present  Presidio  wall  on  this  line.  By  this  act  Con- 
gress relinquished  the  80  feet  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  City  with 
a  street  from  Pacific  avenue  to  the  bay,  known  as  Lyon  street,  upon 
the  condition  that  the  city  should  always  keep  the  said  street  open  to 
the  bay.  The  Rudolph  Hermann  Company  occupies  a  portion  of  said 
street  near  the  northerly  end,  and  claimed  that  the  street  should  be 
in  a  northwesterly  direction  parallel  with  Larkin  street,  and  not  due 
north  and  south.  When  the  Board  of  Works,  in  1903,  sought  to  remove 
the  obstructions  in  the  street,  a  temporary  injunction  was  secured  by 
the  plaintiff,  which  was  dissolved  and  a  permanent  injunction  refused 
after  a  full  hearing  of  the  case  by  Superior  Judge  Sloss  on  December 
13,  1905,  the  city  being  represented  by  the  then  City  Attorney,  Percy 
V.  Long.  In  March,  1906,  the  plaintiff  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State  of  California,  and  upon  his  return  to  the  office  of  City 
Attorney  in  January,  1908,  Long  was  called  upon  to  prepare  a  brief  and 
present  the  matter  to  the  Supreme  Court,  which  was  done  in  July,  1908. 
The  Court  in  its  decision  decides  "the  strip  of  land  80  feet  wide  imme- 
diately east  of  the  new  line  located  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  1876, 
was  effectually  dedicated  as  a  public  street  and  could  not  be  alienated 
by  the  city.  The  city  had  ample  authority  to  clear  obstructions  from 
this  territory  and  open  it  up  so  as  to  make  it  possible  for  public  travel." 
This  decision  is  of  vast  importance  to  property  owners  situated  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Lyon  street  from  Pacific  avenue  to  the  bay,  for 
the  reason  that  their  titles  have  been  cleared  on  account  of  the  con- 
troversy arising  from  the  question  of  the  true  easterly  line  of  the  Pre- 
sidio. Title  companies  have  refused  to  insure  the  titles  for  the  reason 
that  the  Federal  Government  could  at  any  time  take  advantage  of  the 
failure  of  the  City  to  keep  the  street  open  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  grant  from  Congress. 

Decision  of  Supreme  Court,  Holladay  vs.  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco — Lafayette  Park — Pueblo  Lands  of  San  Francisco — Title  of 
United  States — Qualified  Rights  of  City — Operation  of  Van  Ness  Ordi- 
nance— Decree  confirming  claim  of  City. — May  3,  1899. 

.  The  title  to  the  unappropriated  pueblo  lands  of  San  Francisco  passed 
to  the  United  States  upon  the  Conquest  of  California  in  1846,  though 
the  city,  as  successor  of  the  pueblo,  had  an  inchoate  and  imperfect  right 
thereto,  qualified  as  a  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city, 
and  subject  to  governmental  control.  The  city  could  not  alienate  the 
lands  in  -violation  of  the  trust,  nor  could  it  by  ordinance  divest  the  power 
of  Congress  to  modify  its  inchoate  rights.  The  lands  were  confirmed 
to  the  city  by  Congress,  with  such  restrictions  as  it  chose  to  impose, 
and  for  the  uses  and  purposes  specified  in  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  rati- 
fied by  the  State  Legislature,  March  11,  1858. 

The  Van  Ness  Ordinance  passed  by  the  Common  Council  of  San  Fran- 
cisco in  1855,  granting  the  pueblo  lands  to  persons  in  possession  thereof 
with  the  exception  of  lands  reserved  for  streets  and  other  public  pur- 
poses, was  provisional  in  its  effect,  and  not  operative  per  sc,  but  derived 
its  operative  force  from  the  ratification  thereof  by  the  State  Legislature 
and  the  relinquishment  of  the  title  of  the  United  States  to  the  city  by 
Congress  for  the  uses  and  purposes  specified  in  that  and  other  ordi- 
nances ratified  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State. 

The  Van  Ness  Ordinance  granted  only  such  title  to  possessors  as 
the  city  was  permitted  by  Congress  and  the  State  to  convey,  and  it  did 
not  operate  as  a  contract  of  the  city  with  the  possessors  of  land  re- 
served as  a  public  square  and  so  create  an  obligation  beyond  legislative 
impairment.      Compensation   was   not   required   to   be    made   to   adverse 
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possessors  of  part  of  such  square,  nor  could  title  be  acquired  thereto 
by  adverse  possession. 

The  reservation  of  Lafayette  Park  as  a  public  square,  as  shown 
upon  the  Van  Ness  Map,  was  made  ostensibly  under  the  Van  Ness  Ordi- 
nance, and  the  supplementary  Ordinance  No.  845,  and  said  map  had 
been  adopted  as  a  city  map  by  order  of  the  Supervisors  prior  to  the  legis- 
lative ratification  of  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance,  which  included  also  the 
ratification  of  such  supplementary  Ordinance  and  order,  and  by  the  opera- 
tion of  that  ratification  and  of  the  Act  of  Congress  conveying  the  pueblo 
lands  to  the  city  for  the  uses  and  purposes  specified  in  the  ordinances 
so  ratified,  Lafayette  Park  was  dedicated  to  public  use  as  a  public 
square,  and  no  possessors  could  acquire  title  to  any  part  thereof. 

The  decree  of  the  United  States  Court  confirming  the  claim  of  the 
city  to  the  pueblo  lands  "in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  lot  holders 
under  grants  from  the  pueblo,  town,  or  City  of  San  Francisco,  or  other 
competent  authority,  and  as  to  any  residue  in  trust  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city"  did  not  aid  any  possessor  of  Lafay- 
ette Park,  which  had  been  dedicated  by  competent  authority  to  public 
use,  and  who  did  not  hold  under  any  grant  from  the  pueblo,  town  or  city. 

Appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  and  from  orders  denying  a  motion  for  judgment  on 
the  findings,  and  denying  a  new  trial.     J.  M.  Seawell,  Judge. 

The  plaintiff  claims  to  be  the  owner  of  a  half  block  of  land  lying 
along  the  south  side  of  Washington  street,  between  Gough  and  Octavia 
streets,  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  prosecutes  this 
action  to  quiet  his  title  thereto. 

The  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  uses  this  language:  "We  are 
aware  that  this  opinion  is  for  the  most  but  a  digest  of  the  results 
of  past  litigation.  We  have,  however,  upon  the  urgent  insistence  of 
plaintiff  given  attentive  consideration  to  the  grounds  upon  which  rest 
some,  of  the  more  important  decisions  cited,  and  perceive  no  sufficient 
reason  for  recommending  the  disturbance  of  any  of  them.  Judgment  and 
order  appealed  from  affirmed.  (Holladay  vs.  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  124  Cal.  Rep.,  page  352.) 

Decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  La  Societa  Italiana  di  Mutua  Benefi- 
cenza  vs.  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco — City  Cemetery — Public  Use — 
Private  grant  unlawful. — Dec.  28,  1900. 

The  City'  of  San  Francisco  held  its  cemetery  lands  in  trust  for  public 
uses  as  a  cemetery,  and  could  not  lawfully  grant  any  part  thereof  to  a 
private  individual  or  corporation;  id.,  the  fact  that  the  benevolent 
corporation  plaintiff,  to  whom  a  portion  of  the  City  Cemetery  was  as- 
sumed to  be  granted  by  the  Supervisors,  was  accustomed  to  bury  some 
of  its  members  therein,  at  its  own  expense,  cannot  affect  the  question  of 
the  invalidity  of  the  grant. 

The  city  cannot  be  bound  by  the  unauthorized  acts  of  its  agents,  and 
the  plaintiff  in  making  a  contract  with  the  Supervisors  for  the  erection 
of  walls  or  fences  and  other  improvements  on  cemetery  lands  granted 
by  them  to  the  plaintiff  was  bound  to  know  that  they  had  no  power  to 
devote  the  lands  to  any  other  than  public  uses,  or  to  make  such  contract 
with  plaintiff. 

Appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco.  The  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion:  Haynes,  C. — De- 
fendant's demurrer  to  plaintiff's  complaint  was  sustained,  and  judgment 
thereon  entered  against  the  plaintiff,  who  appeals  from  said  judgment.  The 
principal  question  involved  is  the  validity  of  an  ordinance  of  said  city  pass- 
ed by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  June,  1897,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor 
and  which,  with  the  preamble,  is  as  follows:  "Whereas,  the  burial  of 
the  dead  within  the  City  Cemetery  is  dangerous  to  life  and  detrimental 
to  public  health,  therefore,  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  do  ordain  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  Burials  within  the  City  Cemetery  prohibited.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person,  association  or  corporation  from  and  after  the 
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first  day  of  January,  1898,  to  bury  or  inter  or  cause  to  be  buried  or  in* 
terred,  the  dead  body  of  any  person  in  the  City  Cemetery  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco." 

The  second  section  declared  the  penalty  for  a  violation  of  the  said 
order.     Briefly  stated,  the  complaint  alleges  the  following  facts: 

The  plaintiff  is  an  incorporated  benevolent  society,  having  for  one  of 
its  purposes  the  maintenance  and  care  of  the  sick  who  are  members  of 
the  corporation;  that  since  its  incorporation  in  the  year  1867,  a  large 
number  of  deaths  have  occurred  among  its  members;  that  of  the  members 
so  dying,  a  number,  averaging  about  twenty-five  per  year,  were  poor,  and 
their  bodies,  by  reason  of  their  membership,  or  for  other  reasons,  are 
cared  for  and  buried  by  the  plaintiff,  at  its  expense;  that  in  January, 
1879,  the  said  City  and  County,  being  the  owner  of  a  tract  of  land 
designated  on  the  Official  Map  of  said  City  and  County  as  the  "  Golden 
Gate  Cemetery,"  adopted  a  resolution,  No.  13,244  (new  series),  and  there- 
by granted  to  the  plaintiff  blocks  numbered  9  to  21,  inclusive,  part  of  said 
"Golden  Gate  Cemetery"  for  burial  purposes,  "on  condition  that  plaintiff 
should  construct  and  maintain  such  walls  or  fences,  and  make  such 
improvements  as  might  thereafter  be  designated  or  required  by  said 
Board  of  Supervisors,  on  and  around  the  lots  so  granted  as  aforesaid;" 
that  plaintiff  accepted  the  said  grant  and  said  conditions;  that  by  a 
subsequent  resolution  (No.  13,479),  adopted  in  1879,  plaintiff  was  required 
to  enter  into  an  agreement  whereby  it  undertook,  in  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  with  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  to  •  perform  all  the 
requirements  of  said  first  named  resolution,  and  particularly  to  contruct 
and  maintain  said  walls  or  fences,  and  to  make  such  improvements  as 
might  be  required  by  said  Board  and  also  that  plaintiff  should  pay  its 
prorate  assessment  for  the  improvement  of  the  avenues  of  said  "Golden 
Gate  Cemetery";  that  plaintiff  has  performed  all  of  said  conditions,  and 
has  used  said  land  for  said  burial  purposes,  and  has  expended  a  large 
amount  of  money  in  making  said  improvements,  and  that  the  "Golden 
Gate  Cemetery"  is  now  known  as  the  "City  Cemetery,"  and  is  so  desig- 
nated in  said  ordinance.  The  prayer  is  for  the  annulment  of  said  ordi- 
nance, that  plaintiff's  title  be  quieted,  for  an  injunction,  and  other  relief. 

Appellant  contends:  1.  That  said  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors was  a  grant  of  said  lands  to  the  plaintiff;  2,  that  even  though  it 
be  not  a  grant  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  the  relief  demanded;  and,  3, 
that  said  ordinance  is  in  conflict  with  general  laws.  None  of  these  con- 
tentions can  be  sustained. 

The  tract  of  land  containing  two  hundred  acres  and  designated  or- 
iginally as  the  "Golden  Gate  Cemetery,"  and  afterwards  known  as  the 
"City  Cemetery,"  included  the  lands  here  in  controversy,  and  the  whole 
tract  of  two  hundred  acres  is  a  portion  of  the  land  referred  to  in  the 
Act  of  Congress  of  March  8,  1866  (14  U.  S.  Stats.  4).  After  the  passage 
of  this  Act  the  Supervisors  passed  an  ordinance  known  as  Order  800, 
which  was  ratified  by  the  Legislature  by  an  act  approved  March  27,  1868 
(Stats.,  1868,  page  379).  By  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  were  authorized  and  directed  to  devise  and  adopt  a  plan 
for  the  subdivision  of  the  outside  lands  referred  to  in  said  Act  of  Con- 
gress into  blocks  and  lots,  "and  to  select  and  set  apart  for  public  uses 
such  lots  and  portions  of  said  land  as  said  Board  may  deem  necessary." 
The  second  section  of  said  ordinance  provided  that  after  the  adoption 
of  the  plan  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  cause  a  map  of  the  lands 
to  be  made  according  to  this  plan,  "and  upon  said  map  shall  be  desig- 
nated the  lots  and  portions  of  land  set  apart  for  public  uses,  and  the  par- 
ticular use  for  which  each  lot  or  portion  of  land  shall  have  been  set 
apart."  Section  6  of  said  ordinance  further  provided  that  "the  tract 
or  portion  of  land  set  apart  and  designated  thereon  as  a  cemetery,  and 
lots  for  a  hospital     *     *     *     *     shall  be  absolutely  dedicated  as  such." 

The  alleged  grant  to  the  plaintiff  was  made  by  ordinance  in  1879, 
and  though  not  set  out  in  full  in  the  complaint,  it  may  be  conceded 
that  it  was    sufficient   in  form   to   vest   in   the   plaintiff   the   rights   and 
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privileges  contended  for,  but  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  no  power  to 
make  the  grant. 

That  the  City  held  said  cemetery  lands  in  trust  for  public  uses  as 
a  cemetery  cannot  be  questioned.  And  it  is  equally  clear  that  the 
plaintiff  is  a  private  corporation,  and  that  a  grant  to  its  use  is  not  a 
grant  to  a  public  use,  even  though  the  corporation  uses  it  only  for 
burial  purposes.  The  fact  that  some  of  its  members  are  buried  at  the 
expense  of  the  corporation,  who  if  they  were  not  members  of  the  cor- 
poration, would  be  buried  at  the  expense  of  the  City,  does  not  affect 
the  question.  The  grant  and  use,  each,  were  for  and  to  the  corpora- 
tion. The  cases  of  California  Academy  of  Sciences  vs.  San  Francisco, 
107  Cal.,  334,  and  Home  for  the  Care  of  the  Inebriate  vs.  San  Fran- 
cisco, 119  Cal.,  534,  are  in  point,  and  conclusive  of  this  case,  unless 
appellant's  second  or  third  points  make  those  cases  inapplicable.  Ap- 
pellant's second  contention  is  based  upon  the  fact  that  a  contract  was 
entered  into  and  a  bond  executed  to  secure  the  erection  of  walls  or 
fences,  and  other  improvements  on  the  land  described  in  the  complaint. 
It  is  sufficient  to  say  in  reply  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  no  power 
to  devote  the  land  to  any  other  than  public  uses,  and  the  plaintiff  was 
bound  to  know  that  the  Board  had  no  such  power.  The  City  and 
County  cannot  be  bound  by  the  unauthorized  acts  of  its  agents.  In 
Hoadley  vs.  San  Francisco,  50  Cal.,  275,  it  was  said  of  the  property  there 
in  controversy:  "It  was  granted  to  the  City  for  public  use,  and  it  is 
held  for  that  purpose  only.  It  cannot  be  conveyed  to  private  persons, 
and  is  effectually  withdrawn  from  commerce,  and  the  City  having  no 
authority  to  convey  the  title,  private  persons  are  virtually  precluded 
from  acquiring  it,"  and  private  corporations  are  in  the  same  category. 
The, case  above  cited  was  approved  in  Sawyer  vs.  San  Francisco,  50 
Cal.,  375,  and  in  Hoadley  vs.  San  Francisco,  70  Cal.,  324,  which  was 
affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  upon  writ  of  error 
in  124  U.  S.  646  (See,  also,  San  Francisco  vs.  Itsell,  80  Cal.,  59.  *  *  * 
(La  Societa  Italiana  di  Mutua  Beneficenza  vs.  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  131  Cal.  Reports,  p.  169.) 

Decision  of  the  Supreme  Court. — City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
vs.  Center — Mission  Creek  Lands — Van  Ness  Ordinance — Streets  Delin- 
eated on  Van  Ness  Map — Subsequent  changes  in  official  map — Abandon- 
ment of  parts  of  former  streets — Title  of  City. — Aug.  31,   1901. 

All  lands  lying  within  the  limits  of  public  streets,  as  delineated  upon 
the  Van  Ness  Map,  were  excepted  from  any  grant  made  or  authorized 
by  the  terms  of  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance. 

Although  the  bed  of  Mission  Creek  was  incorrectly  delineated  on 
the  Van  Ness  Map,  and  was  afterwards  correctly  delineated  in  subse- 
quent surveys  and  maps  made  by  municipal  authority,  which  were  ad- 
mitted in  evidence,  yet,  where  it  appears  that  the  lands  in  controversy, 
which  included  part  of  what  was  the  former  bed  of  Mission  Creek,  were 
in  fact  included  within  the  limits  of  Channel  and  other  connecting  streets, 
as  delineated  on  the  Van  Ness  Map,  it  is  sufficiently  established  that 
they  were  within  the  reservation  of  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance. 

Angular  spaces  made  by  the  junction  of  straight  connecting  streets 
with  the  curved  outline  of  Channel  street,  which  were  not  laid  off  as 
lots  or  blocks,  and  which  were  necessary  for  proper  access  to  the 
blocks  delineated  on  the  Map,  were  part  of  Channel  street. and  of  the 
streets  connecting  therewith. 

Where  a  former  decree,  quieting  the  title  of  the  appellants,  as  against 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  was  modified  upon  appeal  by 
declaring  "that  nothing  therein  shall  be  deemed  to  impair  in  any  re- 
spect the  rights  reserved  in  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance  to  the  City  of  San 
Francisco,  or  to  its  successor,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
over  lands  that  had  then  been  occupied  or  set  apa/rt  for  streets,  squares, 
and  public  buildings  of  the  City,"  such  modification  is  to  be  construed 
as  referring  either  to  the  date  of  the  final  confirmation  of  the  Van  Ness 
Ordinance,  and  final  approval  of  the  Van  Ness  Map,  or  to  the  date  of 
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the  entry  of  the  Van  Ness  Map  in  which  the  streets,  etc.,  were  set 
apart,  and  as  reserving  to  the  City  all  of  the  streets  delineated  upon 
that  map. 

Where  the  fee  to  the  streets  in  controversy  was  wholly  in  the  City 
from  the  date  of  its  organization,  the  fact  that  subsequent  changes  were 
made  in  the  official  maps  of  the  City,  which  worked  an  abandonment 
of  parts  of  the  streets  delineated  on  the  Van  Ness  Map,  such  abandon- 
ment could  not  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  appellants,  who  had  no  title 
to  the  fee,  subject  to  the  public  right  of  way,  and  no  prescriptive  right 
as  against  the  City,  but  the  whole  title  remained  in  the  City. 

Appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco. 

The  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court. 

Beatty,  C.  J. — This  is  a  suit  in  ejectment  to  recover  a  strip  of  land 
extending  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  streets,  in  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, covering  a  part  of  what  was  formerly  the  bed  of  Mission  Creek. 

Judgment  was  entered  in  favor  of  the  City,  against  numerous  de- 
fendants .  holding  or  claiming  different  parcels  of  the  tract,  but  this 
appeal  is  prosecuted  by  only  two  of  them,  Eugene  and  Georges  Le  Roy, 
from  that  part  of  the  judgment  awarding  restitution  of  a  portion  of  the 
demanded  premises  by  them. 

The  Le  Roy  tract  is  of  considerable  size,  and  is  bounded  on  the  south- 
east by  Mission  Creek.  They  claim  to  the  center  of  the  creek,  and  the 
City  claims  the  whole  bed  of  the  creek,  from  bank  to  bank,  the  land  in 
controversy  being  the  northwesterly  half  of  the  creek  bed,  extending 
from  Eleventh  street  to  a  short  distance  south  of  Alameda  street.  The 
entire  tract  is  covered  by  the  patent  to  the  City  for  its  pueblo  lands,  and 
is  claimed  by  defendants,  as  successors  in  interest  to  various  parties, 
founding  their  title  upon  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance  and  grants  made  in 
pursuance  thereof  (City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Center,  Cal. 
Reports,  133,  p.  673.) 

Decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  United  Land  Association  vs.  Pacific 
imp.  Co.,  June  19,  1903. — Mission  Creek — Pueblo  lands — Void  deed  by 
Tide-Land  Commissioners— Authority  of  Federal  decision — City  not 
estopped — Possessory   claim — Evidence. — June   19,    1903. 

A  deed  by  the  Tide-Land  Commissioners'*  to  lands  the  boundary  of 
which  is  not  carried  below  the  shore  line  of  Mission  Bay  at  ordinary 
high  tide,  and  which  are  contained  in  the  pueblo  patent  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  is  void,  and  conveys  no  title  whatever. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  upon  writ 
of  error  to  this  Court  upon  the  question  of  Federal  jurisdiction,  that 
the  State  had  no  title  to  lands  included  in  the  patent  of  the  United 
States  to  pueblo  lands  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  must 
be  regarded  as  of  binding  authority  in  this  Court. 

Acts  consisting  merely  in  the  participation  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  San  Francisco  as  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Tide-Land  Com- 
missioners, in  the  survey  by  which  the  tide-lands  were  excluded  from 
the  City,  and  in  the  approval  of  the  survey,  and  of  maps  or  surveys 
according  therewith  by  several  ordinances — all  of  which  were  prior  to 
the  confirmation  of  the  City's  title — cannot  constitute  an  estoppel  upon 
the  City. 

Where  the  only  title  relied  upon  by  the  appellants  consists  of  deeds 
of  the  Tide-Land  Commissioners  to  pueblo  lands  included  in  the  patent 
of  the  United  States  to  the  City,  the  question  whether  the  description 
in  the  complaint,  or  in  a  so-called  possessory  or  pre-emption  claim  under 
the  law  of  the  State,  which  has  no  application  to  lands  of  the  City, 
coincides  with  the  description  in  the  deeds  relied  upon,  and  the  ques- 
tion whether  the  City  is  estopped  by  a  former  decision  not  contained 
in'  the  record,  are  immaterial.  No  findings  need  be  made  upon  any 
title  other  than  that  derived  from  the  State. 

The  possession  of  one  claiming  under  the  Possessory  Act  of  the 
State     cannot    be   extended   by   construction   to   the   boundaries   of   his 
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claim  within  the  City  limits,  and  declarations  of  the  claimant  as  to  the 
nature  and  extent  of  his  possession  under  such  claim  were  properly- 
excluded. 

It  was  not  error  to  exclude  evidence  designed  to  attack  the  City's 
title  under  the  patent  from  the  United  States  to  pueblo  lands  by  show- 
ing the  flow  of  the  tide  over  the  land  in  question,  or  instructions  of  the 
Surveyor-General  charged  with  the  survey  of  such  land. 

Any  error  of  the  Court  in  assuming  to  take  judicial  notice  of  the 
patent  and  its  bounds  was  cured  by  admission  of  the  patent  in  evidence. 

An  order  dismissing  the  action  as  to  defendants  not  appearing  is  not 
involved  in  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  in  favor  of  defendants  who  ap- 
peared. 

In  a  suit  to  quiet  title,  as  in  other  suits,  a  denial  of  the  allegations  of 
the  complaint  is  a  sufficient  answer,  and  a  finding  upon  such  answer, 
adverse  to  the  plaintiff,  is  a  sufficient  finding.  The  defendant  is  not 
called  upon  to  do  more  than  negative  the  plaintiff's  cause  of  action, 
unless  by  alleging  title  he  wishes  to  avail  himself  of  a  jury  trial,  or 
unless  he  seeks  to  avail  himself  of  an  equitable  title  against  the  legal 
title  of  the  plaintiff,  which  he  must  specifically  plead.  (United  Land 
Assoc,  vs.  Pacific  Imp.   Co.,   139   Cal.   Reports,   p.   370.) 

Decision  of  Appellate  Court — Merritt  et  al.,  executors  of  the  last  will 
of  Adolph  Sutro,  vs.  Barta  et  al. — Great  Highway  street  law — Vacating 
public  street — Power  of  Legislature — Legislative  adoption  of  Map 
changes  in  streets — Adoption  of  "Humphreys  Map"  as  official  Map  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco — Changes  in  boundaries  of  Forty- 
ninth  avenue — Judicial   notice  of  public  streets. — February  3,  1908. 

The  Legislature  has  power  to  vacate  a  street  in  a  city  and  may 
authorize  the  municipal  authorities  to  do  so. 

The  adopting  by  authority  of  the  Legislature  of  a  map  showing  streets 
differing  from  the  same  streets  on  a  previous  official  map,  is  an  aban- 
donment of  such  streets  and  parts  of  streets  as  appeared  on  the  first 
map  and  do  not  appear  on  the  last  map. 

The  Legislative  adoption  of  the  "Humphreys  Map"  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  as  the  official  map  thereof,  which  changes  the 
westerly  line  of  Forty-ninth  avenue  from  the  same  as  it  is  laid  down 
on  the  "Map  of  the  Outside  Lands,"  amounts  to  a  relinquishment  and 
abandonment  by  the  Legislature  of  such  portion  of  the  original  Forty- 
ninth  avenue  as  laid  down  on  the  "Map  of  the  Outside  Lands"  as  is  not 
within  the  lines  of  said  avenue  as  laid  down  on  the  "Humphreys  Map." 

A  Court  will  take  judicial  notice  of  streets  shown  upon  an  official 
map  and  their  relation  to  each  other. 

Appeal  from  the  Superior  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco.— M.   C.   Sloss,   Judge. 

Plaintiff s  as  executors  of  the  last  will  of  Adolph  Sutro,  deceased, 
sued  to  recover  of  C.  J.  Barta,  Mrs.  C.  J.  Barta,  and  J.  Drummond  the 
possession  of  an  irregular  piece  of  land  situate  near  the  ocean  beach 
in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  described  as  being  a  por- 
tion of  a  block  bounded  by  I  and  J  streets  and  Forty-ninth  avenue  and 
the  Great  Highway.  The  complaint  contains  the  usual  allegations  of  a 
complaint  in  an  action  of  ejectment  as  well  as  the  usual  allegations  in 
a  suit  to  quiet  title.  Defendant  Drummond  filed  a  disclaimer  and  the 
other  defendants  answered,  denying  the  allegations  as  to  the  title  in 
plaintiffs'  testator,  and  also  by  way  of  cross-complaint  set  up  matters 
calling  for  relief  in  equity.  The  Court  first  tried  the  equitable  issues 
raised  by  the  cross-complaint,  and  the  answer  thereto,  and  at  the  close 
of  defendants'  evidence  granted  to  plaintiff  a  nonsuit  as  to  the  cause 
of  action  set  forth  in  such  cross-complaint.  The  evidence  introduced  to 
sustain  the  cross-complaint  is  not  brought  up  and  defendants  in  no  way 
complain  of  the  action  of  the  Court  in  granting  such  nonsuit. 

Thereupon  the  issues  presented  by  the  complaint  and  the  answer 
thereto  were  tried  before  a  jury,  and  upon  the  close  of  the  testimony 
the  Court  directed  the  jury  to  render  a  verdict  in  favor  of  plaintiffs  for 
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the  possession  of  the  land,  but  without  damages,  which  was  accordingly 
done,  and  judgment  entered  in  accordance  therewith. 

This  appeal  by  defendants  C.  J.  Barta  and  Mrs.  C.  J.  Barta  is  from 
the  judgment,  and  from  the  order  denying  their  motion  for  a  new  trial. 

Plaintiff,  to  prove  title,  introduced  in  evidence  a  deed  from  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  Paul  Rousset,  dated  October  18,  1877, 
and  duly  recorded  December  4,  1877,  appearing  on  its  face  by  its  recitals 
to  be  made  in  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State  en- 
titled "An  Act  to  expedite  the  settlement  of  land  titles  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  and  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  acts  and  pro- 
ceedings of  certain  of  the  authorities  thereof,"  approved  March  24,  1870, 
and  the  Act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  Act  to  quiet  the  title  to  certain 
lands  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,"  approved 
March  8,  1866,  and  of  an  Act  of  the  said  Legislature  entitled  "An  Act 
to  confirm  a  certain  order  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,"  approved  March  27,  1868.  The  land 
is  described  in  the  deed  as  situated  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  and  as  being  "Fractional  block  bounded  by  Forty-ninth  ave- 
nue, I  and  J  streets  and  the  'Great  Highway.'  "  Plaintiffs  then  intro- 
duced in  evidence  a  deed  of  conveyance  from  Paul  Rousset  to  Adolph 
Sutro  (plaintiffs'  testator),  dated  March  28,  1881,  and  duly  recorded 
March  29,  1881,  of  the  same  land,  together  with  other  parcels.  Defend- 
ants introduced  in  evidence  the  map  made  under  and  in  pursuance  of  the 
before  mentioned  Act  of  the  Legislature  approved  March  27,  1868,  and 
which  is  commonly  known  as  the  "Map  of  the  Outside  Lands."  On  this 
map  no  fractional  block  is  shown  as  lying  between  I  and  J  streets  and 
Forty-ninth  avenue  and  the  Great  Highway,  but  the  westerly  line  of 
Forty-ninth  avenue  and  the  easterly  line  of  the  Great  Highway  between 
I  and  J  streets  are  coincident.  In  other  words,  on  this  map  the  land  in 
dispute  appears  to  lie  within  the  lines  of  Forty-ninth  avenue. 

Plaintiffs  thereupon  offered  in  evidence  the  map  commonly  known  as 
the  Humphreys  Map,  and  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved 
October  25,  1870,  adopting  said  map  as  the  official  map  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco.  Defendants  objected  to  the  admission  of  this 
map  in  evidence  on  the  grounds:  that  it  was  wholly  immaterial;  that  it 
was  incompetent  as  evidence  of  title  in  plaintiffs'  testator;  that  it  was 
incompetent  as  evidence  of  a  change  of  tiie  westerly  line  of  Forty-ninth 
avenue  as  laid  down  on  the  Map  of  the  Outside  Lands,  and  that  it  was 
not  the  best  evidence  of  a  change  of  the  westerly  line  of  said  avenue. 

The  Court  sustained  the  objections  "that  said  map  was  not  the  best 
evidence  of  a  change  of  the  westerly  line  of  Forty-ninth  avenue,  and 
that  it  was  incompetent  as  evidence  of  a  change  of  the  line  mentioned," 
but  overruled  the  other  objections,  and  the  map  and  the  order  were 
received  in  evidence. 

On  this  map  the  westerly  line  of  Forty-ninth  avenue  and  the  easterly 
line  of  the  Great  Highway  are  not  coincident  between  I  and  J  streets, 
but  a  fractional  block  is  shown  lying  between  I  and  J  streets  and  Forty- 
ninth  avenue  and  the  Great  Highway.  This  fractional  block  includes  the 
land  in  suit.  Appellants  introduced  no  other  evidence  and  did  not  at- 
tempt to  prove  any  title  in  themselves. 

The  main  contention  of  appellants  is  that,  by  the  filing  of  the  Map 
of  the  Outside  Lands  in  accordance  with  the  order  passed  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  and  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  March  27,  1868,  approv- 
ing said  order,  the  land  in  dispute  was  dedicated  as  a  part  of  a  public 
highway  and  street,  and  was  thereby  reserved  from  private  ownership, 
and  that  therefore  the  deed  from  the  City  to  Paul  Rousset  conveyed 
no  title  (citing  Ames  vs.  City  of  San  Diego,  101  Cal.,  390;  Hoadley  vs. 
San  Francisco,  50  Cal.,  265;  San  Francisco  vs.  Itsell,  80  Cal.,  57;  Board 
of  Education  vs.  Martin,  92  Cal.,  209). 

Respondents,  on  the  other  hand,  insist  that  although  by  the  adoption 
of  the  Map  of  the  Outside  Lands  the  land  in  question  became  part  of 
a  public  street,  yet  the  same  was  subsequently,  and  prior  to  the  execu- 
tion of  the  deed  to  Rousset,  so  far  as  the  land  in  dispute  is  concerned, 
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abandoned,  by  the  adoption  by  the  City,  as  the  official  map  of  the  City, 
of  the  "Humphreys  Map"  and  its  adoption  and  approval  by  Act  of  the 
Legislature  of  this  State. 

Before  taking  up  the  discussion  of  the  main  question  we  will  first 
dispose  of  a  contention  made  by  appellants  that  this  Court  cannot  con- 
sider the  Humphreys  Map  as  showing  any  change  in  the  boundaries  of 
Forty-ninth  avenue  for  the  reason  that  the  trial  court  refused  to  admit 
it  in  evidence  for  that  purpose. 

As  we  shall  later  on  in  this  opinion  more  fully  show,  the  Legislature 
by  an  Act  passed  in  1872  approved  the  said  Humphreys  Map  as  an 
official  map  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  particularly 
of  the  streets  thereof.  The  Court  is  bound  to  take  notice  of  the  streets 
shown  upon  such  a  map  and  of  their  location  with  respect  to  one  an- 
other (Whiting  vs.  Quackenbush,  54  Cal.,  306;  Brady  vs.  Page,  59  Cal., 
55;  Williams  vs.  Savings  &  L.  Soc,  97  Cal.,  122;  Diggins  vs.  Hartshorne, 
108  Cal.,  154).  The  streets  shown  in  the  Humphreys  Map  have  been 
"established  by  law,"  and  the  Courts  must  take  judicial  notice  of  them 
and  of  their  relation  to  each  other  (see  cases  above  cited  and  Code 
Civ.  Proc,  sec.  1875,  subd.  2).  It  was  therefore  unnecessary  to  have 
introduced  the  Humphreys  Map  in  evidence  in  order  to  prove  the  rela- 
tive location  of  the  streets  delineated  thereon. 

Upon  the  main  question  involved  in  this  appeal,  after  a  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  law,  and  the  authorities  bearing  on  the  question  we 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  portion  of  Forty-ninth  avenue,  as  originally 
delineated  on  the  "Map  of  the  Outside  Lands,"  excluded  therefrom  on 
the  Humphreys  Map,  was  vacated  and  abandoned  by  competent  authority 
before  the  execution  of  the  deed  to  Rousset. 

The  general  rule  that  the  Legislature  has  power  to  vacate  a  street 
in  a  city  and  may  authorize  the  municipal  authorities  to  do  so  is  laid 
down  in  Polack  vs.  S.  F.  Orphan  Asylum,  48  Cal.,  940.  The  same  rule 
is  again  laid  down  in  Brook  \s.  Horton,  68  Cal.,  554,  with  the  amplifica- 
tion that  the  adoption  by  authority  of  the  Legislature  of  a  map  showing 
streets  differing  from  the  same  streets  on  a  previous  official  map,  is  an 
abandonment  of  such  streets  and  parts  of  streets  as  appeared  on  the 
first  map,  and  do  not  appear  on  the  last  map.  It  was  there  said:  "An 
alteration,  by  competent  authority,  of  an  existing  road  or  way  is  a  dis- 
continuance of  those  portions  of  the  way  which  do  not  come  within  the 
newly  assigned  limits,  and  no  special  order  of  discontinuance  is  neces- 
sary. In  these  cases  it  was  held  that  streets  laid  down  on  the  Van  Ness 
Ordinance  Map  were  discontinued  and  abandoned  so  far  as  they  differed 
from  streets  laid  down  on  the  "City  Engineer's  Map"  by  the  subsequent 
adoption  of  said  last  named  map  by  Legislative  authority. 

The  doctrine  of  Brook  vs.  Horton  is  again  affirmed  in  San  Francisco 
vs.  Burr,  108  Cal.,  460,  and  in  San  Francisco  vs.  Center,  133  Cal.,  673. 
In  he  latter  case  the  Court  said:  "Appellants  next  contend  that  the 
adoption  and  publication  by  the  City,  of  the  Engineer's  Map,  and  subse- 
quently of  the  Humphreys  Map,  upon  which  the  location  and  direction 
of  the  streets  adjacent  to  Mission  Creek  was  greatly  altered,  was  an 
abandonment  of  all  those  streets  and  parts  of  streets  on  the  Van  Ness 
Map  which  were  not  included  in  the  latest  official  maps.  This  propo- 
sition seems  to  be  fully  sustained  by  the  decisions  of  this  Court  in  Brook 
vs.  Horton,  68  Cal.,  554,  and  San  Francisco  vs.  Burr,  108  Cal.,  460." 

Although  it  has  been  held  that  property  held  by  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  in  trust  for  the  public,  such  as  streets,  squares,  etc., 
cannot  be  sold  or  conveyed  into  private  ownership  by  the  City,  except 
such  power  be  given  by  the  Legislature,  we  do  not  understand  that 
the  Legislature  may  not  authorize  the  disposition  into  private  owner- 
ship of  such  property.  The  Legislature  represents  the  entire  public — 
all  the  people  of  the  State.  The  streets  held  to  have  been  abandoned 
in  the  above  cited  cases  were  streets  dedicated  to  the  use  of  the  public 
in  the  same  way  and  by  the  same  authority  as  were  the  streets  laid 
down  on  the  "Map  of  Outside  Lands."    In  Polack  vs.  S.  F.  Orphan  Asylum, 
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supra,  the  portion  of  the  street  abandoned  by  Act  of  the  Legislature  was 
laid  down  on  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance  Map,  and  was  thus  reserved  for 
public  use. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  street  held  to  have  been  abandoned  in  Brook 
vs.  Horton,  by  authority  of  the  Legislature. 

In  Hoadley  vs.  San  Francisco,  50  Cal.,  265,  cited  by  appellant,  the 
Court  was  dealing  with  a  claim  to  land  dedicated  to  public  use,  based 
on  the  statute  of  limitations,  and  when,  in  speaking  of  such  land  the 
Court  said:  "It  cannot  be  conveyed  to  private  persons,  and  is  effectually 
withdrawn  from  commerce,  and  the  City  having  no  authority  to  convey 
title,  private  persons  are  virtually  precluded  from  acquiring  it,"  the 
Court  was  dealing  with  a  case  where  the- Legislature  had  not  abandoned 
or  authorized  the  abandonment  of  the  public  use.  It  was  speaking  of 
the  power  of  the  City  to  convey  such  lands  in  the  absence  of  Legislative 
authority  so  to  do. 

The  same  is  true  of  Ames  vs.  City  of  San  Diego,  101  Cal.,  390,  and 
Board  of  Education  vs.  Martin,  92  Cal.,  209,  cited  by  appellants.  What 
is  said  in  City  of  S.  F.  vs.  Itsell,  80  Cal.,  57,  to  the  effect  that  thd  Legis- 
lature cannot  ratify  a  transfer  of  property  held  by  the  City  in  trust 
for  the  public  was  not  necessary  for  the  decision  of  the  case,  as  the 
claimant  was  allowed  to  prevail  against  the  City  and  the  public  upon 
another  ground.  We  do  not  think  this  case  can  be  held  to  have  over- 
ruled Polack  vs.  S.  F.  Orphan  Asylum,  supra,  and  Brook  vs.  Horton, 
supra,  especially  in  view  of  the  affirmance  of  the  doctrine  of  these  cases . 
in  San  Francisco  vs.  Burr,  supra,  and  San  Francisco  vs.  Center,  supra. 
The  Humphreys  Map  which  changes  the  westerly  line  of  Forty-ninth 
avenue  somewhat  from  the  same  as  it  is  laid  down  on  the  Map  of  Out- 
side Lands,  and  thereby  excludes  the  property  in  dispute  from  the 
street,  and  shows  it  as  a  part  of  a  fractional  block,  was  adopted  and 
approved  as  the  official  map  and  plan  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  October  25,  1870.  No  prior 
direct  legislative  authority  for  this  action  exists  save  a  very  general 
provision  in  an  Act  approved  March  1,  1870,  authorizing  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  pay  William  P.  Humphreys  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  "for  an  official  map  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco." 
Subsequently,  however,  by  an  Act  amendatory  of  the  "Consolidation  Act," 
so  called,  approved  April  1,  1872,  the  Humphreys  Map  is  directly  ap- 
proved and  adopted.  By  this  Act  a  new  Article  IV,  containing  a  complete 
scheme  for  street  improvements,  is  adopted  as  a  substitute  for  the  Article 
IV  (containing  a  similar  scheme)  in  the  original  "Consolidation  Act." 
It  is  there  provided  in  Section  I  that  "All  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys, 
places  or  courts  as  laid  down  on  the"  (here  follows  an  identification  of 
the  City  Engineer's  Map)  "and  on  the"  (here  follows  an  identification 
of  the  Humphreys  Map)  "*  *  *  are  hereby  declared  to  be  open 
public  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  places  or  courts  for  the  purpose  of  this 
law."  (Stats.  1871-72,  p.  8U4.)  This,  under  the  doctrine  of  the  cases 
hereinbefore  cited,  was  a  relinquishment  and  abandonment  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  such  portion  of  the  original  Forty-ninth  avenue  as  laid  down 
on  the  Map  of  the  Outside  Lands  as  is  not  within  the  lines  of  said 
avenue  as  shown  on  the  Humphreys  Map.  As  before  stated,  the  land 
in  dispute,  on  the  Humphreys  Map,  is  without  the  lines  of  any  street, 
and  is  part  of  the  fractional  block  described  in  the  deed  to  Rousset.  It 
was  therefore  at  the  date  of  said  deed,  the  subject  of  private  owner- 
ship, and  the  deed  of  the  City  introduced  in  evidence  by  the  plaintiff 
conveyed  title. 

In  thus  holding,  we  have  not  overlooked  the  fact  that  the  adoption 
of  those  streets  contained  in  the  statute  above  referred  to  is  stated  to 
be  "for  the  purpose  of  this  law."  But  "this  law,"  if  not  the  complete 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  is  at  least  an  integral 
portion  thereof,  containing  a  complete  scheme  for  street  improvements. 
The  proper  application  of  the  various  provisions  of  the  Act  for  paying 
the  expenses  of  the  improvements  therein  provided  for  requires  that 
the  plan  of  streets  thus  adopted  shall  supersede  any  inconsistent  plans. 
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And  undoubtedly  this   was   the   intention   of  the   Legislature.     For   the 
reasons  above  set  forth  the  judgment  and  order  are  affirmed.

(Merritt  et  al.  vs.  Barta  et  al.,  Cal.  Appellate  decisions,  Vol.  VI,  No. 
274,  p.  268.) 

In  this  action  the  City  Attorney  for  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  Percy  V.  Long,  joined  with  appellants  in  an  application  for 
hearing  in  the  Supreme  Court,  after  judgment  of  the  District  Court  of 
Appeal,  First  Appellate  District,  asking  that  the  cause  be  heard  and 
determined  by  the  Supreme  Court.  The  City  Attorney  recited  the  fol- 
lowing reasons  for  this  appearance: 

"This  was  an  action  in  ejectment  in  which  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  a  municipal  corporation,  was  not  made  a  party.  The 
instructions  to  the  jury  (Transcript  folio  83)  and  the  judgment  (Tran- 
script folios  57,  60)  do  not  attempt  to  decide  the  interests  of  any  party 
other  than  the  respective  rights  of  plaintiffs  and  defendants.  The  Dis- 
trict Court  of  Appeal,  First  Appellate  District,  however,  in  its  decision, 
has  so  far  extended  the  scope  of  the  effect  of  the  judgment  as  to  seri- 
ously threaten  the  rights  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  not 
alone  in  regard  to  the  property  in  question,  but  by  establishing  a  prece- 
dent for  further  dangerous  claims  against  the  City's  rights  under  the 
principles  of  abandonment  declared  by  the  Court." 

Decision  of  Supreme  Court — Emma  L.  Merritt,  et  al.,  Executors  of 
the  will  of  Adolph  Sutro,  Deceased,  vs.  C.  J.  Barta,  et  al.,  Alienation  of 
Streets   Inhibited — Decision   of  Appellate  Court   Reversed.    * 

In  December,  1908,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  California  in 
the  case  of  Emma  L.  Merritt,  et  al.  etc.,  vs.  C.  J.  Barta,  et  al.,  rendered 
a  decision  of  great  importance  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  The  effect 
of  the  decision  will  be  to  open  up  to  the  city  as  a  part  of  the  Great  High- 
way or  Ocean  Boulevard  five  fractional  blocks  of  land  which  will  broaden 
the  Great  Highway  at  the  western  terminal  of  Golden  Gate  Park  to 
twice  its  present  width.  The  decision  rests  upon  the  question  of  the 
city's  rights  as  the  successor  of  the  old  Mexican  pueblo. 

Under  the  Act  of  Congress  of  March  8,  1866,  the  United  States  ceded 
to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  a  portion  of  the  land  known  as 
the  Outside  Lands  which  were  at  that  time  in  litigation  between  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  United  States  under  the  city's 
claim  to  the  pueblo  title.  This  Act  of  Congress  provided  in  effect  that 
the  city  should  take  the  property  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  parties 
then  in  possession  after  making  such  reservations  as  might  be  deemed 
necessary  by  it  for  the  use  of  the  pueblo. 

Under  this  Act  of  Congress  ordinances  were  passed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  approved  and 
ratified  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  authoritatively  pro- 
viding for  reservations  for  streets,  parks,  etc.,  and  for  deeding  the  prop- 
erty not  reserved  for  public  use  to  the  individuals  in  possession. 

Under  these  ordinances  and  statutes  a  map  known  as  the  Map  of  the 
Outside  Lands  was  prepared  which  showed  the  reserves  made  by  the 
city  for  public  use.  This  map  showed  a  broad  boulevard  extending  along 
the  ocean  front  of  the  city.  This  boulevard  ran  on  a  diagonal  line  in  a 
northwesterly  direction  from  the  southerly  line  of  the  lands  granted 
until  it  reached  a  street  running  north  and  south  known  as  Forty-ninth 
avenue,  and  there  the  easterly  line  of  the  Great  Highway  merged  with 
the  westerly  line  of  Forty-ninth  avenue,  making  one  broad  merged 
highway. 

Subsequent  to  the  making  of  this  Outside  Lands  Map  which  was  to 
show  the  reserves  as  mentioned  before,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  author- 
ized the  preparation  of  an  official  map  of  the  city.     This  map  after  being 
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prepared  was  known  as  the  Humphreys'  Map  of  1870.  This  map  was 
really  nothing  more  or  less  than  a  compilation  of  maps  showing  the  city 
under  its  previous  condition  with  the  Outside  Lands  added  thereto,  but  in 
preparing  this  map  Humphreys  drew  a  line  marking  the  west  line  of 
Forty-ninth  avenue  and  continued  the  easterly  line  of  the  Great  Highway 
on  its  diagonal  and  thereby  formed  five  fractional  blocks  of  land  which 
were  taken  up  by  individuals  who,  through  some  means,  secured  a  deed 
from  the  city  under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  above  referred  to. 
These  lands  remained  in  personal  occupation  for  some  thirty  odd  years 
and,  while  the  city  claimed  the  title,  nothing  was  ever  done  to  deter- 
mine the  same.  The  present  action  was  the  result  of  a  dispute  between 
the  executors  of  the  Sutro  estate'  and  C.  J.  Barta,  who  occupied  a  portion 
of  this  land  Under  a  contract  with  the  Sutro  estate. 

Barta  had  failed  to  pay  rent  for  the  premises  and  the  executors  of 
the  Sutro  estate  sued  fa  eject  him.  Barta's  defense  was  that  the  prop- 
erty in  question  was  a  portion  of  the  Great  Highway  and  that. the  Sutro 
estate  had  no  right  to  eject  him  or  to  receive  rent  for  the  premises. 

The  Superior  Court  in  trying  the  case  held  that  the  property  in 
question  was  a  public  street,  but  that  the  Sutro  estate  having  vestige 
of  title  had  a  right  to  the  land  over  Barta.  The  action  was  appealed 
and  the  Appellate  Court  in  a  very  sweeping  decision  held  that  the  prop- 
erty was  not  a  public  street  and  that  the  Sutro  estate  was  entitled  to 
recover  possession  and  damages. 

On  the  decision  of  the  Appellate  Court  the  matter  was  called  to  the 
attention  of  City  Attorney  Percy  V.  Long  and  upon  investigation  he 
determined  that  the  city  had  rights  which  should  be  protected  before  the 
courts.  Long  then  joined  in  a  petition  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  a  re- 
hearing and  upon  his  urgent  showing  the  Supreme  Court  granted  a  re- 
hearing and  briefs  were  filed  showing  the  position  and  claim  of  the  city. 
On  this  rehearing  the  case  was  very  thoroughly  investigated  by  the 
Court  and  resulted  in  a  sweeping  decision  holding  that  neither  Barta 
nor  Sutro  had  any  rights  in  the  premises;  that  the  city  had  no  power  to 
alienate  lands  dedicated  for  a  public  street  nor  could  it  be  divested  of 
its  title  by  adverse  possession  thereof.  Therefore  the  city  deeds  given 
for  this  property  were  void  and  that  the  disputed  land  was  a  portion  of 
the  Great  Highway.  The  case  was  resubmitted  January  21,  1909,  and 
had  not  been  decided  at  the  time  of  this  writing. 

Decision  of  the  Superior  Court,  Seawell,  Judge. — Peabody  school  lot — 
Dedication  of  land  for  school  purposes  by  Van  Ness  Ordinance  may  be 
changed  and  used  for  public  market. — May  11,  1908. 

The  Peabody  school  lot,  located  on  West  Mission  street  near  Her- 
mann, was  by  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance  dedicated  to  school  purposes. 
The  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
adopted  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  erection  of  a  free  market  upon 
this  site.  The  lot  was  not  originally  acquired  by  the  City  and  County 
for  school  purposes,  as  it  was  already  the  property  of  the  city  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance,  being  a  part  of  the 
pueblo  lands.  The  same  power  that  caused  the  lot  to  be  selected  for 
school  purposes  could  subsequently  change  the  purpose  for  which  it 
could  be  used  and  the  power  to  transfer  land  from  one  department  to 
another  is  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Section  31* 
Chapter  II  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter.  (Mahoney  vs.  Board  of  Public 
Works.) 
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The  following  list  contains  a  description  of  all  real  property  owned 
by  the  City  and  County,  comprising  all  property  reserved  and  pur- 
chased for  public  purposes: 

PARKS  AND  PUBLIC  GROUNDS. 

BLOCK  A. 

Lot  1. — Commencing  on  the  south  line  of  Sacramento  street,  161 11-12 
feet  west  from  the  intersection  of  the  south  line  of  Sacramento  street 
with  the  northwest  line  of  Market  street;  thence  west  on  Sacramento 
street  75  feet;  thence  south  to  Market  street;  northeast  on  Market  street 
92  6-12  feet,  thence  north  to  Sacramento  street  and  the  place  of  be- 
ginning.    Sold  to  S.  B.  Whipple,  1863.     See  Munic.  Reps.,  1867-68,  p.  93. 

On  May  7,  1896,  a  petition  by  Emily  F.  and  George  A.  Pope  was  filed 
with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  stating  that  they,  and  those  under  whom 
they  claim  title,  have  been  for  upwards  of  thirty  years  past  in  the  ex- 
clusive possession  of  the  above  described  property,  and  that  the  claim 
of  said  premises  to  be  City  property  tended  to  throw  a  cloud  upon  the 
title,  and  that  they  were  desirous  of  having  this  claim  expunged  from 
the  records.  The  petition  was,  by  Resolution  No.  14,750  (Third  Series), 
referred  to  the  City  and  County  Attorney,  and  on  December  31,  1896, 
he  filed  his  opinion  stating  that  "the  title  which  the  City  had,  passed 
to  the  purchasers  under  the  Peter  Smith  judgments  and  execution  sale, 
and  the  City  no  longer  has  title  to  the  lot  in  question,  and  has  had  no 
title  to  the  same  since  January  6,  1852." 

Lot  2. — Commencing  on  the  south  line  of  Sacramento  street,  111  11-12 
feet  west  from  the  intersection  of  the  south  line  of  Sacramento  street 
with  the  northwest  line  of  Market  street;  thence  west  on  Sacramento 
street  25  feet;  thence  south  to  Market  street;  thence  northeast  on 
Market  street  30  10-12  feet  to  Sacramento  street  and  the  place  of  be- 
ginning.    Sold  to  G.  F.  Mayre,  1853.     See  Munic,  Reps.,  1867-68,  p.  93. 

By  resolution  No.  384  (Third  Series)  the  City  and  County  employed 
Mr.  Thos.  J.  Clunie  as  Special  Counsel  "To  examine  Abstract  of  Title 
to,  and  to  institute  and  prosecute  a  suit  or  suits  to  recover  the  premises 
situated  on  Market  and  Sacramento  streets.  'Gore  lot'  having  291  8-12 
feet  on  the  northern  line  of  Market  street,  and  236  58-100  feet  on  the 
south  line  of  Sacramento  street;  also,  to  defend  all  actions  that  may  be 
brought  by  adverse  claimants  thereto." 

On  November  11,  1889,  he  filed  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  com- 
munication stating,  "I  have  carefully  examined  the  Abstract  of  the  rec- 
ords, prepared  by  the  California  Title  Insurance  and  Trust  Company, 
and  dated  December  27,  1887,  relating  to  the  title  of  the  tract  of  land 
known  as  Gore  lot  A,  or  'Market  Street  Gore,'  in  the  block  bounded 
by  Market,  California,  Drumm  and  Sacramento  streets.  *  *  *  My 
report  is,  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  no  estate,  right, 
title  or  interest  in  the  property  under  consideration,  or  in  any  part 
thereof."

By  Resolution  No.  6,417  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  approved  Janu- 
ary 22,  1867,  the  Mayor  was  "authorized  and  empowered  to  exchange 
with  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  two  and  eight-tenths  (2  8/10) 
acres  of  the  Almshouse  farm,  running  from  the  mouth  of  tunnel  to 
Laguna  Honda;  provided,  the  right  of  way  across  the  land  conveyed  to 
the  Spring  Valley  Company  be  retained  by  the  City,  and  the  land  ex- 
changed shall  not  include  the  creek  running  through  any  portion  of 
said  farm."

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fence;  thence  along  said  fence  south  75  degrees  30  minutes  west,  three

DEED  OF  SPRING  VALLEY  WATER  WORKS  COMPANY  TO  CITY ' 
AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

Dated  August  13,  1868. 

Commencing  at  the  southeast  corner  of  a  tract  of  land  containing  80 
acres,  heretofore  sold  by  F.  L.  A.  Pioche  to  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  by  deed  bearing  date  of  August  25,  1866;  thence  running 
N.  21  chains,  63  links  to  a  creek;  thence  E.  1  chain  30  links;  thence  S.  21 
chains,  63  links;  thence  W.  1  chain,  30  links  to  the  point  of  commence- 
ment. Containing  two  (2)  acres  and  eight-tenths  (8/10)  of  an  acre. 
Reserving  the  right  of  way  across  the  tract  herein  conveyed  for  a  road 
not  over  60  feet  in  width,  so  as  to  connect  with  any  other  road  which 
may  hereafter  be  opened  upon  said  San  Miguel  Rancho.  Recorded  in 
Liber  450  of  Deeds,  page  182. 

In  consequence  of  the  above  given  exchange  of  property  the  old  bound- 
ary lines  of  the  Almshouse  tract  were  described  as  follows:

E.  7.00  chains  to 
small  creek  in  ravine;  thence  up  said  creek  S.  77%  deg.  E.  3.00  chains,

thence  leaving  creek  S.  21.63  chains,  W.  17.82  chains  to  creek;  thence 
down  creek  N.  35  deg.

After  years  of  constant  dispute  between  the  City  and  County  authori- 
ties and  the  Sutro  Estate,  owner  of  the  land  contiguous  to  the  Alms- 
house tract,  as  to  the  correct  metes  and  bounds  of  the  tract,  it  was 
agreed  in  the  latter  part  of  1908  to  have  a  joint  survey  made  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  Sutro  Estate.  This  action  was  deemed 
necessary  to  avoid  further  controversy,  as  it  was  clearly  established  that 
the  original  description  of  the  tract  was  incorrect,  inasmuch  as  several 
of  the  courses  did  not  connect  up.  To  definitely  determine  and  settle 
the  correct  division  lines,  the  tract  was  re-surveyed  by  the  City  Engineer, 
and  the  corrected  plat  thereof  filed  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  On 
June  14,  1909,  the  Supervisors  by  ordinance  No.  807  (new  series)  adopted 
the  new  plat  and  survey,  and  thus  put  an  end  to  the  controversy  with  the 
Sutro  Estate.     The  ordinance  and  new  description  follow:

APPROVING  AND  ADOPTING  THE  OFFICIAL  MAP  OF  THE  RELIEF

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Public  Works  did,  by  Resolution  No.  8019  (New 
Series)  of  said  Board,  passed  April  16,  1909,  approve  a  map  of  the  "Alms- 
house Tract,"  now  known  as  the  Relief  Home  Tract,  prepared  by  the 
City  Engineer,  which  map  was  filed  by  said  Board  of  Public  Works  in 
the  office  of  the  Supervisors  on  May  21,  1909,  with  the  recommendation 
that  the  same  be  adopted  and  approved  as  the  official  map  of  said 
"Almshouse  Tract,"  now  the  Relief  Home  Tract,  therefore, 
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Be  it  Ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
as  follows: 

Section.  1.  The  map  prepared  by  the  City  Engineer  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  in  the  month  of  October,  1908,  entitled  "Plat 
of  the  Almshouse  Tract,"  which  map  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  by  its  Resolution  No.  8019  (New  Series),  passed  April  16,  1909, 
and  which  map  shows  the  following  described  courses,  the  same  being 
the  exterior  boundaries  of  79.89  acres  of  land,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
approved  and  adopted  as  the  official  map  of  the  Relief  Home  Tract,  for- 
merly the  Almshouse  Tract,  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to- 
wit:

Sec.  2.  The  attention  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  the  City  Engi- 
neer, the  Assessor  and  the  Recorder  is  hereby  called  to  the  provisions  of 
this   Ordinance. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  directed  to  file  in 
the  office  of  the  City  and  County  Recorder  the  map  of  said  Relief  Home 
Tract  as  approved  by  the   Board  of  Public   Works. 

Sec.  3.     This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Wings,  north  and  south,  each  44  by  73%  feet.  Rear  wing,  44  by  64 
feet.

One-story  frame  building  41  by  51%  feet,  with  two  wings,  each  27  by  21 
feet,  inclosed  with  high  board  fence,  erected  for  a  Smallpox  Hospital, 
in  1867;  cost  $72,813;  alterations  and  additions  in  1868,  $6,423;  cost  of 
new  building  erected  in  1886  for  the  accommodation  of  350  inmates, 
$43,571.87;  cost  of  furnishing  the  building,  $6,210.61;  cost  of  water  tower 
and  three  tanks,  $1,975;  cost  of  electric  plant  in  1892,  $1,974.  In  the  years 
1890,  1891  and  1892,  additions  were  made  to  the  main  building, 
consisting  of  an  annex  to  the  main  building  50  feet  by  26  feet  and  2 
inches,  two  stories  in  height,  a  tower  four  stories  high  erected;  etc. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  BUILDINGS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS  AT  THE  RE- 
LIEF HOME,  FORMERLY  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  ALMSHOUSE. 

Building  No.  1 — Three  story  frame  building,  Mansard  roof  and  brick 
basement.  Central  portion  40  x  45  feet,  with  2  wings  each,  44  x  74  feet; 
length  of  building,  188  feet.  Rear  wing,  43  x  65  feet.  One  two-story 
frame  building,  26  x  58  feet,  for  store  room,  with  ward  above.  A  frame 
kitchen,  28  x  32  feet,  with  complete  steam-cooking  apparatus  and  range; 
also  a  boiler  house,  11  x  23  feet. 

Stable — Frame  building  one  and  a  half  stories.  Central  portion,  22 
x  92  feet,  with  extended  wings,  26  x  40  feet,  and  30  x  30  feet.  Length, 
162  feet. 

By  Resolution  No.  2362  (New  Series)  Board  of  Supervisors  approved, 
June  10,  1908,  an  appropriation  was  authorized  to  be  expended  for  the 
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purpose  of  tearing  down  Building  No.   1  on  the  Almshouse  Tract;    also 
the  stable  on  said  Tract. 

Building  No.  2 — Three  story  frame  building  and  basement.  Central 
portion,  44  x  97  feet,  with  wings,  each  50  x  54  feet.  Length  of  building, 
197  feet.  Rear  wing,  44  x  47  feet;  kitchen,  44  x  53  feet;  store  room,

Pursuant  to  Resolution  No.  1492,  New  Series  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, approved  October  23,  1907,  the  City  and  County  Hospital  was 
abandoned,  and  the  chronic  or  non-acute  cases  were  transferred  to 
Building  No.  2  on  the  Almshouse  Tract.  Building  No.  2  was  destroyed 
by  fire,  1908. 

Building  No.  3— Frame  building,  two  stories  and  basement,  69  x  42 
feet.  Wings  21  x  27  feet,  and  10  x  44  feet.  One  reading  room,  16  x  38 
feet.     One  one-story  building,  18x26  feet;  enclosed  in  high  board  fence.

Toilet  and  Lavatory — One  story  concrete  building,  18  x  40  feet,  with  12 
patent  closets  and  3  .stationary  wash  basins.     Cost,  $1,609.62. 

Engine  House — One  story  concrete  building,  *18  x  24  feet,  for  fire 
engine;  two  single  Amoskeag  fire  engines,  and  2,100  feet  of  two  and  a 
half  inch  cotton  hose,  from  the  Fire  Department;  1,900  feet  4-inch 
casing  connected  to  stand  pipes  in  all  the  buildings,  and  8  hydrants. 
Cost  of  pipes  and  engine  house,  $1,924.86.  Excavating,  flooring,  and 
converting  basement  of  No.  2  building  into  wards,  for  accommodation 
of  50  inmates.  Cost  $2,057.67.  1,300  feet  5-board  fencing  on  Dewey 
Boulevard.     Cost  $95.

By  Resolution  No.  2359,  New  Series,  of  Board  of  Supervisors,  ap- 
proved June  13,  1908,  the  sum  of  $4000  was  appropriated  and  authorized 
to  be  expended  to  make  immediate  repairs  and  improvements  to  build- 
ings on  the  Almshouse  Tract.  By  Resolution  No.  1898,  New  Series,  ap- 
•  proved  February  5,  1908,  the  sum  of  $2000  was  appropriated  and  author- 
ized to  be  expended  on  building  No.  2,  for  repairs,  plumbing,  fencing,  etc. 


48  CITY     AND     COUNTY     PROPERTY 

By  Resolution  No.  1491,  New  Series,  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
approved  October  23,  1907,  it  was  resolved  that  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Care  and  Maintenance 
of  Inmates  of  the  City  and  County  Almshouse,  consisting  of  the  Board 
of  Health  of  the  City  and  County,  the  Hospital  and  Health,  the  Public 
Buildings  and  the  Finance  Committees  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and 
of  the  Executive  Committees  of  the  Relief  and  Red'  Cross  Funds  (a 
corporation),  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  October  14,  1907, 
that  the  following  policies  and  courses  of  action  be  adopted  by  this 
Board,  to  wit: 

That  an  agreement  be  entered  into  by  and  between  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Relief  and  Red  Cross  Funds 
(a  corporation)  that  the  necessary  financial  preparation  and  arrange- 
ments be  made  so  that  as  soon  as  the  Relief  and  Red  Cross  Funds  (a 
corporation)  is  ready  to  occupy  the  Relief  and  Red  Cross  Home,  now  in 
course  Of  construction  on  the  Almshouse  tract,  and  expected  to  be  com- 
pleted on  or  about  December  15,  1907,  that  the  inmates  of  the  Almshouse 
be  transferred  to  said  Home. 

That  the  compensation  thereafter  to  be  paid  by  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  to  the  Relief  and.  Red  Cross  Funds  (a  corporation)  for 
maintenance  of  the  inmates  of  the  Almshouse  in  the  Relief  and  Red 
Cross  Home  shall  be  the  unexpended  balance,  at  the  time  of  the  transfer, 
remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  Almshouse  fund  in  the  Budget  of  the  fiscal 
year  1907-8,  and  that  the  monthly  proportion  of  said  unexpended  balance 
of  said  fund  shall  be  paid  to  the  Relief  and  Red  Cross  Funds  (a  corpora- 
tion) from  the  time  of  said  transfer  as  compensation  for  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  inmates  of  the  Almshouse,  it  being  distinctly  under- 
stood that  at  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year  and  beginning  with  the 
next  fiscal  year  the  City  and  County  will  take  over  the  Relief  and  Red 
Cross  Home  as  the  "Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm  of  the  City  and 
County,"  and  thereafter  maintain  the  same  instead  of  the  Almshouse,  as 
heretofore. 

That  pending  the  completion  of  the  Relief  and  Red  Cross  Home  on 
the  Almshouse  Tract,  that  all  of  the  inmates  of  Almshouse  Building  No. 
2  and  as  many  of  the  inmates  of  Building  No.  t  as  can  be  accommodated 
be  transferred  to  the  Relief  and  Red  Cross  Model  Camp  at  Ingleside 
and  therein  maintained  until  such  time  as  said  Relief  and  Red  Cross 
Home  on  the  Almshouse  Tract  is  ready  for  occupancy. 

That  for  the  maintenance  of  these  inmates  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  shall  pay  to  the  Relief  and  Red  Cross  Funds  (a  corpora- 
tion), during  this  temporary  period,  the  actual  cost  of  maintaining  said 
inmates  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  thirty  (30)  cents  per  day  per  person, 
and  it  is  hereby  agreed  that  the  claim  for  this  service  shall  be  paid 
monthly. 

It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  such  of  the  bedding  and 
other  Almshouse  equipment  as  will  become  available  by  this  transfer  to 
the  Relief  and  Red  Cross  Funds  (a  corporation)  shall  be  transferred 
with  the  inmates  to  be  used  in  the  Ingleside  Model  Camp  during  this 
temporary  period  last  aforesaid. 

The  Relief  Home  for  Aged  and  Infirm  on  the  old  Almshouse  Tract, 
constructed  and  equipped  at  a  cost  of  $374,567.89,  stands  as  a  monument 
to  the  generosity  of  the  people  of  the  United  States.  Immediately  fol- 
lowing the  great  disaster  of  April,  1906,  contributions  of  food,  clothing 
and  money  poured  into  San  Francisco.  The  relief  work  was  carried 
out  by  the  San  Francisco  Relief  and  Red  Cross  and  the  funds  contributed 
by  a  generous  nation  were  carefully  expended  and  distributed.  When 
the  time  for  relief  was  at  end  there  still  remained  on  hand  a  consider- 
able sum.  With  this  money  the  Relief  Home  for  Aged  and  Infirm  was 
built,  furnished  and  turned  over  to  the  city  on  August  4,  1908. 

The  Relief  Home  consists  of  a  series  of  buildings,  occupying  a  ground 
area  of  360  by  500  feet,  and  four  wings.  Each  wing  has  27  rooms  and 
accommodates  54  persons  on  the  ground  floor  and  60  in  the  dormitory 
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on  the  floor  above.  The  dining  room  proper  and  an  annex  will  seat  1000 
persons,  while  150  find  sleeping  accommodations  in  the  dormitory  above. 
A  farm  of  35  acres  cultivated  by  the  inmates,  supplies  the  light  garden 
truck,  potatoes,  cabbage,  etc.  Thirty  cows  supply  milk  for  the  inmates, 
while  four  old  bakers  turn  out  the  bread — 1300  loaves  each  night — thus 
keeping  down  this  item  of  expense  to  a  moderate  figure.  -    - 

An  engine  plant  produces  the  electric  lighting  for  the  home,  pumps 
water  from  twelve  wells  bored  on  the  grounds  and  in  addition  operates 
a  steam  laundry,  the  labor  of  which  is  in  the  main  performed  by  the 
inmates.  This  laundry  effects  a  considerable  saving  to  the  city,  as  the 
washing  of  the  several  municipal  hospitals  is  done  there  in  addition  to 
that  of  the  home. 

INFIRMARY  AT  RELIEF  HOME. 
On  March  16,  1908,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  set  aside  $2,500.00  for 
the  purpose  of  enabling  the  City  Architect  to  prepare  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  an  Infirmary  on  the  Relief  Home  Tract  (formerly  known  as  the 
Almshouse  tract),  the  estimated  cost  of  the  building  to  be  $250,000,  which 
sum  was  available  from  the  sale  of  a  portion  of  the  hospital  bonds  of 
1904.  It  originally  had  been  intended  to  erect  a  new  City  and  County 
Hospital  on  the  tract,  but  it  later  was  decided  to  enlarge  the  area  oc- 
cupied by  the  old  hospital  on  Potrero  averiue,  and  thereon  construct  and 
equip  a  new  hospital  at  a  total  cost,  including  additional  land,  of  $2,000,- 
000.     (The  hospital  building  is  now  being  erected,  July,  1909.) 

In  August,  1908,  bids  were  called  for  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
for  the  construction  of  the  Infirmary  and  the  following  awards  were 
made:  Concrete,  Condon-McGlynn  Co.,  September  14,  1908,  $119,100; 
general,  Condon-McGlynn  Co.,  December  2,  1908,  $91,200;  heating  and 
ventilating,  Moffatt  &  Co.,  November  12,  1908,  $11,500;  plumbing,  Snook 
&  Son,  November  12,  1908,  $14,984;  electrical,  Standard  Elec.  Co.,  Decem- 
ber 8,  1908,  $5,750;  water  pipe  system,  R.  C.  Mattingly,  June  2,  1909, 
$690.  The  building  is  about  50  per  cent  completed  at  this  time  (July, 
1909). 

The  Infirmary,  consisting  of  two  ward  buildings,  is  located  on  the 
north  side  of  the  tract,  is  of  reinforced  concrete  construction  and  will 
accommodate  260  patients.  The  ward  buildings  are  each  three  stories 
high  with  a  basement  to  be  occupied  by  the  help.  On  each  floor  is  a 
ward  110x28  feet,  with  a  solarium  36x20  feet  on  the  south  end.  The 
nurses'  rooms,  diet  kitchen  and  laboratory  are  on  the  north  side  of  the 
buildings.  Between  the  ward  buildings,  and  on  the  north  side,  is  the 
service  building,  and  on  the  south  side  the  administration  building,  each 
three  stories  high.  The  dining  room  is  in  a  one-story  building,  between 
the  service  and  administration  buildings.  All  of  the  buildings  are  con- 
nected by  covered  corridors.  There  is  an  elevator  in  each  ward  build- 
ing, sufficiently  large  to  carry  a  bed  and  attendants,  whenever  it  be- 
comes necessary  to  move  a  patient  from  one  floor  to  another.  The 
entire  group  of  buildings  covers  an  area  305x190  feet. 

OTHER  NEW  BUILDINGS. 

Stable,  accommodates  forty  horses,  built  in  1907  by  City  and  Red 
Cross.  City's  share  of  expense,  $4,000.  Stable  is  first-class  and  sanitary 
in  every  respect. 

Cowbarn:  Reinforced  concrete  building,  with  modern  equipment,  fin- 
ished 1909.  Accommodates  forty  cows.  Barn  was  built  by  inmates  of 
Home  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,600  for  material.  The  rock  and  sand  were 
obtained  from  quarry  on  the  grounds. 

Butcher  Shop  and  Ice  Plant:  Reinforced  concrete,  20x65  feet,  with 
annex  18x25  feet  for  machinery.  Built  by  inmates  of  Home;  completed, 
1909. 

ALTA  PLAZA— V.  N. 

Commencing  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Jackson  and  Scott  streets; 
thence  east  on  Jackson  street  893  9/12  feet;  south  on  Steiner  street

Jas.  Goodwin  vs.  Jos.  Scheerer  and  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

A  complaint  was  filed  June  25,  1892,  in  an  action  to  eject  defendants 
from  the  above  described  piece  of  Mission  creek  property.  A  decision 
for  plaintiff  was  rendered  on  January  3,  1893.  Motion  for  a  new  trial 
submitted  and  denied  June  9,  1893.  Notice  of  appeal  from  judgment  and 
order  denying  new  trial  filed  September  28,  1893.  April  3,  1895,  Supreme 
Court  affirmed  judgment  of  lower  Court.  April  18,  1895,  petition  for  re- 
hearing filed,  and  on  May  4,  1895,  petition  for  rehearing  was  denied. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  states  as  follows: 

"After  the  plaintiff  had  shown  in  the  present  case  that  his  grantors 
had  been  in  quiet  and  undisturbed  possession  of  the  lands  in  controversy 
for  a  period  of  more  than  five  years,  and  had  been  forcibly  dispossessed 
by  the  defendant,  he  was  entitled  to  a  judgment  in  his  favor,  unless  the 
defendant  should  offer  evidence  in  support  of  their  claim  to  retain  pos- 
session. 
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"The  defendants,  however,  offered  no  such  evidence  in  support  of 
such  claim,  nor  did  they  offer  any  evidence  of  the  title  claimed  by  the 
City,  or  even  that  it  claimed  any  title  to  the  land,  except  as  may  be  in- 
ferred that  it  made  a  lease  to'Scheerer.  The  lease  itself  was  not  offered 
in  evidence,  nor  was  there' any  evidence  given  in  support  of  the  right 
of  the  City  to  make  the  lease,  except  the  testimony  of  one  of  the  wit- 
nesses, that  the  property  is  a  part  of  the  Old  Mission  or  Channel  creek 
land  reclaimed  by  the  City,  and  that  it  had  been  always  understood  that 
it  was  City  property."     (106  Cal.,  page  690.)

Complaint  in  this  case  was  filed  December  14,  1892. 

This  cause  having  been  called  regularly  before  the  Court,  a  trial  by 
jury  having  been  expressly  waived  by  the  parties  thereto,  the  Court  found: 

"That  plaintiff's  predecessor,  John  Tracy,  entered  into  possession  in 
1853,  and  resided  on  the  property  until  1861.  That  plaintiff  and  her 
predecessors,  for  more  than  thirty-eight  years,  had  possession  of  the 
land,  and  that  'the  claim  of  the  defendant  is  without  any  right  whatever; 
THAT  NO  PART  OF  THE  PROPERTY  WAS  RESERVED  TO  OR  BY

"Whereas,  The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  by  resolution  duly 
adopted  on  July  8,  1909,  consented  to  the  transfer  of  the  parcel  of  land 
hereinafter  described,  from  the  control  and  jurisdiction  of  the  San 
Francisco  Fire  Department  to  the  control  and  jurisdiction  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works;   now  therefore 

"Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

"Section  1.  The  parcel  of  land  hereinafter  described  is  hereby  trans- 
ferred from  the  control  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commis- 
sioners of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  the  control  and 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  City  and  County,  and 
said  land  is  hereby  set  aside  and  dedicated  for  uses  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  to  wit: 

"Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  westerly  line  of  Bryant  street,  dis- 
tant thereon  360  feet  northerly  from  the  northerly  line  of  Alameda  street, 
said  point  being  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  westerly  line  of  Bryant 
street  with  the  southerly  line  of  Channel  street,  as  delineated  on  the 
official  map  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  1870;  thence  de- 
flecting to  the  left  36  degrees  50  minutes  33  seconds  and  running  north- 
westerly and  along  the  southwesterly  line  of  Eleventh  street  99.964  feet; 
thence  deflecting  to  the  left  3  degrees  40  minutes  57  seconds  and  run- 
ning northwesterly  and  along  the  southwesterly  line  of  Eleventh  street

October  11,  1883,  Eugene  Le  Roy,  Georges  Le  Roy  and  Victor  Le  Roy 
filed  a  bill  in  equity  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  against  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  quiet  title  to  certain  lands  on  Mission 
Creek.  No.  3145.  June  14,  1887,  decree  was  given  in  favor  of  the  plain- 
tiff, from  which  judgment  appeal  was  taken  to  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court. 

March  2,  1891,  decision  was  rendered  (See  U.  S.  138,  page  656)  that 
"The  decree  should  be  modified  by  adding  that  nothing  therein  shall  be 
deemed  to  impair  in  any  respect  the  rights  reserved  in  the  Van  Ness 
Ordinance  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  or  to  its  successor,  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  over  lands  that  had  been  occupied  or  set  apart 
for  streets,  squares  and  public  buildings  of  the  City,  and  as  thus  modified 
be  affirmed."

In  an  action  entitled  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  John  Cen- 
ter et  al.,  filed  November  27,  1886  (Department  8,  No.  19,136),  to  quiet 
title  to  Mission  Creek  lands,  judgment  was  rendered  for  John  Center 
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et  al.,  November  30,  1897,  for  the  following  described  piece  or  parcel 
of  land: 

"Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  northerly  line  of  Seventeenth  street, 
245  feet  easterly  from  the  easterly  line  of  Folsom  street;  thence  north- 
erly at  right  angles  to  the  northerly  line  of  Seventeenth  street  30  feet, 
more  or  less,  to  a  point  in  the  westerly  line  of  Old  Mission  Creek; 
thence  southwesterly  along  said  westerly  line  of  Old  Mission  creek  31 
feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  northerly  line  of  Seventeenth  street;  thence 
easterly  along  said  line  of  Seventeenth  street  8  feet,  more  or  less,  to 
the  point  of  commencement.  Recorded  in  Book  39  of  Judgments,  page 
422." 

From  the  above  judgment  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Supreme 
Court.  Transcript  on  appeal  filed  June  15,  1898.  Appeal  decided  in 
favor  of  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  August  13,  1901. 

OPINION    OF    CITY   ATTORNEY. 

On  October  8,  1901,  Franklin  K.  Lane,  city  attorney,  sent  the 
following  opinion  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  suit  of  San 
Francisco  vs.  Center,  et.  al.: 

"In  the  case  of  San  Francisco  vs.  John  Center  and  others,  a  re- 
mittitur from  the  Supreme  Court  has  been  filed  in  the  County  Clerk's 
office,  which  confirms  the  right  of  the  City  and  County  to  all  the  land 
heretofore  claimed  by  the  Le  Roys,  which  lay  in  the  bed  of  the  Old 
Mission  creek  and  within  the  lines  of  Channel  street  as  delineated  on 
the  Van  Ness  map.  The  tract  consists  of  a  considerable  number  of 
acres  and  lies  between  what  are  now  called  Eleventh  and  Fourteenth 
streets.  The  city  is  entitled  to  possession  of  this  property  and 
possession  should  be  taken. 

"Further,  although  the  decision  referred  to  applies  in  terms  only  to 
the  land  actually  involved  in  that  suit,  the  construction  of  the  law 
thereby  established  is  of  wider  application,  .and  shows  the  City  to  be 
entitled  to  recover  other  and  additional  land,  not  included  in  the  suit, 
namely  all  the  land  southwest  of  Ninth  street,  within  the  exterior 
boundaries  of  Channel  street  as  delineated  on  the  Van  Ness  map,  as 
those  boundaries  are  defined  in  that  case.  I  therefore  advise  that  all 
the  land  within  the  tract  just  described  be  taken  into  the  possession 
of  the  City,  and  that  any  and  all  persons  now  attempting  to  maintain 
possession  thereof  be  requested  to  surrender  possession,  and,  if  any 
refuse  that  you  authorize  me  to  bring  suit  against  them  in  the  City's 
behalf  to  eject  them  and  quiet  the  City's  title  to  the  premises. 

"Several  months  ago  the  Center  case  was  decided  adversely  to  the 
City's  interest,  but,  upon  petition,  a  rehearing  was  obtained  and  the 
Court  in  bank  has  now  decided   in  the   City's   favor."

"Dedicated  and  set  apart  for  the  uses  of  the  Fire  Department"  by 
Order  No.  2889  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  approved  July  19,  1895.  Being 
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a  portion  of  the  Mission  Creek  lands.  Improvements:  Two-story  brick 
building,  erected  in  1902,  and  being  the  Mission  Police  Station,  fronting 
on  Seventeenth  street;  one-story  brick  building  in  rear  of  Police  Station, 
stables  for  mounted  police;  one-story  brick  building,  fronting  on  Eigh- 
teenth street,  warehouse  for  Department  of  Elections. 

On  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
four,  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  was  passed  (Statutes  1873-4,  pages  712 
and  713,  Sections  2  and  3  of  said  Act),  granting  the  tide  lands  in  Channel 
street  and  Mission  Creek,  between  Ninth  and  Eighteenth  streets,  to  the 
City  of  San  Francisco,  and  vacating  said  Channel  street  and  Mission  Creek 
as  a  highway  between  said  points,  and  authorizing  the  City  to  divide  the 
same  into  lots  and  blocks  and  sell  them,  under  the  impression  that  the 
lands  so  designated  were  tide  lands.  Under  the  decision  of  the  Hons. 
Carl  Schurz  and  H.  M.  Teller,  Secretaries  of  the  Interior,  and  under  the 
patent  issued  to  the  city  and  county  by  the  United  States  (dated  June 
20,  1884),  the  land  described  is  Pueblo  land,  which  established  and  vested 
the  title  in  the  City  and  County.  The  cost  incurred  under  the  supposed 
grant  from  the  State  by  the  city  and  county  in  surveying,  filling  in  and 
fencing  this  property,  etc.,  amounted  to  $34,853.75.  The  lands  were  sur- 
veyed and  a  map  was  prepared  by  the  City  and  County  Surveyor,  show- 
ing thereon  the  lots  numbering  109,  the  intention  at  that  time  being,  to 
sell  the  property  to  reimburse  the  city  and  county  for  the  expense  in- 
curred under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  of  the  Legislature  in  acquir- 
ing lands  for  a  street  and  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  therein,  which 
lands  are  described  in  Municipal  Reports,  1874-5,  page  745,  and  designated 
Channel  street,  by  Order  No.  1202.  The  cost  of  said  last  named  lands 
was  $66,315.31,  and  the  expense  of  constructing  a  sewer  was  $151,677.28, 
making  up  to  1881  a  total  expenditure  of  $217,992.59. 

CHILDREN'S  PLAYGROUNDS. 

On  August  3,  1903,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  passed  Ordinance  No.  946  calling  for  a  special  election 
for  the  purpose  of  submitting  propositions  to  incur  a  bonded  indebtedness 
by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  several  different  objects 
one  of  which  objects  was  specified  and  set  forth  in  said  Ordinance  as 
follows:  The  acquisition  of  lands  for  public  parks  to  be  used  as  chil- 
dren's playgrounds.  At  such  election  the  proposition  to  incur  a  bonded 
indebtedness  'for  said  object  in  the  sum  of  $740,000  was  carried.  On 
January  25,  1904,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Ordinance  No.  1114, 
which  provided  among  other  things,  in  Section  7,  that  the  bonds  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  3V2 
per  cent,  per  annum  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  result  of  the 
special  election  held  September  29,  1903,  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring 
lands  for  public  parks  to  be  used  as  children's  playgrounds.  Pursuant 
to*  the  provisions  of  Ordinance  No.  1114,  Children's  Playgrounds  Bonds 
to  the  amount  of  $740,000  were  sold  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  lands 
for  public  parks  to  be  used  for  children's  playgrounds. 

Pursuant  to  a  subsequent  authorization  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
the  following  described  lots  of  land  were  purchased  by  the  City  and 
County  and  paid  for  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  for 
Children's  Playgrounds:

right  angles  southeasterly  and  parallel  with  Seventh  street  275  feet;

412  feet  6  inches  to  the  northeasterly  line  of  Seventh  street;  thence 
northwesterly  along  said  northeasterly  line  of  Seventh  street  275  feet 
to  the  point  of  beginning.     Being  whole   of  100   vara  lot   No.   252,   and 
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southwesterly  one-half  of  100  vara  lot  No.  235.  Purchased  from  W.  E. 
and  Helen  C.  Dean,  for  $150,000.     Recorded  in  Liber  2151,  page  279. 

Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  southeast  line  of  Harrison  street  412 
feet  6  inches  northeast  of  Seventh  street,  running  thence  northeast  137 
feet  6  inches  by  southeast  275  feet.  Purchased  from  Morton  Draying 
Company,  January  28,  1906,  for  $70,000. 

Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  northwesterly  line  of  Bryant  street, 
distant  thereon  90  feet  northeasterly  from  the  northerly  corner  of  Bryant 
and  Seventh  streets;  running  thence  92  feet  6  inches  northeasterly  along 
said  northwesterly  line  of  Bryant  street;  thence  at  right  angles  north- 
westerly 275  feet;  thence  at  right  angles  southwesterly  92  feet  and 
6  inches;  and  thence  at  right  angles  southeasterly  275  feet  to  the  point 
of  commencement;    subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

Purchased  from  Ruffino  and  Bianchi,  Inc.,  for  $59,225.50;  from  the 
amount  hereinabove  stated,  to  wit:  $59,225.50,  the  sum  of  $46,165.81  is 
to  be  paid  to  the  said  Ruffino  and  Bianchi,  Inc.,  at  the  time  of  the 
acceptance  of  the  deed  to  said  land  by  the  City  Attorney,  and  the 
balance  of  said  amount  in  the  sum  of  $13,060.00  is  to  be  paid  to  said 
parties  when  their  certain  property,  consisting  of  machinery,  etc.,  has 
been  entirely  removed  from  said  premises  and  the  said  land  turned 
over  to  the  city;  the  said  Ruffino  and  Bianchi,  Inc.,  are  allowed  to  occupy 
said  premises  under  a  lease  for  a  term  of  two  (2)  years,  to  date  from 
the  time  the  said  deed  is  accepted  by  the  city,  at  a  monthly  rental  of 
$250.00  for  the  first  eighteen  months  of  said  period,  the  balance  of  said 
term  of  two  years,  being  six  months,  to  be  free  from  rent  to  said  parties, 
pending  their  removal  from  the  property;  and  further,  the  policies  of 
insurance  upon  all  improvements  on  the  said  land,  in  the  sum  of  $10,000.00, 
are  to  be  made  in  the  name  and  favor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

On  June  7,  1909,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  Resolution  No.  3973 
(New  Series),  authorized  the  Mayor  to  enter  into  a  new  agreement  and 
lease  with  Ruffino  &  Bianchi,  Inc.,  for  the  above  described  property,  said 
lease  to  be  for  a  period  of  three  years  from  July  1,  1909,  at  a  monthly 
rental  of  $300,  except  for  the  last  six  months,  which  shall  be  free  of 
rental  to  enable  the  lessees  to  remove  from  the  land  all  machinery,  ob- 
structions, etc.  It  was  further  agreed  that  the  sum  of  $13,060.00,  the 
balance  due  Ruffino  &  Bianchi,  Inc.,  on  the  original  purchase  price  of 
the  land  and  retained  by  the  City  pending  the  removal  of  the  machinery, 
etc.,  be  paid  to  said  firm  upon  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  the  sum  of 
$13,000.00  being  filed  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  insure  the  re- 
moval of  all  obstructions  from  trie  property  at  the  expiration  of  the  lease. 
It  was  further  conditioned  that  policies  of  insurance  upon  the  improve- 
ments belonging  to  the  City  and  County  on  said  land,  be  issued  in  the 
sum  of  $10,000  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  County,  the  premiums  upon 
said  policies  to  be  paid  by  the  lessees. 

By  Resolution  No.  2211  (New  Series),  approved  April  22,  1908,  Board 
of  Supervisors,  the  City  Attorney  was  authorized  and  instructed  to  in- 
stitute condemnation  proceedings  against  C.  E.  Cook  and  Edith  M. 
Moulton  for  the  acquisition  of  the  following  described  land  by  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  children's  playground  purposes,  to  wit: 

Commencing  at  a  point  formed  by  intersection  of  the  northerly  line 
of  Bryant  street  with  the  northeasterly  line  of  Seventh  (formerly  Harris) 
street;  thence  running  northeasterly  along  the  northwesterly  line  of 
Bryant  street  ninety  (90)  feet;  thence  at  right  angles  northwesterly 
two  hundred  and  seventy-five  (275)  feet;  thence  at  right  angles  south- 
westerly ninety  (90)  feet  to  the  northeasterly  line  of  Seventh  street, 
and  thence  southeasterly  along  said  northeasterly  line  of  Seventh  street 
two  hundred  and  seventy-five  (275)  feet  to  the  point  of  commencement. 
Being  a  portion  of  the  One  Hundred  Vara  lot  number  two  hundred  and 
fifty-three    (253). 

Action  No.  17,839,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  C.  E.  Cook, 
et  al.,  commenced  July  22,  1908.     Trial  commenced  December  14,  1908. 
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Judgment  rendered  March  25,  1909,  awarding  the  defendants  $68,600; 
$50,000  for  the  real  estate  and  $18,600  for  improvements  and  leasehold. 

By  Resolution  No.  2256  (New  Series),  Board  of  Supervisors,  approved 
May  8,  1908,  the  City  Attorney  was  authorized  and  instructed  to  in- 
stitute condemnation  proceedings  against  Schmieden  Estate  Company 
for  the  acquisition  of  the  following  described  land  by  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  for  children's  playground  purposes,  to  wit: 

Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  northwesterly  line  of  Bryant  street, 
distant  thereon  275  feet  northeasterly  from  the  northerly  corner  of 
Seventh  and  Bryant  streets;  running  thence  northeasterly  and  along 
said  northwesterly  line  of  Bryant  street  275  feet;  thence  at  right 
angles  northwesterly  275  feet;  thence  at  right  angles  southwesterly  275 
feet,  and  thence  at  right  angles  southeasterly  275  feet  to  the  north- 
westerly line  of  Bryant  street  and  the  point  of  commencement.

avenue  1,102  feet  l1^  inches;  thence  north  on  Larkin  street  650  feet

Final  report  of  the  Board  of  New  City  Hall  Commissioners  filed 
January  3,  1899,  gives  the  total  cost  to  December  31,  1898,  $5,723,987.68. 

The  main  portion  of  the  building  was  occupied  as  follows:  Architect, 
Assessor,  Auditor,  Board  of  Education,  Board  of  Public  Works,  City  and 
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County  Attorney,  City  Hall  Police  Station,  Civil  Service  Commissioners, 
County  Clerk,  Election  Commissioners,  Fire  Department,  Free  Library 
and  Newspaper  Reading  Room,  Gas  Inspector,  Grand  Army  of  Republic, 
Department  of  California,  Grand  Jury,  Health  Department,  Janitor,  Jus- 
tice Courts,  Law  Library,  License  Collector,  Mayor,  Probate  Court,  Re- 
ceiving Hospital,  Registrar  of  Voters,  Recorder  (in  Hall  of  Records  build- 
ing), Secretary  Board  of  Education,  Secretary  Superior  Courts,  Sheriff, 
Superintendent  Public  Schools,  Supervisors,  Civil  Departments  of  Su- 
perior Courts,  Tax  Collector,  Treasurer.  Building  destroyed  by  fire 
April,  1906.  Northeast  wing  restored  temporarily  and  occupied  by  the 
Mayor,  Auditor,  Treasurer,  Registrar  of  Voters  and  Election  Commis- 
sioners.    Hall  of  Records  restored  and  occupied  by  Recorder's  Office. 

DEMOLITION  OF  THE  CITY  HALL. 

In  the  Municipal  Reports  of  1906-1907  will  be  found  an  account  of  the 
destruction  of  some  sections  and  the  serious  damage  of  other  portions 
of  the  City  Hall  by  the  fire  of  April,  1906.  To  determine  the  extent  of 
the  damage  to  the  City  Hall,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  on  August  13, 
1906,  by  Resolution  No.  276  (New  Series),  appointed  the  following  named 
building  experts  and  structural  engineers  to  examine  the  City  Hall  and 
report  whether  it  would  be  possible  and  advisable  to  restore  it  as  a 
permanent  municipal  structure  and  to  make  an  estimate  of  the  cost 
thereof:  John  J.  Mahoney,  William  Curlett,  Owen  E.  Brady  and  Henry 
A.  Schulze.  This  committee  filed  its  report  on  September  4,  1906,  but 
made  no  recommendation  as  to  the  practicability  of  restoring  the  build- 
ing. The  opinion  was  expressed,  however,  that  the  portion  of  the  City 
Hall  from  the  Larkin  street  wing  to  the  main  dome,  fronting  City  Hall 
avenue,  would  have  to  be  razed.  The  east  wing  of  the  building,  fronting 
on  McAllister  street,  and  west  to  the  Hall  of  Records,  suffered  less  dam- 
age and  was  temporarily  repaired  in  July,  1907,  for  the  accommodation 
of  .the  Mayor,  Auditor,  and  Department  of  Elections.  The  Treasurer's 
office  in  the  same  wing  was  repaired  later  and  occupied  by  the  Treas- 
urer. A  month  prior  to  the  reoccupancy  of  the  east  wing,  the  Hall  of 
Records  was  rehabilitated  at  a  cost  of  $106,351.73  and  occupied  by  the 
Recorder. 

On  March  30,  1908,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  again  took  up  the  matter 
of  restoring  the  City  Hall  and  by  Resolution  No.  2143  (New  Series),  ap- 
pointed a  special  committee  consisting  of  Supervisors  Rixford,  Ban- 
croft, McLeran,  Murphy,  Pollok  and  Broderick  to  make  a  thorough  ex- 
amination of  the  structure  and  report  thereon.  The  committee  enlisted 
the  co-operation  of  the  City  Architect,  Newton  J.  Tharp,  and  on  May  25, 
1908,  his  report  was  presented  to  the  Board. 

The  following  excerpt  is  taken  from  the  Architect's  report: 

"All  of  the  exterior  and  interior  partitions  and  carrying  walls  are  of 
brick  resting  on  footings  of  stone  well  laid  and  of  deep  courses. 

"The  simple  engineering  features  of  the  main  building  were  well 
conceived  and  executed  with  the  exception  of  certain  details  of  con- 
struction. Contrary  to  popular  belief,  the  bricks  and  mortar  used 
throughout  the  entire  structure  are  of  the  finest  quality  and  the  work- 
manship of  the  best.  So  far  the  most  rigid  inspection  of  the  standing 
and  fallen  walls,  and  of  the  walls  of  portions  under  removal,  have 
failed  to  disclose  any  large  voids  or  enclosed  boxes,  barrels  or  wheel- 
barrows that  have  been  told  in  many  an  old  tale  as  evidence  of  lax  super- 
vision and  contractors'  deceits.  The  plastering  on  walls  and  ceilings  was 
upon  metal  lath  and  of  the  best  quality.  The  finished  floors  of  the  halls 
and  corridors  are  of  a  fine  quality  of  material  and  workmanship.  Not- 
withstanding much  carping  criticism  to  the  contrary,  it  is  the  opinion 
of  this  department  that  the  general  plan  and  design  of  the  main  build- 
ing is  a  most  excellent  one;  it  is  well  arranged  and  perfectly  suited 
to  the  lot,  and  if  the  facing  materials  had  been  of  a  nobler  quality,  and 
the  method  of  construction  have  permitted  of  greater  window  areas, 
the  building  would  have  been  one  of  the  notable  ones  of  the  world. 
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"Condition:  It  is  evident  that  the  ground  upon  which  the  City  Hall 
is  built  is  of  uniform  character  and  an  ideal  one  for  the  support  of  a 
heavy  building.  The  most  careful  measurements  and  leveling  show  not 
the  slightest  misplacement  or  sinking  that  might  be  ascribed  to  the  soil 
or  rock  masses  lying  immediately  below.  A  series  of  levels  that  were 
carefully  run  by  the  engineering  department  upon  the  floors  of  the  first 
story  corridors  showed  variations  of  but  a  few  tenths  of  an  inch  that 
might  as  readily  have  come  from  inaccuracies  of  construction  as  from 
earthquake  shock.  The  long  corridors  are  in  perfect  alignment,  which 
indicates  that  no  horizontal  displacements  occurred.  The  whole  of  the 
foundation  walls  from  the  bottom  of  the  footings  to  the  top  of  the 
granite  base  course  slightly  above  the  general  level  of  the  ground 
were  very  well  constructed  originally  and  are  in  excellent  condition." 

The  City  Architect  in  his  Report  estimated  that  to  rehabilitate  the 
City  Hall,  including  the  tearing  down  of  the  dome  and  tower  to  the 
rotunda,  would  cost  $3,035,000;  to  tear  down  and  rebuild  the  dome 
and  tower,  and  rehabilitate  the  main  building,  $3,965,000;  a  partially 
new  building  on  present  foundations,  $4,550,000;  an  entire  new  building 
or  buildings  on  site,  $5,250,000.  (See  Municipal  Reports  1907-08,  page 
1333.) 

The  special  committee  again  reported  on  June  8,  1908,  and  recom- 
mended that  the  Board  of  Public  Works  direct  the  City  Architect  to 
consult  with  Albert  Pissis,  James  Reid  and  John  Galen  Howard,  prom- 
inent architects  of  San  Francisco,  as  to  the  best  policy  of  rehabilitating 
the  City  Hall  building.  The  committee's  recommendation  was  adopted 
and  on  September  28,  1908,  the  consulting  architects  submitted  their 
report.  They  advised  against  rebuilding  on  the  old  foundations  of  the 
City  Hall.     (See  Municipal  Reports,  1907-1908,  pages  1341-1342.) 

Accompanying  the  report  of  the  architects  was  the  report  of  the 
Special  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.    It  follows: 

"To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco: 

"Gentlemen — Your  Special  Committee  on  Rehabilitation  of  City  Hall 
and  Housing  of  Municipal  Departments  to  whom  were  referred,  by  Reso- 
lution No.  2143  (New  Series)  of  your  Honorable  Board,  the  question 
of  the  reconstruction  and  dismantlement  of  "the  City  Hall,  begs  leave  to 
present  the  following  report: 

"Pursuant  to  directions  contained  in  said  Resolution,  your  Committee, 
obtained   from    City   Architect   Newton   J.    Tharp,    during   the    month    of 
May,  1908,  a  report  upon  the  condition  of  the  City  Hall,  in  which  report 
three  propositions  were  submitted  to  your  Committee  as  follows: 
Estimate  No.  1 — Rehabilitation — 

(A) — Dome  and  tower  taken  down  to  rotunda $3,035,000 

(B) — Dome   and   tower   and   rotunda  taken   down   and 

rebuilt 3,965,000 

Estimate  No.  2 — Partially  new — 

New  building  on   present  foundations 4,550,000 

Estimate  No.  3 — New — 

New  building  or  buildings  on  present  site 5,250,000 

"Believing  that  the  matter  of  the  complete  dismantlement  of  the 
City  Hall  or  the  reconstruction  of  the  building  on  the  old  lines,  either 
in  whole  or  in  part,  was  a  question  of  great  magnitude  and  importance 
and  one  that  would  vitally  affect  the  future  welfare  of  the  City  and 
County,  your  Committee  submitted  said  report  of  the  City  Architect  to  a 
Special  Advisory  Committee  consisting  of  Albert  Pissis,  James  W.  Reid, 
John  Galen  Howard  and  Newton  J.  Tharp,  City  Architect,  in  order  that 
the  best  professional  advice  upon  the  question  at  issue  could  be  ob- 
tained. 

"Under  date  of  September  22nd,  1908,  the  said  Advisory  Committee 
presented  a  report  to  your  Special  Committee  wherein  they  stated  that 
they  had  carefully  investigated  and  examined  the  building  in  its  present 
state  and  had  also  considered  the  report  with  drawings  and  calculations 
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of  the  City  Architect  on  the  matter,  and  as  a  result  of  their  deliberations 
and  after  a  most  careful  study  had  been  made  of  the  problem  they 
recommended  the  entire  obliteration  of  the  old  City  Hall  and  the  recon- 
struction of  an  entirely  new  building  of  modern  design  and  built  in 
accordance  with  the  best  modern  practice. 

"The  Special  Committee  to  your  Honorable  Board  agrees  with  the 
conclusions  of  the  Advisory  Committee  and  herewith  presents  and  make 
a  part  of  their  recommendation  the  report  of  said  last  named  Committee. 
"In  order  to  facilitate  the  construction  of  the  building  in  accordance 
with  the  promise  made  the  electors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco while  other  bond  propositions  were  under  consideration,-  your  Com- 
mittee recommends  the  adoption  and  approval  of  the  report  of  the  Ad- 
visory Committee  and  also  that  the  sum  of  $50,000  be  set  aside  out  of  the 
General  Fund  of  the  fiscal  year  1908-9  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  to  enter  into  contract  for  the  destruction  and 
dismantlement  of  the  present  structure,  said  work  to  be  commenced  as 
expeditiously  as  possible  and  to  be  prosecuted  in  four  or  more  sections 
in  order  that  no  delay  may  result.

Acting  on  the  report  of  the  consulting  architects  and  the  Special  Com- 
mittee of  the  Supervisors,  the  Board  on  October  5,  1908,  adopted  the 
following  resolution  condemning  the  City  Hall  as  unsafe: 

"Resolution  No.  2726  (New  Series).  Whereas,  it  is  a  matter  of  com- 
mon knowledge  that  the  ruins  of  the  City  Hall  are  in  an  unsafe  and 
dangerous  condition,  and  such  fact  has  been  so  declared  by  the  Ad- 
visory Committee  to  the  Special  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  Rehabilitation  of  City  Hall  and  Housing  of  Municipal  Departments 
consisting  of  Newton  J.  Tharp,  City  Architect;  Albert  Pissis,  James  W. 
Reid  and  John  Galen  Howard,  in  report  filed  September  24,  1908;  and 
while  the  walls  and  dismantled  structures  are  permitted  to  stand  they 
will  constitute  a  constant  source  of  danger  and  a  menace  to  life;  now 
therefore 

"Resolved,  That  the  said  City  Hall  be  and  is  hereby  condemned  as 
unsafe,  and  those  portions  unrehabilitated  are  hereby  declared  to  be  un- 
fitted for  further  occupancy,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  is  hereby 
instructed  to  cause  the  removal  forthwith  of  the  walls  and  parts  of 
structures  thereof  now  standing,  but  unoccupied." 

Following  the  adoption  of  this  resolution,  the  Board,  at  the  same 
meeting,  provided  for  the  demolition  of  the  City  Hall  by  adopting  the 
following: 

"Resolution  No.  2727  (New  Series).  Resolved,  that  the  report  of  the 
Special  Committee  on  Rehabilitation  of  City  Hall  and  Housing  of  Mu- 
nicipal Departments,  this  day  filed,  approving  the  findings  and  conclu- 
sions of  the  Advisory  Committee  to  said  special  committee,  consisting 
of  Newton  J.  Tharp,  City  Architect;  Albert  Pissis,  James  W.  Reid  and 
John  Galen  Howard,  which  findings  and  conclusions  recommend  the 
erection  of  an  entirely  new  City  Hall  on  the  site  of  the  present  dis- 
mantled structure,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  adopted. 

"Further  resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $50,000  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
set  aside,  appropriated  and  authorized  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Works,  out  of  the  appropriation  'For  paving,  repaving  and  repairs 
to  streets,  for  reconstruction  and  repairs  to  sewers,  and  for  construction 
of  and  repairs  to  public  buildings,'  in  the  budget  of  the  fiscal  year 
1908-9,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  said  board  to  contract  for  the  com- 
plete wrecking  and  dismantlement  of  said  structure,  so  as  to  leave  the 
ground  free  of  obstructions,  and  said  Board  of  Public  Works  is  hereby 
authorized  and  instructed  to  let  four  or  more  separate  contracts  for  the 
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dismantlement  and  wrecking  of  said  building,  in  order  that  the  work 
may  proceed  by  sections  and  be  consummated  without  delay." 

In  December,  1908,  Frank  J.  Sullivan  brought  two  actions  to  restrain 
the  city  officials  from  razing  the  City  Hall.  Superior  Judge  Seawell 
heard  the  cases  and  rendered  a  decision  in  favor  of  the  city. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1908  and  the  first  months  of  1909,  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  awarded  contracts  for  tearing  down  the  City  Hall. 
Daniel  O'Connell  sought  to  enjoin  the  payment  for  the  work,  by  suit 
brought  in  February,  1909,  but  was  unsuccessful. 

In  compliance  with  the  requests  of  hundreds  of  citizens  and  many 
civic  organizations,  the  Supervisors  called  a  bond  election  for  June  22, 
1909,  and  among  the  propositions  submitted  to  the  electors  was  one  to 
incur  a  bonded  indebtedness  of  $8,000,000  for  the  acquisition  of  a  new 
site  for  a  City  Hall  and  the  building  of  a  modern  structure  or  structures 
to  house  the  municipal  departments.  While  the  proposition  received  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  election,  it  failed  by  reason  of  not 
having  received  a  two-thirds  majority,  as  required  by  the  charter  of  the 
City  and  County. 

At  this  writing  (July  1,  1909),  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  considering 
the  matter  of  resubmitting  to  the  electors  a  proposition  to  incur  a 
bonded  indebtedness  for  the  construction  of  a  City  Hall.

All  of  the  said  real  property  described  in  the  complaint  (including 
City  Slip  Lots  Nos.  85,  86,  87  and  88)  was  obtained  by  plaintiffs  in  this 
action  by  succession  from  said  Thomas  M.  Osmont,  deceased,  who  died 
December  20,  1905,  by  virtue  of  the  Decree  of  Distribution  of  the  estate  of 
said  Thomas  M.  Osmont.

The  above  lot  was  leased  at  public  auction  held  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  June  21,  1909,  to  F.'  Rolandi,  whose  bid  of  $151.00  per 
month,  for  a  term  of  twenty  years  from  July  1,  1909,  was  the  highest 
received  and  the  Mayor  was  authorized  by  Resolution  No.  4097  (New 
Series)  to  execute  the  lease. 

FAIRMOUNT  TRACT.

The  wharf  at  the  foot  of  Fillmore  street  was  originally  built  under 
the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  April  18,  1862, 
entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  Joseph  M.  Wood,  his  associates  and  their 
assigns,  to  build  a  wharf  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco." 
(Statutes   1862,  page   297.) 

The  Act  referred  to  authorize  J.  M.  Wood,  his  associates  and  assigns, 
to  construct  a  wharf  at  the  foot  of  Fillmore  street,  outwardly  into  the 
Bay  to  the  depth  of  twelve  feet  of  water  at  low  tide,  and  released  to 
them  for  a  period  of  twelve  years  all  the  right  of  the  State  to  the  over- 
flowed lands  for  a  distance  of  200  feet  on  each  side  of  said  wharf,  for 
the  purposes  of  said  wharf  only,  and  provided  that  after  the  expiration 
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of  said  twelve  years  the  rights  therein  mentioned  were  granted  to  and 
should  vest  in  the  city  and  county. 

By  a  supplementary  Act  passed  in  1863,  approved  April  27  (Statutes 
1863,  page  768),  the  Fillmore-street  Warehouse  Dock  and  Wharf  Com- 
pany, successors  in  interest  of  the  parties  mentioned  in  the  Act  of  1862, 
were  authorized  to  extend  their  wharf  into  the  bay  to  the  depth  of  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  feet  of  water  at  low  tide,  and  were  granted  the 
right  of  the  State  to  the  overflowed  lands  for  the  200  feet  on  each  side 
of  the  wharf  theretofore  erected  and  thereby  extended,  for  the  period 
mentioned  in  the  first  Act,  that  is  to  say,  for  twelve  years  from  April, 
1862.  Section  2  of  this  Act  further  authorized  the  said  company  to  con- 
struct in  the  bay  a  T  easterly  100  feet  and  westerly  100  feet  from  their 
said  wharf,  as  then  erected,  or  as  might  thereafter  be  erected,  and  all 
the  right  of  the  State  of  California  to  the  overflowed  lands  for  the  dis- 
tance of  200  feet  on  each  side  of  such  T  was  released  to  said  company 
for  the  period  mentioned  in  the  Act  of  1862,  to  wit,  twelve  vears,  for 
the  purposes  of  said  wharf  and  the  business  of  said  company.  A  proviso 
that  the  extension  of  the  wharf  should  be  commenced  within  one  y*»ar 
and  completed  within  three  years  after  date  of  passage  of  the  Act  is  also 
contained  therein. 

April  18,  1892.  Wharf  leased  to  Gray  Bros.  Artificial  Stone  Pavement 
Company  for  two  years,  at  $35  per  month,  lessees  to  collect  dues  for 
wharfage  at  an  increase  of  fifty  per  cent.,  and  dockage  at  the  same  rates 
charged  under  schedule  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners.  Resolution  No. 
6808  (Third  Series).     See  also  Municipal  Reports  1886-7,  page  120. 

On  May  25,  1885,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No. 
18,164  (New  Series),  directing  the  City  and  County  Surveyor  to  delineate 
the  Fillmore  street  Wharf  property  on  the  official  map  as  City  property, 
and  "to  furnish  the  Assessor  with  a  plat  of  said  property,  in  order  that 
the  same  may  be  exempt  from  taxation." 

The  wharf  as  originally  constructed  commenced  at  Bay  street,  which 
was  then  the  foot  of  Fillmore  street,  and  extended  out  into  the  waters 
of  the  bay,  and  the  200  feet  on  each  side,  as  depicted  by  the  survey, 
included  what  are  now  parts  of  Western  Addition  Blocks  Nos.  329,  330, 
331,  332,  333,  334,  335,  336,  337  and  338. 

In  March,  1892,  the  City  brought  injunction  proceedings  against 
James  G.  Fair  and  E.  L.  Graves  .and  obtained  a  temporary  restraining 
order  enjoining  the  defendants  from  constructing  a  bulkhead  across  the 
front  of  the  wharf.  Fair  died  December  20,  1894,  and  as  the  writ  did 
not  run  against  them,  the  executors  of  Fair  continued  the  work  enjoined 
and  built  a  stone  bulkhead  across  the  face  of  the  wharf  property  and  ex- 
tended connecting  bulkheads  on  either  side.  This  effectually  closed  in  the 
wharf  from  all  connection  by  water  with  the  bay. 

On  September  15,  1893,  and  before  the  death  of  James  G.  Fair,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  acting  under  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  entitled  "An 
Act  to  Provide  Work  upon  Streets,  Lanes,  Alleys,  Courts,  Places  and  Side- 
walks, and  for  the  Construction  of  Sewers  within  Municipalities,"  ap- 
proved March  18,  1863,  passed  a  Resolution  providing  for  the  improve- 
ment of  Lewis  street,  which  was  then  covered  by  water;  a  Resolution 
ordering  work  to  be  done  was  afterwards  passed,  and  on  September  25, 
1893,  the  contract  was  awarded  to  Warren  and  Malley.  This  contract  was 
taken  over  from  the  City  by  James  G.  Fai'r,  and  the  work  was  prosecuted 
by  the  contractors,  who  were  paid  by  Fair  instead  of  by  the  City  and 
County.  The  right  of  the  City  to  order  this  work  done  was  upheld  by 
the  United  States  Circuit  Court  in  the  case  of  Pacific  Gas  Improvement 
Co.  vs.  Elbert  (64  Fed.  Rep.,  421).  The  work  done  under  this  contract 
included  the  building  of  the  bulkhead  above  referred  to,  which  extended 
along  the  line  of  Lewis  street,  and  the  filling  in  of  the  land  between 
the  old  shore  line  and  the  bulkhead.  This  effectually  closed  all  means 
of  ingress  or  egress  to  a  wharf  built  on  the  old  site.  After  the  lease  of 
1892  the  wharf  was  practically  abandoned  by  the  City  and  County,  and 
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was  allowed  to  go  to  wrack  and  ruin.     To-day  nothing  but  a  few  rotting 
stubs  of  the  old  piles  remain. 

In  1899,  Action  No.  61,374  in  the  Superior  Court  of  the  City  and  County 
entitled  "The  People  of  the  State  of  California  ex  rel  Albert  Miller, 
Plaintiff,  against  Charles  A.  Warren  and  Edward  Malley,  Co-partners,  etc., 
et.  al.,  Defendants,"  was  brought  to  restrain  the  defendants  therein  from 
prosecuting  the  work  heretofore  mentioned  as  authorized  by  the  Reso- 
lution and  Contract  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  also  it  was  prayed 
that  the  State  of  California  be  adjudged  to  have  dominion  over  the 
property  in  question  as  being  a  portion  of  the  navigable  waters  of  the 
bay.  On  March  28,  1902,  the  Court  rendered  judgment  in  this  matter. 
In  a  lengthy  opinion  and  decision  Judge  J.  C.  B.  Hebbard  decided  that 
the  patent  from  the  State  to  James  G.  Fair  was  valid  and  conveyed  the 
fee  and  that  the  City's  rights  merely  consisted  of  a  franchise. 

In  the  same  year,  1899,  Action  No.  61,664,  entitled  "James  D. 
Angus,  et.  al.,  Plaintiffs,  vs.  E.  L.  Colnon,  et.  al.,  Defendants,"  was  brought. 
This  case  went  to  final  decision  and  adjudicated  the  fact  that  the  prop- 
erty in  question  was  vested  in  fee  simple  in  the  plaintiffs  thereto. 

On  April  6,  1908,  the  Superior  Court  of  the  State  of  California  in  and 
for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  Dept.  No.  5,  rendered  judgment 
in  the  case  of  Theresa  A.  Oelrichs,  Plaintiff,  vs.  All  Persons,  Etc.,  De- 
fendants, Special  No.  314.  In  this  case  also  the  Court  held  the  fee 
to  be  in  private  ownership  and  not  in  the  City. 

In  the  matter  of  the  "Fillmore-street  Wharf  Property,"  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  passed  the  following  Resolution,  No.  2376  (New  Series),  ap- 
proved June   10,  1908: 

Whereas,  The  City  Attorney,  in  a  written  communication,  filed  April 
20,  1908,  advises  that  in  accordance  with  court  decisions  setting  forth  that 
the  fee  to  the  property  commonly  known  as  the  "Fillmore-street  Wharf 
Property"  is  in  private  ownership,  and  not  in  the  city;  furthermore,  that 
the  City  and  County  never  possessed  any  more  than  an  easement  in  said 
property,  which  easement  has  since  lapsed,  owing  to  non-user  thereof;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Attorney  also  advises  that  the  said  property  known 
as  the  "Fillmore-street  Wharf  Property"  should  be  assessed  to  private 
owners  and  should  be  taken  from  the  list  of  city  property;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  Resolution  No.  18,164  (New  Series),  adopted  May  25, 
1885,  wherein  and  whereby  the  City  and  County  Surveyor  was  directed 
to  delineate  upon  the  official  map  of  this  City  and  County  the  land  owned 
by  the  City  at  the  north  end  of  Fillmore  street,  occupied  by  the  Fillmore- 
street  wharf  and  comprising  a  space  commencing  at  the  southerly  end 
of  said  wharf  and  for  a  distance  of  two  hundred  feet  on  both  sides 
thereof  northerly  to  the  point  where  in  the  year  1862  the  waters  of  the 
bay  were  twelve  feet  deep  at  low  water;  also,  to  furnish  the  Assessor 
with  a  plat  of  said  property,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  exempted 
from  taxation,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Resolved,  That  the  Assessor  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  assess 
the  said  Fillmore-street  Wharf  Property  in  accordance  with  the  law; 

Resolved,  Further,  That  the  attention  of  the  Assessor,  Recorder,  Board 
of  Public  Works  and  City  Engineer  be  and  is  hereby  called  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Resolution  and  said  officials  are  directed  to  change  their 
maps  and  plats  accordingly. 

FRANKLIN  SQUARE— V.  N. 

Commencing  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Sixteenth  and  Bryant  streets; 
thence  east  on  Sixteenth  street  480  feet;  thence  south  on  Hampshire 
street  400  feet;  thence  west  on  Seventeenth  street  480  feet;  thence 
north  on  Bryant  street  400  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning.  Area — 4  41-100 
acres. 

GARFIELD   SQUARE— O.   L.   R. 

Beginning  at  a  point  of  intersection  of  the  easterly  line  of  Treat  street 
(avenue)  and  the  northerly  line  of  Twenty-sixth  street;  thence  northerly 
along  the   said  line   of  Treat  street    (avenue)    to  the   southerly   line   of 
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Twenty-fifth  street;  thence  easterly  along  the  said  line  of  Twenty-fifth 
street  to  the  westerly  line  of  Harrison  street;  thence  southerly  along- 
said  line  of  Harrison  street  to  the  northerly  line  of  Twenty-sixth  street 
and  thence  westerly  along  the  northerly  line  of  Twenty-sixth  street  to 
the  place  of  beginning.  Being  the  easterly  half  of  Block  No  180 
Size,  245  feet  by  520  feet. 

This  lot  was  originally  reserved  from  the  Outside  Lands  for  City  Hall 
and  Library  purposes.  Subsequently  the  Mayor  was  authorized,  by 
Resolution  No.  6,434  (New  Series),  to  execute  a  deed  of  trust  of 'this 
lot  to  certain  persons,  for  the  erection  of  a  building,  etc.,  to  be  known 
as  "The  California  School  of  Mechanical  Arts,"  as  endowed  by  James 
Lick,  deceased;  provided,  that  the  grant  and  conveyance  shall  be  ratified 
by  the  Legislature.  No  ratification  being  obtained,  on  July  25,  1881,  by 
Order  No.  1,642,  this  lot  was  dedicated  as  a  public  square. 

GOLDEN  GATE  CEMETERY  (CITY  CEMETERY)— O.  L.  R. 
Beginning  at  the  southeasterly  corner  of  Thirty-third  avenue  and 
Clement  street,  running  thence  along  the  southerly  line  of  Clement 
street  to  the  westerly  line  of  Forty-eighth  avenue;  thence  at  right  angles 
on  the  westerly  line  of  Forty-eighth  avenue  to  the  northerly  line  of 
California  street;  thence  in  a  northeasterly  direction  to  the  southwesterly 
corner  of  Forty-seventh  avenue  and  Lake  street;  thence  in  a  north- 
easterly direction  to  a  point  six  hundred  (600)  feet  north  of  the  south- 
westerly corner  of  Forty-fifth  avenue  and  Lake  street;  thence  easterly 
parallel  with  California  street  to  the  easterly,  line  of  Thirty-third  avenue, 
and  thence  southerly  along  the  said  line  of  Thirty-third  avenue  to  the 
point  of  beginning. 

Containing  two  hundred  (200)  acres,  more  or  less. 

This  land  was  reserved  in  1868  by  the  Committee  on  Outside  Lands, 
and  paid  for  by  the  city  and  county  from  the  assessments  made  on  Out- 
side Land  property  other  than  that  reserved  for  public  purposes. 

In  1870  it  was  enclosed  at  a  cost  of  $3,239.97.  A  well  was  sunk  on 
the  property  at  a  cost  of  $870.  A  keeper  appointed;  and  the  remains  of 
deceased  persons  interred  in  Yerba  Buena  Park  removed  and  reinterred 
in  the  cemetery  at  a  cost  of  $2,745.  During  the  progress  of  excavating 
the  Park  additional  remains  were  exhumed,  and  reinterred  in  this  ceme- 
tery at  a  cost  of  $1,660.25.  Cost  of  surveying  and  laying  out  the  grounds, 
$4,800. 

The  northwestern  portion  of  the  cemetery,  in  which  no  interments 
had  been  made,  was  selected  by  the  United  States  Government  for  de- 
fensive purposes. 

On  September  3,  1891,  Hon.  Redfield  Proctor,  Secretary  of  War,  de- 
clared that  better  protection  for  the  harbor  of  San  Francispo  was  ex- 
pedient, and  ordered  necessary  proceedings  to  be  forthwith  instituted  to 
gain  possession  of  the  property.  A  condemnation  suit  against  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  was  commenced  in  the  United  States  Cir- 
cuit Court  on  September  25,  1891  (Case  No.  11,284). 

The  complaint  set  forth  that  "The  public  uses  to  which  said  property 
is  to  be  applied,  and  for  which  it  is  sought  to  be  condemned  by  these 
proceedings,  is  more  necessary  than  the  public  uses  to  which  said  prop- 
erty has  been  heretofore  or  is  now  appropriated." 

The  case  went  to  trial  June  1,  1892,  and  on  July  9,  1892,  a  judgment 
of  condemnation  was  given  and  damages  to  the  defendant,  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  amounting  to  $75,000,  awarded  by  the  jury. 

The  land  in  question  is  a  rectangular  piece  on  the  southwest  corner 
of  the  tract  and  more  particularly  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  near  the  southwest  corner  of  the  tract  of  land 
known  as  the  Golden  Gate  Cemetery  at  the  intersection  of  the  north  line 
of  Clement,  prolonged  with  the  east  line  of  Forty-eighth  avenue  prolonged, 
as  these  streets  are  shown  and  appear  on  the  official  map  of  the  ■  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  State  of  California;  thence  along  the 
easterly  line  of  said  Forty-eighth  avenue  prolonged  north  three  degrees 
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and  twenty-three  minutes  west  (north  3  degrees  23  minutes  west)  for  a 
distance  of  812.77  feet  to  the  northwest  boundary  line  of  said  Golden 
Gate  Cemetery;  thence  north  twenty-four  degrees  and  twenty-five  min- 
utes east  (north  24  degrees  25  minutes  east),  for  a  distance  of  189.05  feet; 
thence  in  a  direction  north  eighty-six  degrees  and  thirty-seven  minutes 
east  (north  86  degrees  37  minutes  east),  parallel  to  the  prolongation  of 
California  street  as  said  street  is  shown  and  appears  on  said  official  map, 
for  a  distance  of  2321.83  feet  to  its  intersection  with  the  west  line  of 
Fortieth  avenue  prolonged,  as  said  last  mentioned  street  is  shown  and 
appears"  on  said  official  map;  thence  south  three  degrees  and  twenty- 
three  minutes  east  (south  three  degrees  23  minutes  east)  along  the  west 
line  of  said  Fortieth  avenue,  prolonged  for  a  distance  of  980  feet  to  the 
north  line  of  said  Clement  street  prolonged;  thence  along  the  north  line 
of  said  Clement  street  prolonged  south  eighty-six  degrees  and  thirty-seven 
minutes  west  (south  86  degrees  37  minutes  west),  for  a  distance  of  2410 
feet  to  the  point  of  beginning — being  54.05  acres,  leaving  the  present 
area  of  the  cemetery  at  145.95  acres,  more  or  less. 

The  reservation  made  by  the  United  States  Government  provided  for 
the  extension  of  Clement  street  and  Forty-eighth  avenue,  and  in  view  of 
that  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  on  June  18,  1894,  passed  the  following 
(Resolution  No.  10,614,  Third  Series) : 

"Resolved,  That  Clement  street,  from  Thirty-third  to  Forty-eighth  ave- 
nue, and  Forty-eighth  avenue,  from  Clement  street  to  the  northerly  line 
of  the  United  States  Military  Reservation  be  and  are  hereby  declared 
open  public  streets." 

The -following  lots  have  been  granted  for  burial  purposes  to  various 
benevolent  societies:  To  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men,  blocks  1,  2,  8,  in 
Section  6,  by  Resolution  13142;  to  Christian  Chinese  Society,  not  to  ex- 
ceed one  acre  in  Section  7,  by  Resolution  13,142;  to  Slavonic  Mutual 
Benevolent  Society  and  Greek  Russian  Slavonian  Benevolent  Society, 
blocks  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7  in  Section  9,  by  Resolution  13,142;  to  German 
Benevolent  Society,  blocks  1,  2,  3,  4,  6,  7,  8,  9  in  Section  3,  by  Resolution 
13,143;  to  the  Scandinavian  Society,  blocks  1,  2,  4,  5  in  Section  4,  by 
Resolution  13,143;  to  the  French  Benevolent  Society,  blocks  6,  7,  8,  9,  10

Section  7,  by  Resolution  15,976;  to  Ning  Yung  Association,  portions  of 
blocks  2  and  3  in  Section  8,  by  Resolution  15,977;  to  Chuc  Sen  Tong 
Company,  the  southeast  portion  of  block  1  in  Section  9,  by  Resolution 
15,978;  and  the  northeast  corner  of  block  1  in  Section  9,  by  Resolution 
17,115;  to  Ladies'  Seamen's  Friend  Society,  block  3  and  portions  of 
blocks  1,  2,  4  and  5  in  Section  6,  by  Resolution  16,257;  to  Societa  Cos- 
mopolita  Italiana  d'Mutua  Beneficenza,  block  3  in  Section  4,  by  Resolu- 
tion 16,331;  to  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  block  1  in  Section  2,  by 
Resolution  16,773;  to  Society  of  Old  Friends,  blocks  5,  6,  7,  8  in  Section 
1,  by  Resolution  16,911;  to  Knights  of  Pythias,  a  portion  of  block  1  in 
Section  2,  by  Resolution  17,075;  and  block  1  in  Section  1,  by  Resolution 
17,455;  to  Golden  Gate  Lodge,  No.  2,007,  G.  U.  O.  of  O.  F.  A.,  blocks  2, 
3,  4  in  Section  1,  by  Resolution  17,454;  to  Italian  Mutual  Benevolent 
Society,  lots  22,  23,  24  and  26,  and  portions  of  lots  25  and  27,  in  Section 
1,  by  Resolution  No.   3,165    (Third   Series) ;    to  the   Japanese   Colony  of 
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San  Francisco,  east  portions  of  blocks  1  and  2  in  Section  No.  6,  by  Resolu- 
tion No.  11,469  (Third  Series),  December  10,  1894.  Grantees  required  to 
improve  as  provided  by  Resolution  No.  13,479   (New  Series). 

In  June,  1897,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  an  ordinance  which 
was  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  which  with  the  preamble  is  as  follows: 

"Whereas,  The  burial  of  the  dead  within  the  City  Cemetery  is  dan- 
gerous to  life  and  detrimental  to  public  health,  therefore  the  people  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ordain  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  Burials  within  the  City  Cemetery  prohibited.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person,  association  or  corporation  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  January,  1898,  to  bury  or  inter,  or  cause  to  be  buried  or 
interred,  the  dead  body  of  any  person  in  the  City  Cemetery  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco." 

The  second  section  declared  the  penalty  for  a  violation  of  this  or- 
dinance. The  time  when  the  ordinance  should  take  effect  was  after- 
wards extended  to  March  1,  1898.  An  action  was  brought  in  the  Superior 
Court  by  La  Societa  Italiana  d'Mutua  Beneficenza  vs.  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  test  the  validity  of  the  ordinance.  The  de- 
fendant, the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  demurred  to  plaintiff's 
complaint  and  the  demurrer  was  sustained  and  judgment  thereon  entered 
against  the  plaintiff.  Plaintiff  appealed  from  said  judgment.  The  judg- 
ment appealed  from  was  affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  validity 
Of  the  ordinance  upheld.  (La  Societa  Italiana  d'Mutua  Beneficenza  vs. 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  131  Gal.  p.  169.) 

Bill  No.  54,  Ordinance  No.  25,  approved  March  30,  1900,  prohibits  the 
burial  of  dead  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco .  from  and 
after  August  1,   1901.     Order  No.    1961   repealed. 

On  December  31,  1908,  the  following  ordinance  was  passed  and 
approved :  \ 

BILL  NO.  741,  ORDINANCE  NO.  640.      (New  Series.) 

Giving  notice  to  grantees  of  portions  of  the  City  Cemetery,  formerly 
known  as  "Golden  Gate  Cemetery,"  to  provide  for  the  removal  on  or 
before  July  1,  1909,  of  human  bodies  or  remains  interred  therein. 

Whereas,  the  bodies  of  the  indigent  dead^of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  were  buried  for  many  years  in  the  City  Cemetery,  formerly 
known  as  "Golden  Gate  Cemetery,"  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  here- 
tofore passed  resolutions  assuming  to  grant  to  various  benevolent  and 
charitable  societies  certain  described  portions  of  said  cemetery  for  the 
purpose  of  interring  therein  the  bodies  of  their  deceased  members  or 
beneficiaries;  and, 

Whereas,  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  La  Societa  Italiana  d'Mutua 
Beneficenza,  appellant,  vs.  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  et  al.,  re- 
spondents (Cal.  Reports,  131,  169)  declared  that  said  private  grants  were 
unlawful;   and, 

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Order  No.  3096,  approved  June 
15,  1897,  prohibited  the  further  burial  of  bodies  of  the  dead  within  the 
confines  of  said  City  Cemetery;  and  said  Board  by  Ordinance  No.  25, 
approved  March  30,  1900,  prohibited  the  burial  of  the  dead  within  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;   and, 

Whereas,  it  is  now  essential  to  the  health,  well  being  and  comfort 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  that  all 
bodies  interred  in  said  City  Cemetery  be  removed  therefrom  in  order 
to  permit  of  the  use  of  the  land  for  general  park  purposes;  now,  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  notice  is  hereby  given  to  the  following  named  so- 
cieties and  organizations  and  all  societies  or  organizations  who  have 
been  heretofore  granted  permission  to  inter  the  bodies  of  their  deceased 
members    or    beneficiaries    in    said    City    Cemetery,    formerly   known    as 
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"Golden  Gate  Cemetery,"  to  provide  for  the  disinterment  and  removal 
of  said  bodies  on  or  before  July  1,  1909,  to  wit: 

Improved  Order  of  Red  Men;  Slavonic  Mutual  Benevolent  Society; 
Greek-Russian-Slavonian  Benevolent  Society;  German  Benevolent  So- 
ciety; Scandinavian  Society;  French.  Benevolent  Society;  Congregation 
Sherith  Israel;  Congregation  Beth  Israel;  Congregation  Schaari  Zedeck; 
Italian  Benevolent  Society;  Societa  Cosmopolita  Italiana  d'Mutua  Bene- 
ficenza;  Italian  Mutual  Benevolent  Society;  Master  Mariners'  Benevolent 
Association;  Ladies'  Seamen's  Friend  Society;  St.  Andrew's  Society 
and  Caledonian  Club;  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic;  Society  of  Old 
Friends;  Sons  and  Daughters  of  Old  Friends;  Knights  of  Pythias;  Golden 
Gate  Lodge  No.  2007,  G.  U.  O.  of  O.  F.  A.;  Japanese  Colony  of  San 
Francisco;  Qui  Son  Tong  Company;  Hop  Wo  Association;  Ning  Yung

GOLDEN  GATE  PARK  AND  PRESIDIO  EXTENSION. 

In  response  to  numerous  petitions  from  citizens,  urging  the  desirabil- 
ity of  extending  Golden  Gate  Park  northerly  so  as  to  connect  with  the 
Presidio  Military  Reservation,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  August  13, 
1903,  passed  Ordinance  No.  946,  calling  a  special  election  to  be  held  on 
September  29,  1903,  to  incur  a  bonded  indebtedness  for  this  purpose.  It 
was  estimated  that  the  land  between  Thirteenth  and  Fourteenth  Avenues 
and  which  separated  the  Park  and  Presidio,  could  be  purchased,  with 
the  improvements  thereon,  for  $330,000.  The  proposal  to  issue  $330,000 
Golden  Gate  Park  and  Presidio  Extension  bonds,  bearing  interest  at  the 
rate  of  3%  per  cent  per  annum,  received  the  endorsement  of  the  voters 
at  the  special  election.  The  purchase  of  certain  property  in  Outside 
Land  Blocks  Nos.  84,  169,  194,  271,  296,  368  and  393  and  Outside  Land 
Block  I,  which  are  between  Thirteenth  and  Fourteenth  Avenues,  the 
southerly  line  of  the  Presidio  and  the  northerly  line  of  Golden  Gate 
Park,  was  directed  by  the  Supervisors  by  Ordinance  No.  1114  and  ac- 
complished at  a  total  cost  of  $341,534,  of  which  $328,000  was  paid  out 
of  the  bond  issue  funds  and  the  remainder  out  of  current  funds.  It  was 
not  necessary  to  purchase  all  of  the  land  included  in  this  area,  as  title 
to  a  portion  of  it  already  rested  in  the  city. 

The  work  of  extending  the  Golden  Gate  Park  to  the  Presidio's  south- 
ern boundary  line  is  in  progress  at  this  time  (June,  1909),  under  the 
direction  of  the  Park  Commissioners.

"All  that  portion  of  the  land  described  in  section  one  (1)  of  this 
Order,  which  lies  south  of  a  line  drawn  south  81  degrees  35  minutes  east, 
magnetic,  through  Seal  Rock,  and  west  of  a  line  easterly  not  less  than 
two  hundred  (200)  feet  from  ordinary  high-water  mark,  is  hereby  re- 
served and  set  apart  for  public  use  as  a  public  highway." 

Approved  by  Act  of  Legislature  March  27,  1868. 

By  an  Act  of  Legislature  approved  March  11,  1874,  the  above  described 
highway  is  named  "Great  Highway."  Under  the  control  and  supervision 
of  the  Park  Commissioners.

On  December  24,  1908,  the  Supreme  Court  delivered  its  decision 
holding  that  the  property  in  litigation  in  Merritt,  etc.,  et  al.  vs.  Barta 
et  al.  was  dedicated  as  a  public  highway  and  that  the  city  deed  relied 
upon  was  void.  "Upon  a  petition  for  rehearing  in  bank  the  Hotaling 
Estate  Company  joined  with  Emma  L.  Merritt,  etc.,  et  al.  in  seeking  the 
rehearing  and  on  January  22,  1909,  the  matter  was  resubmitted  to  the 
Supreme  Court  for  consideration  in  bank,  and  is  now  (June,  1909) 
pending. 
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HALL  OF  JUSTICE  AND  COUNTY  JAIL. 
Description  of  original  Hall  of  Justice  site: 

Commencing  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Washington  and  Kearny 
streets;  thence  east  on  Washington  street  70  feet,  south  34  8-12  feet, 
east  47  feet,  south  5  8-12  feet,  east  20  6-12  feet,  south  13  2-12  feet,  east 
22  6-12  feet  to  Dunbar  alley;  south  on  Dunbar  alley  84  feet;  west  on 
Merchant  street  160  feet;  north  on  Kearny  street  137  6-12  feet  to  the  place 
of  beginning.  For  details  regarding  the  Hall  of  Justice  building,  erection, 
etc.,  see  Appendix  Municipal  Reports  1895-96,  pages  269  to  335. .  Building 
destroyed  in  fire  of  April  18,  1906. 

On  August  3,  1903,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  passed  Ordinance  No.  946,  calling  for  a  special  election 
for  the  purpose  of  submitting  propositions  to  incur  a  bonded  indebtedness 
by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  several  different  objects, 
one  of  which  objects  was  specified  and  set  forth  in  said  Ordinance  as 
follows:  The  construction  of  a  new  County  Jail  and  additions  to  the 
Hall  of  Justice  and  to  acquire  lands  for  the  construction  thereon  of  said 
County  Jail  and  additions  to  said  Hall  of  Justice  in  and  for  said  city 
and  county.  At  such  election  the  proposition  to  incur  a  bonded  indebted- 
ness for  said  object  in  the  sum  of  $697,000  was  carried.  On  January  25, 
1904,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Ordinance  No.  1114,  which  pro- 
vided, Section  5,  that  the  bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  3%  per  cent  per  annum,  be  issued  in  accord- 
ance with  the  result  of  the  special  election  held  September  29,  1903,  for 
the  construction  of  a  new  County  jail,  the  construction  of  additions  to  the 
Hall  of  Justice,  the  acquisition  of  lands  for  the  construction  thereon  of 
said  County  Jail  and  additions  to  said  Hall  of  Justice. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Ordinance  1114  County  Jail  and  Hall  of 
Justice  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $278,400  were  sold  for  the  purpose,  among 
other  things,  of  acquiring  lands  necessary  for  the  new  County  Jail  as 
specified  in  Ordinance  710,  described  as  follows:

An  undivided  one-half  interest  in  the  above  described  lot  of  land 
purchased  from  Therese  Schad  for  the  sum  of  $6,485.  (Res.  No.  2017, 
New  Series.) 

On  June  7,  1909,  the  City  and  County  purchased  from  the  Schmieden 
Estate  Company,  a  corporation  (consideration  $19,500,  fixed  in  condemna- 
tion proceedings),  the  following  land  required  as  an  additional  area  for 
the  Hall  of  Justice  and  County  Jail: 

Commencing  on  north  line  of  Merchant  street  169  feet  2  inches 
westerly  from  Montgomery  street;  of  dimensions  31  feet  8  inches  front- 
age by  a  uniform  depth  of  62  feet  6  inches.  Being  a  portion  of  50  Vara 
Block  No.  169.  Together  with  the  improvements  (two-story  brick  build- 
ing) thereon. 

Leasehold  interests  of  Wm.  S.  Snook  &  Sons  and  Day  &  McClinton 
acquired  by  payment  of  $500  to  each.  Wm.  S.  Snook  &  Sons  have  re- 
moved, Day  &  McClinton  to  remain  until  further  notice  at  rental  of  $50. 

The  last  parcel  of  land  required  to  complete  the  Hall  of  Justice 
and  County  Jail  site  was  acquired  July  2,  1909,  when  Robert  C.  Bolton 
et  al.,  as  trustees  for  Bolton  Mellis,  filed  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
a  grant,  bargain  and  sale  deed  to  a  lot  of  land  of  dimensions  31  feet 
8  inches  by  62  feet  6  inches,  on  the  northerly  line  of  Merchant  street, 
distant  thereon  74  feet  10 ^  inches  easterly  from  the  northeast  corner 
of  Merchant  street  and  Dunbar  alley,  with  the  understanding  that  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  would  order  the  repayment  to  Robert 
C.  Bolton  et  al.  the  sum  of  $178.60,  taxes  levied  and  paid  by  said  Robert 
C.  Bolton  et  al.  on  moneys  deposited- with  the  Treasurer  of  the  City 
and  County  to  satisfy  judgment  in  condemnation  suit  against  the  prop- 
erty described. 

The  accepting  and  recording  of  the  aforesaid  deed,  operated  to  dis- 
miss an  appeal  then  pending  from  the  judgment  in  action  entitled  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Robert  C.  Bolton  et  al.  and  rendered 
on  December  20,  1907,  adjudging  the  value  of  the  property  sought  to 
be  condemned  at  $9450  and  condemning  the  property  for  public  use. 
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On  March  -30,  1908,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  passed  Ordinance  No.  404,  New  Series,  calling  for  a 
special  election  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  propositions  to  incur  a 
bonded  indebtedness  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  several 
different  objects,  one  of  which  objects  was  specified  and  set  forth  in  said 
ordinance  as  follows: 

The  construction  of  permanent  municipal  buildings  to  be  used  as  a 
Hall  of  Justice,  County  Jail  and  by  other  departments  of  the  municipal 
government  and  the  acquisition  of  lands  necessary  therefor.  At  such 
election,  May  11,  1908,  the  proposition  to  incur  a  bonded  indebtedness 
for  said  object  in  the  sum  of  $1,000,000  was  carried.  On  June  15,  1908, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Ordinance  No.  477  (New  Series),  which 
provided,  among  other  things,  that  the  bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent  per  annum,  be 
issued  in  accordance  with  the  result  of  the  special  election  held  May  11, 
1908,  for  the  construction  of  permanent  municipal  buildings  to  be  used 
as  a  Hall  of  Justice,  County  Jail  and  by  other  departments  of  the 
municipal  government  and  the   acquisition  of  lands  necessary  therefor. 

The  Hall  of  Justice,  which  was  constructed  about  ten  years  ago,  was 
destroyed  in  April,  1906,  and  it  is  necessary  to  replace  it,  together  with 
the  Jail  and  additions  contemplated  by  the  bond  issue  of  1903.  All  of 
the  additional  lands  necessary  for  this  purpose  have  been  acquired  with 
the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  sold  from  the  aforesaid  issue.  The  building  to 
be  constructed  will  be  larger  than  the  former  building  destroyed  and  will 
be  of  more  substantial  construction.  It  will  be  of  Class  A  and  fire  and 
earthquake  proof;  it  will  be  of  the  best  office  building  type  of  planning 
and  construction.  The  estimated  cost  of  construction  of  said  building  or 
buildings  and  land  is  $1,000,000. 

The  work  of  erecting  the  new  Hall  of  Justice  is  now  in  progress 
(July  1,  1909)  and  the  following  contracts  have  been  awarded  on  the 
building:  Foundation,  Healy-Tibbitts  Con.  Co.,  April  2,  1909,  $28,800; 
steel,  Dyer  Bros.,  April  2,  1909,  $113,675.  Bids  for  general  contract  were 
presented  on  June  12  and  contract  awarded  to  Caldwell  &  Co.  for 
$257,139.  Steel  work  is  being  fabricated  in  shops;  all  steel  for  job  has 
arrived. 

HAMILTON  SQUARE.— V.  N. 

1.  Commencing  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Post  and  Scott  streets; 
thence  east  on  Post  street  893  9-12  feet;  south  on  Steiner  street  275  feet;

Hamilton  Square  originally  was  bounded  by  Post,  O'Farrell,  Scott 
and  Steiner  streets.  By  a  compromise  the.  Board  of  Supervisors  pro- 
vided for  the  extension  through  it  of  Geary  street,  and  authorized  the 
conveyance  of  the  remaining  portion  to  Edward  Tompkins,  by  Order  No. 
883,  which  action  was  ratified  by  the  Legislature.  (Statutes  1869-70,  . 
page  83.) 

HOLLY    PARK     (BERNAL    HEIGHTS). 

Bounded  on  all  sides  by  Holly  Park  avenue.  Dimensions  (approx;- 
mate)  730  by  575  feet.  This  Park  was  graded  in  1893  at  a  cost  of  $2,400. 
Resolution  No.   8250    (Third  Series). 
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Area  about  7  56-100  acres.  Dedicated  as  a  public  park  by  Harvey  S. 
Brown  and  Jno.  F.  Cobb  in  the  year  1860. 

HOME    FOR    INEBRIATES    LOT.— O.    L.    R. 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  easterly  line  of  Tenth  avenue,  distant  two 
hundred  and  twenty-five  (225)  feet  from  the  northerly  line  of  Point 
Lobos  avenue;  running  thence  northerly  along  said  line  of  Tenth  avenue 
one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet;  thence  easterly  at  right  angles  two 
hundred  and  forty  (240)  feet  to  the  westerly  line  of  Ninth  avenue;  thence 
southerly  along,  said  line  of  Ninth  avenue  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150) 
feet;  and  thence  westerly  at  right  angles  two  hundred  and  forty  (240) 
feet  to  the  point  of  beginning.

The  Act  of  Legislature  of  April  1,  1870,  purported  to  vest  the  title 
of  this  lot  in  the  private  corporation  known  as  the  "Home  for  the  Care 
of  the  Inebriate."     (See  Statutes  1869-70,  page  585.) 

In  the  action  of  "Home  for  the  Care  of  the  Inebriate"  vs.  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco '(119  Cal.  p.  534  above)  the  Supreme  Court  held 
that  plaintiff,  a  private  corporation  without  any  of  the  elements  of  a 
public  agency,  could  have  no  right  to  the  lot  or  to  its  possession,  but 
the  title  remained  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.

This  lot  was  reserved  under  the  provisions  of  the  Van  Ness  Or- 
dinance, and  bounded  by  Waller,  Ridley,  Scott  and  Steiner  streets. 

In  Twelfth  District  Court,  January  17,  1873,  title  quieted  against  the 
city  and  county  in  favor  of  Dan  Rogers  to  a  portion  of  this  lot.-  (Cause 
No.  9,915.) 

In  Fourth  District  Court,  Cause  No.  11,491  and  14,511,  May  20,  1869, 
Mary  Polack  recovered,  and  partition  was  made  setting  off  another 
portion  of  the  lot  to  her  and  the  remaining  portion  described  to  the 
city  and  county. 

Mary  Polack  vs.   City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,   Fourth  District, 
No.  14,511.     Suit  for  Partition. 

On  December  7,  1868,  the  Court  appointed  George  C.  Potter,  Thomas 
Young  and  Joseph  S.  Paxson  referees  to  divide  the  property  and  allot 
the  several  portions  to  the  parties  hereto  according  to  the  respective 
rights  of  plaintiff  and  defendant.  On  February  12,  1869,  the  referees 
made  their  report,  and  filed  the  same,  accompanied  by  a  map,  with  the 
Court.

25  feet  east  of  the  east  line  of  Scott  street,  and  265  feet  south  of  the 
south  line  of  Waller  street;  thence  northeast  to  a  point  in  said  south 
line  of  Waller  street  63  feet  east  of  the  east  line  of  Scott  street;  thence 
east  on  the  south  line  of  Waller  street  to  the  point  of  beginning." 

Recorded  June  1,  1869,  Book  H,  page  484.  Vide  Decision  of  Supreme 
Court  in  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Honora  Sharp,  125  Cal., 
page   534. 

Leased  to  the  "San  Francisco  Female  Hospital"  for  a  term  of  three 
years  at  nominal  rent  of  $1.00  per  year  from  April,  1880.  Vide  Resolu- 
tion No.  14,564  (New  Series). 

Pursuant  to  Ordinance  No.  42,  April  13,  1900,  the  following  described 
portion  of  the  Hospital  Lot  was  dedicated  as  a  public  park  and  placed 
under  the  exclusive  control  and  management  of  the  Board  or  Park 
Commissioners  to  be  maintained  by  said  Board: 

Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  westerly  line  of  Steiner  street,  distant 
thereon  316  feet  from  southerly  line  of  Waller  street;  running  thence 
westerly  and  parallel  with  Thirteenth  street  (now  Duboce  avenue)  434

northerly  line  of  Thirteenth  street  (now  Duboce  avenue) ;  thence  easterly 
along  said  northerly  line  of  Thirteenth  street  (now  Duboce  avenue)  896 
feet  10  inches  to  the  westerly  line  of  Steiner  street;  thence 
northerly  along  said  westerly  line  of  Steiner  street  216  feet  to  the 
point  of  commencement.

By  Resolution  No.  8,631  (Third  Series)  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
approved  May  1,  1893,  the  Jail  located  in  the  House  of  Correction  build- 
ing was  designated  as  Jail  No.  2,  and  the  Jail  located  in  the  Industrial 
building  as  Jail  No.  3.  The  eastern  end  of  Jail  No.  3  was  badly  damaged 
by  the  earthquake  of  April,.  1906,  and  rendered  untenantable. 

By  Ordinance  No.  274,  Board  of  Supervisors,  approved  April  12,  1901, 
a  portion  of  this  lot,  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Ocean  and  San  Jose 
avenues,  was  transferred  to  the  Fire  Department  and  ah  engine  house 
erected  thereon. 

On  July  22,  1908,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  Ordinance  No.  510 
(New  Series),  transferred  to  the  Park  Commissioners  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  and  placed  in  their  exclusive  control  and  man- 
agement the  "House  of  Refuge  Lot"  excepting  that  portion  thereof  now 
used  for  jail  purposes  and  enclosed  by  high  board  fences,  and  excepting 
those  portions  used  for  stable  and  reservoir  purposes,  and  for  Fire  De- 
partment purposes. 

In  June,  1909,  the  Police  Commissioners  petitioned  for  a  portion  of 
the  lot  for  a  site  for  a  police  station,  and  the  Park  Commissioners  gave 
their  consent  to  a  transfer  being  made  of  sufficient  land  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Police  Department.  The*  site  for  the  station  has 
not  yet  been  selected  by  the  Police  Commissioners  (July,  1909).

of  said  Railroad  Company,  to  be  used,  maintained  and  possessed  by  said 
Railroad  Company  for  said  railroad  and  the  purposes  thereof  forever. 

"The  said  land  being  a  strip  running  entirely  through  said  House  of 
Refuge  Lot  and  being  in  length  1,478  feet,  and  of  a  uniform  width  of 
sixty  (60)  feet,  containing  two  and  three  one-hundredths  (2.03)  acres."

On  August  3,  1903,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  passed  Ordinance  No.  946,  .calling  for  a  special  election 
for  the  purpose  of  submitting  propositions  to  incur  a  bonded  indebted- 
ness by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  several  different 
propositions,  one  of  which  was  specified  and  set  forth  in  said  ordinance 
as  follows: 

The  construction  of  a  building  to  be  used  as  a  "Public  Library  and 
Reading  Room"  and  the  acquisition  of  the  following  described  land  for 
the  construction  of  said  building,  namely,  all  that  certain  lot  of  land 
embraced   in   Western  Addition   Block  No.    67. 

At  such  election  the  proposition  to  incur  a  bonded  indebtedness  for 
said  proposition  in  the  sum  of  $1,647,000  was  carried.  On  January  25, 
1904,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed. Ordinance  No.  1114,  which  provided, 
among  other  things,  in  Section  6,  that  the  bonds  of  the  City  and  County  ( 
of  San  Francisco,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  3%  per  cent  per  annum, 
be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  result  of  the  special  election  held 
September  29,  1903,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  building  to  be 
used  as  a  Public  Library  and  Reading  Room  and  to  acquire  land  for 
the  construction  thereon  of  said  building.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Ordinance  No.  1114  Library  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $739,800  were  sold  for 
the  purpose,  among  other  things,  of  acquiring  all  that  certain  block  of 
land  known  as  Western  Addition  Block  No.  67,  or  a  parcel  or  lot 
of  land  of  similar  size  and  like  value  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of 
said  block  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  a  Public  Library  building. 
Subsequently  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorized  the  purchase  of  the 
following  described  lot  of  land: 

All  that  certain  block  known  and  numbered  on  the  official  map  of 
said  city  and  county  as  Western  Addition  Block  No.  73. 
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Pursuant  to  such  authorization  said  lot  of  land  was  purchased  by  the 
city  and  county  and  paid  for  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
Library  bonds.  The  parcel  so  purchased  is  of  similar  size  and  like  value 
and  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  Western  Addition  Block  No.  67. 
On  December  26,  1905,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  an  ordinance 
appropriating  and  authorizing  the  use  of  all  lands  belonging  to  the 
city  and  county  in  Western  Addition  Block  No.  73,  bounded  by  Van  Ness 
avenue,  Hayes,  Franklin  arid  Fell  streets,  for  Public  Library  and  Reading 
Room  purposes. 

A  portion  of  this  site  has  been  improved  with  a  temporary  brick 
building,  erected  1908,  and  used  as  Main  Public  Library.     Cost,  $25,758.

Miguel  Rancho,"  and  for  a  more  full  and  complete  description  of  said 
road,  reference  is  made  to  a  map  of  survey  of  said  road  made  by  Charles 
S.  Healey,  C.  E.,  on  the  4th  day  of  April,  1872,  with 'field  notes  thereon 
showing  the  courses  and  distance,  and  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Recorder  of  this  city  and  county.  Purchased  in  1878  from  Wm.  S.  Fitch 
for  $28,730.  Deed  recorded  November  12,  1877,  in  Liber  896  of  Deeds, 
page  259.     Vide  Municipal  Reports  1879-80,  Appendix,  page  1035. 
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MISSION  PARK. 
On  August  3,  1903,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  passed  Ordinance  No.  946,  calling  for  a  special  election 
for  the  purpose  of  submitting  propositions  to  incur  a  bonded  indebted- 
ness by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Franciser/.for  several  different  prop- 
ositions, one  of  which  propositions  was  specific  and  set  forth  in  said  Or- 
dinance as  follows:  For  the  purpose  of  acquiring  lands  for  an  additional 
public  park  in  that  portion  of  the  City  and  County  known  as  the  ".Mission" 
in  and  for  said  City  and  County.  At  such  election  the  proposition  to  incur 
a  bonded  indebtedness  for  said  object  in  the  sum  of  $253,000- was  carried. 
On  January  25,  1904,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Ordinance  1114, 
which  provided  among  other  things,  that  bonds  of  tho;  C,ity  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  3y2*  iper'ocent 
per  annum,  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  result  of  the  special  flec- 
tion held  September  29,  1903,  for  the  acquisition  of  lands  for  an  addi- 
tional public  park  in  that  portion  of  the  City  and  County  known  as  the 
"Mission."  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Ordinance  1114,  Mission  Park 
Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $292,000  were  sold  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring 
all  those  certain  blocks  of  land  known  and  designated  upon  the  Official 
Map  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  Mission  Blocks  Nos. 
86  and  87.  Subsequently  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorized  the  pur- 
chase of  said  blocks  of  land,  and  pursuant  to  such  authorization  said 
blocks  of  land  were  purchased  by  the  City  and  County  and  paid  for 
out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  Mission  Park  Bonds.

MISSION  BLOCK  No.   87. 

S.  W.  Nineteenth  and  Dolores,  south  to  Twentieth  street,  west  to 
Church  street,  north  to  Nineteenth  street,  east  to  beginning.  Purchased 
from  Congregation  Sherith  Israel,  for  $140,000.  Deed  dated  February  23, 
1905.     Recorded  in  Liber  2095  of  Deeds,  page  338. 

By  Ordinance  No.  1441,  Board  of  Supervisors,  approved  March  22, 
1905,  Mission  Blocks  Nos.  86  and  87,  were  dedicated  to  public  park 
purposes  and  said  ordinance  designated  said  blocks  as  "Mission  Park," 
and  placed  said  Mission  Park  under  the  exclusive  control  and  manage- 
ment of  the  Park  Commissioners. 

MISSION   PLAZA. 

Fronting  on  the  westerly  line  of  Mission  street,  1031.69  feet  and  on 
the  easterly  line  of  West  Mission  street  1129.34  feet;  said  piece  or  parcel 
of  land  running  to  a  point  at  the  northerly  or  northeasterly  end  nearest 
Twelfth  (former  Potter)  street,  and  also  at  the  southwesterly  end  nearest 
Thirteenth  (former  Ridley)   street. 

The  above  described  property  appears  upon  the  "Official  Map  of  the 
City  of  San  Francisco"  by  Wm.  M.  Eddy,  City  Surveyor  of  San  Francisco.

C.  D.  O'Sullivan  and  Jere  Callaghan  vs.  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, Fourth  District,  No.  14,426. 

This  cause  having  been  brought  on  for  hearing  in  its  regular  order 
under   the    Calendar   upon    the    pleading   herein,    and    after    hearing    all 
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proofs  adduced  upon  the  issues  by  the  respective  parties,  plaintiffs  and 
defendant,  and  due  deliberation  being  had  in  the  premises,  and  it  appear- 
ing that  all  the  material  allegations  -of  the  complaint  which  are  denied 
by  the  original  and  amended  answer  are  true. 

It  is  ordered  and  adjudged  and  decreed  as  follows: 

That  C.  D.  O ' Sullivan  ;and  John  Flannagan,  the  plaintiffs  in  this 
action,  were  seized  iii'  fee'  simple  absolute  of  the  land  and  premises  de- 
scribed in  the  complaint  in  this  action,  and  the  whole  thereof,  and  are 
entitled  to  the  possession  thereof,  that  is  to  say: 

All  that  piece  or  parcel  of  land  situated,  lying  and  being  in  said  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  lying  between  East  Mission  street, 
and  wb£.t  is  called  West  Mission  street,  and  south  of  Potter  street  and 
north -of  Ridley  street;  said  land  fronting  on  the  westerly  line  of  East 
Mission  street  one  thousand  and  thirty-one  69-100  feet,  and  on  the  east- 
erly line  of  West  Mission  street,  so  called,  one  thousand  one  hundred 
and  twenty-nine  34-100  feet,  as  per  Official  Map  in  the  City  and  County 
Surveyor's  office  of  said  city  and  county,  and  more  particularly  described 
in  the  Official  Block  Book,  page  29,  in  said  Surveyor's  office;  said  piece 
or  parcel  of  land  running  to  a  point  at  the  northerly  or  northeasterly  end 
thereof,  being  the  end  which  is  nearest  to  Potter  street,  and  also  at  the 
southerly  or  southwesterly  end  thereof,  being  the  end  which  is  nearest 
to  Ridley  street;  of  which  land  and  premises  a  diagram  is  annexed  to 
said  complaint,  marked  "A,"  which  is  hereby  referred  to. 

That  the  adverse  claim  of  the  defendant,  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  to  the  said  land  and  premises  is  invalid  and  void. 

And  it  is  further  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed  that  said  defendant, 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,,  and  all  persons  claiming  or  to 
claim  under  it,  be  ever  barred  of  or  from  all  claim  to  any  estate  or  in- 
terest whatever  in  the  land  and  premises  in  the  complaint,  and  herein- 
before described,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  from  setting  up  the  same  as  a 
cause  of  action  or  ground  of  defense  or  otherwise  in  any  manner  what- 
ever, and  it  is  further  ordered  and  adjudged  that  neither  party  have  or 
recover  any  costs  of  this  action  as  against  the  other;  and  that  the 
plaintiffs  do  pay  the  fees  due  to  the  Official  Reporter  of  this  Court.

A  motion  for  a  new  trial  was  made  and  denied.  No  appeal  taken 
from  judgment  or  order  denying  new  trial. 

Joint  Resolution  No.  282. — Authorizing  the  Reviser  of  City  Ordinances, 
etc.,  to  have  a  map  lithographed  for  Corporation  Manual. — Resolved, 
That  the  Reviser  of  the  City  Ordinances  be  authorized  to  have  litho- 
graphed and  printed,  for  the  Corporation  Manual,  the  map  now  in  the 
possession  of  the  counsel  employed  to  attend  to  the  land  claims  of  the 
City  before  the  United  States  Commissioners.  The  said  map  being  a 
map  of  the  northern  portion  of  San  Francisco  County,  compiled  in  the 
County  Surveyor's  office,  June  1,  1852,  by  Clement  C.  Humphreys,  'County 
Surveyor,  and  copied  by  Alexander  Zaresky.  Passed  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, finally,  December  24,  1852.  By  Resolution  No.  2382,  City  and  County 
Surveyor  instructed  to  survey  and  fix  the  limits  and  boundaries  of  the 
Plaza  situated  at  the  intersection  of  Mission,  Ellen  and  Ridley  streets. 
And  the  City  and  County  Attorney  is  instructed  to  take  such  steps  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  give  to  the  City  and  County  the  undisputed  pos- 
session of  said  Plaza  whenever  the  Board  shall  direct  the  same  to  be 
used  for  the  purposes  of  a  Plaza  or  Public  Park.  San  Francisco,  Feb- 
ruary 2,  1863. 

No  delineation  of  Mission  Plaza  appears  to  have  been  made  on  the 
Van  Ness  Map. 

Following  is  the  opinion  of  Hon.  Harry  T.  Cresswell,  City  Attorney 
(1893-1898),  upon  the  advisability  of  dismissing  action  of  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  vs.  Callaghan,  et  al: 
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August  6,   1897. 
To  the  Board  of  Supervisors: 

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  of  which  the  following  is 
a  copy,  viz: 

"Resolution  No.  16,612  (Third  Series).  Whereas,  a  petition  of  Jane 
Callaghan  and  the  Estate  of  Ann  Callaghan,  deceased,  was  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Clerk  on  June  12,  1897,  requesting  that  the  City  and  County 
Attorney  be  instructed  to  enter  a  discontinuance  in  the  case  of  the  City 
and  County  vs.  Daniel  Callaghan  and  others,  now  pending  in  Department 
No.  1  of  the  Superior  Court,  in  ejectment,  to  recover  the  irregular  piece 
of  land  lying  between  Mission  and  West  Mission  streets,  therefore 

"Resolved,  That  the  subject  matter  of  said  petition  be  and  is  hereby 
referred  to  the  City  and  County  Attorney  for  his  opinion  as  to  the  proper 
action  to  be  taken  in  the  matter." 

In  the  year  1868,  C.  D.  O'Sullivan  and  John  Flannagan  commenced 
an  action  against  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  quiet  their 
title  to  the  land  known  as  Mission  Plaza,  situate  between  East  and  West 
Mission  streets.  In  the  complaint  it  was  alleged  that  they  were  the 
owners  of  the  land,  and  that  the  defendant  wrongfully  claimed  an  estate 
or  interest  therein  adverse  to  them.  The  City  and  County  made  answer, 
and  denied  that  the  plaintiffs,  or  either  of  them,  were  the  owners  of  the 
land;  alleged  that  it  was  the  owner  thereof,  and  that  it  had  been  law- 
fully dedicated  for  public  use  as  and  for,  and  was  a  public  plaza.  The 
title  of  the  land  was  squarely  put  in  issue  by  these  pleadings  and  the 
evidence  taken  on  the  trial  was  in  support  of  that  issue. 

A  decree  was  rendered  in  favor  of  the  plaintiffs  on  October  28,  1868, 
and  on  October  31,  1868,  was  recorded. 

A  motion  for  a  new  trial  was  made  and  denied.  No  appeal  was  taken 
either  from  the  judgment  or  the  order  denying  the  motion  for  a  new 
trial.     The  judgment  therefore  became  final. 

San  Francisco  vs.  Holladay,  76  Cal.,  18;

The  case  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Daniel  Calla- 
ghan and  others,  referred  to  in  the  communication  of  the  Board,  was 
begun,  to  recover  the  land  in  question.  The  defendants,  as  successors 
in  interest  of  C.  D.  O'Sullivan  and  John  Flannagan,  pleaded,  in  bar  to 
the  action,  the  judgment  rendered  October  28,  1868,  in  the  case  of  C.  D. 
O'Sullivan  and  John  Flannagan  vs.  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
If  the  land  had  been  dedicated  to  public  use  as  and  for  a  public  plaza, 
this  judgment  was  erroneous,  and  would  have  been  reversed  on  appeal, 
but  no  appeal  having  been  taken  therefrom,  it  became  final,  and  deter- 
mines the  rights  of  the  parties  thereto;  and  the  pleading  of  it  in  bar  is 
a  good  defense  to  the  action  now  pending. 

San  Francisco  vs.  Holladay,  76  Cal.,  18;

The  action  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Daniel  Cal- 
laghan and  others,  has  been  at  issue  since  May  17,  1886,  and  if  it  should 
ever  be  tried,  the  courts  will,  on  the  authority  of  the  Holladay  cases 
cited,  decide  against  the  City  and  County.  A  trial  would  result  in  the 
waste  of  time  of  public  officers,  and  the  incurring  of  fruitless  expense 
for  the  City  and  County.  Had  it  been  possible  to  win  this  case  it  would, 
on  account  of  the  value  of  the  land,  have  been  tried  in  1893,  soon  after 
I  had  assumed  the  duties  of  the  office  of  City  and  County  Attorney.

Mission  Plaza.— Opinion  of  City  Attorney  Frauklin  K.  Lane,  dated 
December  6,  1899,  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors: 

"There  has  been  submitted  to  me  a  petition  signed  by  Jane  Callaghan, 
widow  of  Daniel  Callaghan,  in  which  your  Board  is  requested  to  author- 
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ize  a  dismissal  by  the  City  of  the  action  in  ejectment  now  pending  and 
entitled  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Daniel  Callaghan  et 
al.  This  action  involves  the  title  to  what  is  generally  known  as  the 
Mission  Plaza  property,  an  irregular  piece  of  land  lying  between  Mission 
and  West  Mission  streets. 

"The  city  is  estopped  from  recovering  this  property  by  a  judgment 
rendered  in  1868  in  the  case  of  O'Sullivan  et  al.  vs.  the  City  and  County, 
in  which  judgment  went  in  favor  of  the  plaintiffs,  and  from  which  no 
appeal  was  taken  by  the  defendant,  the  City  and  County  (People  vs. 
Holladay,  102  Cal.,  661).  It  would  be  idle,  therefore,  and  a  waste  of 
city  money  to  prosecute  the  case  further.  Mr.  Cresswell  gave  an  opinion 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  dated  August  6,  1897,  to  this  same  effect." 

Opinion  of  Franklin  K.  Lane,  City  Attorney,  dated  January  11,  1900, 
addressed  to  the  Mayor. 

Litigation. — O'Sullivan  vs.  San  Francisco.  Dedication  of  property 
known  as  "Mission  Plaza"  as  a  public  park.  Evidence  in  Report  of 
Van  Ness  Commissioners. 

"In  my  opinion  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under  date  of  December 
6,  1899,  I  advised  that  in  the  "Mission  Plaza"  suit  the  city  was  barred 
from  recovery  by  virtue  of  a  previous  judgment.  Such  bar  would  be 
sufficient  in  my  judgment  even  if  the  lot  in  question  had,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  been  dedicated  for  public  purposes  by  the  Van  Ness  Commis- 
sioners or  otherwise.  But  if  we  look  into  the  question  of  whether  any 
such  dedication  ever  took  place  we  are  met  with  a  considerable  body 
of  evidence  to  the  contrary. 

On  what  is  popularly  known  as  the  Eddy  Map  of  this  city,  the  land 
in  question  is  marked  "plaza."  But  there  is  no  record  of  that  map  ever 
being  adopted  as  an  Official  Map,  so  that  it  is  not  sufficient  for  purposes 
of  dedication.  The  city  attempted  to  prove  dedication  by  this  map  in 
the  case  of  O'Sullivan  et  al.  vs.  San  Francisco;  tried  in  the  Fourth 
District  Court,  but  the  Court  determined  that  there  was  no  valid  dedica- 
tion shown  thereby.  Nor  does  the  land  ever  seem  to  have  been  used 
as  a  public  park,  so  as  to  give  a  chance  of  proof  of  dedication  by  public 
use  and  consent  of  the  owner. 

On  the  Van  Ness  Map  (1856)  the  land  in  question  is  colored,  but  is 
not  named  or  otherwise  designated  as  a  public  park  or  plaza.  The 
report  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  under  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance, 
and  which  accompanied  the  Van  Ness  Map,  is  lost.  A  copy  of  the  report 
is  set  forth  in  Dwinelle's  History  of  San  Francisco,  and  a  copy  of  that 
copy  is  reproduced  in  the  Municipal  Reports  for  1867-8  at  p.p.  590  et  seg. 
In  that  report  the  Commissioners  state  that  they  reserved  eleven 
parcels  for  park  and  hospital  purposes.  These  eleven  appear  upon  the 
Van  Ness  Map,  both  colored  and  named.  Their  names  and  locations 
are  also  found  in  a  table  at  the  foot  of  page  591  of  the  volume  of  Municipal 
Reports  just  referred  to. 

The  land  under  discussion  is  not  in  that  list  either  by  name  or  loca- 
tion, and  if  placed  thereon  would  be  the  twelfth;  whereas,  they  report 
that  only-  eleven  pieces  were  so  reserved,  and  those  eleven  are  all 
otherwise  accounted  for. 

Two  of  the  three  Van  Ness  Commissioners  testified  positively  that 
the  land  under  discussion  was  not  reserved  for  any  purpose,  and  the 
third  Commissioner  said  that  so  far  as  his  recollection  went  there  was 
no  such  reservation.  It  was  considered  by  them,  but  rejected  on  account 
of  its  irregular  shape. 

MOUNTAIN  LAKE  PARK— O.  L.  R. 
Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  southerly  line  of  the  "United  States 
Government  Reserve,"  distant  two  hundred  (200)  feet  easterly  of  the 
most  easterly  point  of  Mountain  Lake;  running  thence  south  three 
degrees  (3  degrees)  fifteen  minutes  (15  minutes)  east  (to  clear  said 
point  of  said  "Lake"  two  hundred  feet  distant)— seven  hundred  and 
forty-seven    (747)    feet;     thence    south    eighty-six   degrees    (86   degrees) 
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forty-five  minutes  (45  minutes)  east  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-two 
(1942)  feet;  thence  north  three  degrees  (3  degrees)  fifteen  minutes  (15 
minutes)  west  two  hundred  and  eighty-five  (285)  feet;  thence  north 
seventy-six  degrees  (76  degrees)  east  five  hundred  and  eighty-one  (581) 
feet;  thence  south  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  (151)  feet,  and  thence 
north  sixty-seven  degrees  (67  degrees)  east  fourteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
five  (1465)  feet  to  the  point  of  beginning.  Containing  19  93-100  acres, 
more  or  less. 

By  an  Act  of  Legislature,  approved  March  11,  1874,  the  name  "Moun- 
tain Lake  Park"  was  given  to  the  above  described  property,  and  the 
same  placed  under  control  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

Additional  lands  for  Mountain  Lake  Park  have  been  purchased  as 
follows:

Beginning  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  easterly  line  of  Potrero 
avenue  and  the  northerly  line  of  Twenty-third  (former  Nevada)  street; 
running  thence  northerly  along  said  line  of  Potrero  avenue  to  the 
southerly  line  of  Twenty-second  (former  Sierra)  street;  thence  easterly 
along  said  line  of  Twenty-second  street  to  the  westerly  line  of  San 
Bruno  avenue  (former  Nebraska  street) ;  thence  southerly  along  said 
line  of  San  Bruno  avenue  to  the  northerly  line  of  Twenty-third  street, 
and  thence  westerly  along  said  line  of  Twenty-third  street  to  the  place 
of  beginning.  Being  the  whole  of  Blocks  Nos.  79,  80,  88  and  89.  Size  of 
lot,  480  by  866  feet. 

•Improvements. — The  City  and  County  Hospital  consisted  of  a  group 
of  sixteen  buildings,  as  follows: 

Administrative  Building. — Central  portion,  69%  by  44%  feet,  with 
two  wings,  each  68%  by  21%  feet,  and  rear  extension,  26  by  17  feet; 
frame,  two  stories  and  attic,  with  brick  basement.  Dining  Hall. --76%  by 
51%  feet,  minus  the  open  court  24  feet  square;  frame,  two  stories  and 
brick  basement.  Kitchen.— 50  by  35  feet;  brick,  one-story  with  Mansard 
roof.  Larder  and  Scullery.— 35  by  18  feet;  frame,  one-story.  Outdoor 
Closets. — 35  by  12  feet;  frame,  one-story.  Six  Ward  Pavilions. — Each 
156  by  26  feet,  with  flanking  wings  at  both  front  corners,  13%  feet 
square;  frame,  two  stories.  One  Operating  and  one  Dressing  Room. — 
Each  25  by  17  feet;  frame,  one  story.  Chapel. — 50  by  30  feet,  with  library 
18  by  14  feet;  frame,  one-story,  with  Gothic  roof.  Main  Connecting  Cor- 
ridor.— 556  by  19  feet;  frame,  one-story.  Laundry- — 63  by  43  feet;  brick, 
one-story  and  basement.  Stable. — 44  by  24  feet;  frame,  two  stories. 
Morgue. — 44  by  18  feet;  frame,  one-story. 

Erected  in  1872.  Contract  price,  $134,400.  Additional  ward  and 
operating  room,  erected  in  1876,  at  a  cost  of  $14,600.  Retaining  bulk- 
head, built  December,  1877,  at  a  cost  of  $3,999. 

September  6,  1892.  Contracts  were  let  for  plumbing  work  and  repairs 
on  building,  fences,  etc.  Plumbing  work  to  H.  Williamson,  at  $5,444,  for 
repairs  and  alterations,  etc.;  to  McCann  &  McKay,  for  $14,943,  which 
was  reduced  by  consent  $1,400  on  account  of  the  substitution  of  a 
wooden  bulkhead  for  a  brick  bulkhead,  making  the  contract  $13,543, 
or  a  total  for  both  contracts  of  $18,987.  Resolutions  Nos.  7485,  7486 
(Third  Series);  also  authorization  No.  5025,  November  21,  1892.  An 
electric  plant  for  the  hospital  cost  under  contract  with  the  Electrical 
Engineering  Company  $995.50,  which,  with  extras  $47.24,  amounted  to  a 
total  of  $1,042.74.  Resolution  No.  7927  (Third  Series).  Authorization 
5022. 

By  Resolution  No.  1847  (New  Series),  January  22,  1908,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  requested  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  formulate  and 
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report  a  plan  to  the  Board  for  the  absolute  destruction  of  the  City 
and  County  Hospital  building  and  its  material,  situate  at  Twenty- 
second  street  and  Potrero  avenue,  excepting  that  portion  of  the  said 
hospital  known  as  the  Morgue,  which  can  be  used  for  future  purposes. 
By  Resolution  No.  2020,  March  3,  1908,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  author- 
ized the  sum  of  $3,500  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for 
the  purpose  of  tearing  down  and  absolutely  destroying  the  buildings 
comprising  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  on  Potrero  avenue,  near 
Twenty-second  street,  with  the  exception  of  that  part  of  the  City  and 
County  Hospital  designated  as  the  Morgue.  The  City  and  County  Hos- 
pital was  destroyed  as  being  insanitary,  June,   1908. 

The  City's  sick  are  at  present  (July,  1909)  being  cared  for  in  a 
temporary  hospital  at  Ingleside,  pending  the  construction  of  a  new 
$2,000,000  hospital  to  be  erected  with  bond  issue  funds  of  1908.  Work 
of  constructing  the  new  hospital  is  now  under  way  (July,  1909). 

On  March  30,  1908,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  passed  Ordinance  No.  404  (New  Series)  calling  for  a 
special  election  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  propositions  to  incur  a 
bonded  indebtedness  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  several 
different  propositions,  one  of  which  propositions  was  specified  and  set 
forth  in  said  ordinance  as  follows:  For  the  construction  of  permanent 
municipal  buildings  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  public  hospitals  and  the 
acquisition  of  lands  necessary  therefor.  At  such  special  election,  May 
11,  1908,  the  proposition  to  incur  a  bonded  indebtedness  for  said  propo- 
sition in  the  sum  of  $2,000,000  was  carried. 

On  June  15,  1908,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Ordinance  No.  477, 
which  provided,  among  other  things,  that  the  bonds  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent  per 
annum,  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  result  of  the  special  election 
held  May  11,  1908,  for  the  above  mentioned  purpose. 

Since  the  authorization  in  1903  of  a  bond  issue  of  $1,000,000  for  a 
hospital,  conditions  respecting  the  care  of  patients  and  the  treatment  of 
disease  have  changed,  and  the  requirements  of  the  city  in  this 
respect  have  been  enlarged.  The  former  issue  provided  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  hospital  on  the  Alms  House  site,  and  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  $250,000  were  sold  for  that  purpose.  This  sum  the  Supervisors 
have  determined  to  expend  immediately  in  the  construction  of  an  infirm- 
ary. This  will  be  used  temporarily  so  far  as  its  capacity  will  admit. 
Later  it  may  be  used  for  mild  chronic  cases  or  as  an  adjunct  to  the 
Relief  Home. 

With  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  Hospital  Bonds  of  May 
11,  1908,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  proposes  to  have  a 
"Class  A,"  thoroughly  fire  and  earthquake  proof  group  of  buildings,  to 
be  constructed  on  the  present  site,  the  property  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  and  an  additional  lot  of  land,  to  be  acquired  by  the 
city  and  county  in  proximity  to  the  old  site,  both  described  as  follows: 

Old  Site:  A  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  480  by  866  feet,  bounded  by 
Potrero  avenue,  Twenty-second  street,  San  Bruno  avenue  and  Twenty- 
third  street. 

Site  to  be  acquired:  (Parcel  1):  A  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  being  the 
whole  of  Potrero  Nuevo  Block  No.  108,  bounded  by  San  Bruno  avenue, 
Twenty-second  street,  Vermont  street  and  Humboldt  street.  (Parcel  2): 
A  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  being  the  whole  of  Potrero  Nuevo  Block  No.  109,' 
bounded  by  San  Bruno  avenue,  Humboldt  street,  Vermont  street  and 
Twenty-third  street. 

Said  group  of  buildings  to  be  composed  of  a  main  building  for  acute 
and  surgical  cases,  a  group  of  pavilions  for  tuberculosis  patients,  and  a 
group  of  pavilions  for  mild  infectious  cases. 

The  main  building  to  be  a  four-story  structure,  with  accommodations 
for  five  hundred  and  twelve  beds.  Said  building  to  contain  all  Administra- 
tive Offices  common  to  the  entire  Hospital  scheme  of  the  city;  kitchen 
and  dining  rooms,  operating  rooms,  physicians',  examination,  nurses'  and 
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servants'  rooms,  and  all  other  general  utility  and  storage  spaces  neces- 
sary to  the  proper  operation  of  a  modern  Hospital.  It  will  be  built  so 
that  if  found  necessary  later  752  beds  can  be  provided. 

The  Pavilion  Wards,  arranged  separately  from  the  main  structure  for 
tuberculosis  patients,  to  have  accommodations  for  two  hundred  and 
fifty  beds. 

Said  group  of  buildings  shall  contain  kitchen  and  dining  rooms,  such 
administrative,  physicians',  examination,  nurses'  and  servants'  rooms, 
and  all  other  general  utility  and  storage  spaces  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
the  proper  operation  of  a  modern  hospital  intended  for  that  class  of 
patients. 

The  Pavilion  Wards,  arranged  separately  from  the  main  and  tubercu- 
losis sections,  for  the  treatment  of  mild  infectious  cases,  to  have  accom- 
modations for  fifty  beds. 

Said  group  of  buildings  shall  contain  kitchen  and  dining  room,  such 
administrative,  physicians',  examination,  nurses'  and  servants'  rooms, 
and  all  other  general  utility  and  storage  spaces  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  the  proper  operation  of  a  modern  hospital. 

All  of  the  above  buildings  to  have  the  best  lighting,  heating  and 
ventilating  installation,  and  a  fully  equipped  laundry  to  be  upon  the 
site.    Each  building  to  be  supplied  with  all  necessary  fixtures. 

The  estimated  cost  of  construction  of  said  group  of  buildings,  with 
all  necessary  outbuildings  and  grounds,  and  the  lands  to  be  acquired  as 
described  above,  is  $2,000,000. 

On  July  1,  1909,  the  City  and  County  had  acquired  all  of  Potrero 
Nuevo  Blocks  Nos.  108  and  109,  with  the.  exception  of  two  small  parcels 
in  Block  108  and  one  lot  in  Block  109.  Condemnation  proceedings  are 
now  pending  to  secure  these  three  parcels  of  land,  required  to  complete 
the  additional  area  for  the  San  Francisco  Hospital.

9,925  (New  Series).  Leased  by  Mayor,  November  1,  1876,  to  "The  Ladies' 
Seamen's  Friend  Society,"  to  be  used  as  a  Sailors'  Home  for  a  term  of 
three  years,  at  a  rental  of  $1  per  year,  pursuant  to  Resolution  No.  9,666 
(New  Series)  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Improvements. — Four-story  brick  building.  Erected  by  the  United 
States,  and  formerly  used  as  a  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital.  Destroyed  in  fire 
of  April  18,  1906. 

Lease  extended  for  three  years — Resolution  No.  14,008  (New  Series), 
October  27,  1879.  Extended  for  further  term  of  three  years — Resolution 
No.  15,951  (New  Series),  November  14,  1882.  Extended  for  further  term 
of  three  years — Resolution  No.  18,498  (New  Series),  November  9,  1885. 
Extended  for  further  term  of  one  year — Resolution  No.  1,381  (Third 
Series),  December  24,  1888.  Extended  for  further  term  of  three  years —

a  Sailors'  Home  for  a  term  of  five  years,  at  a  rental  of  $1.00  per  year. 

Opinion   of   Franklin   K.    Lane,    City   Attorney,    dated   September   13, 
1901,  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors: 
"The  Board  of  Supervisors: 

"Gentlemen — You  have  furnished  me  with  a  copy  of  Bill  No.  441,  to- 
gether with  a  brief  history  of  the  dealings  of  the  City  with  the  Sailors' 
Home,  and  under  date  of  August  28,  1901,  you  request  my  opinion,  first 
upon  the  propriety  of  the  procedure  indicated  in  said  Bill,  and  secondly, 
upon  the  question  whether  you  have  power  to  lease  the  Home  property 
mentioned  irrespective  of  such  procedure. 

"(1) — Bill  No.  441  attempts  to  provide  for  the  leasing  of  the  Sailors' 
Home  property  to  the  highest  bidder  therefor,  pursuant  to  subdivision 
32  of  Section  1,  Chapter  II,  Article  II  of  the  Charter.  The  object  of  this 
section  is  to  insure  the  municipality  the  greatest  revenue  from  the 
property  'owned'  by  it,  and  it  purports  to  deal  only  with  such  real  estate 
as  may  be  subject  to  lease  for  profit-making  purposes.  The  land  used 
for  the  Home  is  not  of  that  character  and  therefore  the  Charter  pro- 
visions mentioned  do  not  apply  to  it.  This  land  is  devoted  to  a  specific 
charitable  use,  namely,  that  of  a  Sailors'  Home.  It  is  not  owned  by  the 
City  within  the  meaning  of  that  word  as  used  in  the  subdivision  referred 
to.  It  was  relinquished  to  the  City  by  the  United  States  by  Act  of  Con- 
gress, approved  August  11,  1876,  and  under  the  terms  of  that  grant  is 
held  'solely  for  the  purpose  of  a  Sailors'  Home.'  It  is  further  provided 
that  'if  the  same  shall  be  at  any  time  used  for  any  other  purpose  .  .  . 
all  the  right  and  title  hereby  relinquished  shall  revert  back  to  and 
again  vest  in  the  United  States.'     It  is  quite  evident  from  these  facts 
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that  the  land  is  not  subject  to  such  control  or  disposition  as  usually  per- 
tains to  ownership,  and  that  it  is  not  included  among  the  lands  'owned' 
by  the  City  which  are  to  be  leased  only  to  the  highest  bidder.  I  there- 
fore advise  that  Bill  No.  441  is  incorrectly  drafted. 

"(2) — It  appears  that  the  property  has  been  leased  from  time  to 
time  to  the  'Ladies'  Seamen's  Friend  Society,'  a  corporation,  for  about 
forty  years,  for  a  nominal  rental,  namely,  one  dollar  a  year.  I  do  not 
regard  these  so-called  leases  as  strictly  within  that  designation,  nor  do 
I  think  that  any  lease  could  operate  to  deprive  either  the  municipal  or 
the  Federal  government  of  its  right  to  interfere  in  case  the  grant  were 
not  being  properly  carried  out.  The  terms  of  that  grant  being  contained 
in  a  public  statute,  must  be  deemed  as  within  the  knowledge  of  all,  and 
no  instrument  or  contract  whether  called  a  lease  or  otherwise  can  de- 
stroy their  force  or  effect. 

"On  the  other  hand,  the  municipality  is  expressly  charged  with  the 
carrying  out  of  the  trust  and  no  act  or  contract  can  operate  to  relieve 
it  of  that  responsibility.  It  is,  therefore,  immaterial  by  what  name  we 
call  the  instrument  under  which  the  city  designates  its  agents  for  the 
management  of  the  property,  nor  is  its  particular  form  of  much  con- 
cern. 

"The  Charter  has  provided  in  its  first  section  that  the  municipality 
has  power  to  execute  trusts  and  by  subdivision  30  of  Section  1,  Chapter 
II,  Article  II,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  given  charge  thereof.  The 
Board,  therefore,  has  both  authority  and  discretion  in  this  matter  and 
is  not  restricted  save  by  the  terms  of  the  Congressional  grant  cited,  and 
such  general  considerations  as  control  its  actions  in  all  similar  matters." 

SEAL   ROCKS. 

The  rocky  islets  situated  in  the  Pacific  Ocean  off  Point  Lobos. 

Granted  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  trust  for  the 
people  of  the  United  States  by  Act  of  Congress,  approved  February  23, 
1887.  Custody  of  Seal  Rocks  committed  to  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners.    Vide  Municipal  Reports  1886-87,  Appendix,  page  252. 

"An  Act  to  grant  certain  Seal  Rocks  to  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  State  of  California,  in  trust  for  the  people  of  the  United 
States. 

"Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  that  all  the  right  and 
title  of  the  United  States  in  and  to  the  rocky  islets  known  as  the  Seal 
Rocks,  and  all  rights  to  seals  resorting  there,  situated  off  Point  Lobos, 
in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  are  hereby 
granted,  subject  to  the  provisions  named,  in  trust  to  said  city  and  county, 
upon  the  following  conditions  and  for  the  following  uses,  to  wit:  Said 
city  and  county  shall  hold  said  Seal  Rocks  inalienable  for  all  time  in 
trust  for  the  people  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  commit  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  Golden  Gate  Park  the  custody  and  care  of  said  Seal  Rocks, 
and  shall  keep  said  rocks  free  from  encroachment  by  man,  and  shall 
preserve  from  molestation  the  seals  and  other  animals  now  accustomed 
to  resort  there,  to  the  end  that  said  Seal  Rocks  will  continue  to  be  a 
public  preserve  and  resort  for  seals;  provided,  that  the  United  States 
may  at  all  times  control  and  limit  or  diminish  the  number  of  the  seals 
resorting  to  said  rocks  so  as  to  protect  the  fisheries  and  fishing  indus- 
tries; and  provided  further,  that  whenever  any  of  said  rocks,  or  the 
space  occupied  by  said  rocks,  shall  be  required  by  the  United  States 
for  the  erection  or  maintenance  of  any  public  work  or  for  any  other 
purpose,  then  as  to  the  rocks  or  space  so  required  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  shall  terminate,  and  the  United  States  shall  be  reinvested  with 
the  full  title,  control  and  possession  thereof.  Said  city  and  county  shall 
signify  its  acceptance  of  this  trust,  and  thereupon  the  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  Office  shall  file  in  his  office  a  plat  showing  the  locus 
of  said  Seal  Rocks,  and  said  plat  shall  be  the  evidence  of  the  extent  and 
position  of  the  premises  hereby  granted." 
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SEWER  RIGHT; OF  WAY  (Precita  Valley  Lands).

PUBLIC  PARK— 100-VARA,  Nof  350. 

By  Ordinance  No.  373  (New  Series),  approved  March  3,  1908,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  accepted  a  deed  dated  January  7,  1908,  from  the 
Millen  Griffith  Company  (a  corporation),  to  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  of  land  situated  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Harrison  street 
and  Stanley  Place,  to  be  used  as  a  public  park,  and  placing  the  same 
under  the  exclusive  control  and  management  of  the  Park  Commissioners. 
The  deed  recited  that  the  lands  hereinafter  described  were  to  be  forever 
held  and  used  as  a  public  park: 

Commencing  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  southeasterly  line  of 
Harrison  street  with  the  southwesterly  line  of  Stanley  Place,  running 
thence  southwesterly  along  said  southeasterly  line  of  Harrison  street 
120  feet;  thence  at  right  angles  southeasterly  100  feet;  thence  at  right 
angles  northeasterly  120  feet;  thence  at  right  angles  northwesterly  and 
along  said  southwesterly  line  of  Stanley  Place  100  feet  to  the  point  of 
beginning.    Being  a  portion  of  100-vara  Block  No.  350. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  following  resolution  which  was 
approved  March  10,  1908,  acknowledging  on  behalf  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  the  gift  of  the  Millen  Griffith  Company: 

Resolution  No.  2058  (New  Series).— Whereas,  the  Millen  Griffith  Com- 
pany (a  corporation),  by  its  duly  authorized  officers,  has  donated  to  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  public  park  purposes  a  lot  of  land 
of  dimensions  one  hundred  by  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  on  the 
southwest  corner  of  Harrison  street  and  Stanley  Place;  and 

Whereas,  Said  public  park,  situated  as  it  is  on  Rincon  Hill,  famous 
in  the  early  history  of  our  city  and  dear  to  the  heart  of  every  San 
Franciscan,  will  ever  serve  to  remind  generations  which  follow  of  the 
superb    home   sites   of   the   pioneers    who    located    in   our  beloved  city  and 
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especially  of  the  one  whose  name,   "Millen   Griffith,"  stands  forth   pre- 
eminently in  the  affairs  of  early  San  Francisco;  now  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  does  hereby  thank,  on  behalf  of  said  City  and  County 
and  its  people,  the  officers  of  the  Millen  Griffith  Company  (a  corpora- 
tion) for  their  generous  gift,  and  we  further  express  to  said  officers  our 
earnest  and  sincere  appreciation  of  the  splendid  civic  spirit  which 
prompted  their  generous  act  in  thus  donating  this  land  to  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

SOUTH  PARK. 

All  that  plot  of  ground  lying  in  the  center  of  one  hundred  vara  Block 
359,  of  the  extreme  length  of  525  feet  and  width  75  feet,  the  sides  thereof 
being  parallel  and  the  ends  thereof  curved  lines.  By  Order  No.  2926  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  approved  November  19,  1895,  the  above  described 
plot  of  ground  was  "accepted  and  dedicated  as  a  public  park,  to  be  here- 
after kept  and  improved  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  public,  and  to  be 
known  and  designated  as  South  Park." 

In  the  suit  brought  against  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  by 
Daniel  Wallace  et  al,  to  quiet  title  to  certain  lands  hereinafter  described, 
the  Superior  Court  decided  in  favor  of  and  judgment  was  rendered  for 
defendant,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  on  June  16,  1904,  by 
Hon.  J.  M.  Seawell.     (Action  61,767,  Department  No.  1.) 

By  the  judgment  of  said  court,  "It  is  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed 
that  the  defendant  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  the  owner 
of,  and  in  possession  and  entitled  to  the  quiet  possession  of  all  the 
real  property  described  in  the  third  finding  of  fact,  the  same  being  a 
duly  dedicated  and  open  public  park  of  defendant.  The  following  is  a 
particular  description  of  the  land  and  premises  hereinbefore  referred  to: 

"All  that  plot  of  ground  lying  in  the  center  of  a  block  of  land  de- 
scribed as  follows:  Bounded  on  the  northwest  by  Bryant  street,  on  the 
southwest  by  Third  street,  on  the  southeast  by  Brannan  street,  on  the 
northeast  by  Second  street;  comprising  100-vara  Lots  Nos.  94,  95,  96,  104, 
105,  106  as  designated  on  the  Official  Map  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  said  plot  of  ground  being  particularly  described  and  delineated 
on  a  certain  map  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  County  Recorder  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  Map  Book  1,  pages  37  and  38,  to 
which  reference  is  hereby  made,  and  designated  on  said  map  as  'South 
Park.'

certain  plot  of  ground  commonly  known  and  designated  as  "South  Park" 
or  "South  Park  Garden,"  as  laid  down  and  designated  in  that  certain 
deed  of  trust  executed  by  George  Gordon  to  Arnold  Engels,  Jr.,  and 
others,  dated  September  1,  1854,  and  recorded  in  Book  2  of  Deeds  of 
Trust,  page  26,  in  the  office  of  the  County  Recorder  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  surrounded  by  South  Park  Avenue  and  con- 
stituting the  central  portion  of  100-vara  Block  No.  359.  Complaint  filed 
October  17,  1906.  On  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
Percy  V.  Long,  City  Attorney,  filed  an  answer  in  said  action,  denying 
that  plaintiff  is  the  owner  of  and  in  possession  of  the  above  described 
real  property,  and  alleging  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
is  now  (October  10,  1907)  and  at  all  times  mentioned  in  plaintiff's  com- 
plaint was  the  owner  and  holder  of  said  described  parcel  of  land  and 
entitled  to  the  possession  thereof.     That  said  parcel  of  land  is  generally

The  Dewey  Monument,  erected  in  San  Francisco  to  the  American 
Navy  in  commemoration  of  Admiral  Dewey's  victory  in  Manila  Bay,  is 
located  in  the  center  of  Union  Square.  The  Victory  column  was  designed 
by  Newton  J.  Tharp,  architect,  who  gave  his  careful  attention  to  its 
erection  and  the  figure  is  the  work  of  Robert  I.  Aitken,  sculptor.  The 
height  of  the  monument  is  97  feet.  The  column,  pedestal  and  consoles 
at  the  four  corners  of  the  pedestal  are  of  California  granite,  the  plat- 
forms are  of  mosaic,  and  the  crowning  figure  is  of  bronze.  The  in- 
scriptions on  the  four  sides  are  as  follows: 

"Secretary  of  the  Navy  John  D.  Long  to"  Commodore  George  Dewey, 
April  24,  1898. 

"War  has  commenced  between  the  United  States  and  Spain.  Proceed 
at  once  to  the  Philippine  Islands  and  capture  or  destroy  the  Spanish 
fleet. 

"American  Squadron,  Manila  Bay:  Olympia  (flagship),  Baltimore, 
Raleigh,  Boston,  Concord,  Petrel,  McCullough. 

"On  the  night  of  April  30,  1898,  Commodore  Dewey's  squadron  en- 
tered Manila  Bay  and,  undaunted  by  the  danger  of  submerged  explosives, 
reached  Manila  at  dawn  of  May  1,  1898,  attacked  and  destroyed  the 
Spanish  fleet  of  ten  warships,  reduced  the  forts,  and  held  the  city  in 
subjection  until  the  arrival  of  troops  from  America. 

"Erected  by  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  to  commemorate  the  victory 
of  the  American  Navy  under  Commodore  George  Dewey  at  Manila  Bay, 
May  1,  MDCCCXCVIII. 

"On  May  23,  MCMI,  the  ground  for  this  monument  was  broken  by 
President    McKinley. 

"On  May  14,  MCMIII,  this  monument  was  dedicated  by  President 
Theodore   Roosevelt."

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ST.  MARY'S  SQUARE. 

In  1898,  through  the  efforts  of  the  Paulist  Fathers  and  attorney, 
George  D.  Shadburne,  the  character  of  the  block  bounded  by  California, 
Pine,  Kearny  and  Dupont  streets  was  improved.  Shadburne  then  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  a  public  square  to  be  bounded  by  Dupont  street,  St. 
Mary's  Place,  California  and  Pine  streets,  and  shortly  after  organized 
St.  Mary's  Square  Association.  The  first  meeting  thereof  was  held  in 
the  basement  of  Old  St.  Mary's  Church,  September  9,  1898,  at  which 
Shadburne  was  chosen  president.  On  September  12,  in  open  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  petition  was  presented  and  earnestly  advo- 
cated by  this  association  and  the  Paulist  Fathers,  for  an  appropriation 
of  $75,000  for  the  acquisition  of  the  lands  embraced  in  the  proposed 
square,  and  was  granted  by  a  rising  vote,  without  reference  to  a  com- 
mittee, and  Resolution  No.  1,598  (Fourth  Series),  for  the  condemnation 
of  the  desired  land  was  adopted.  The  plan  was  popular,  was  advocated 
by  the  newspapers  and  success  looked  easy  of  attainment.  But  pres- 
ently it  was  discovered  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  the  city  was 
short  of  funds  and  the  generosity  of  yesterday  was  the  economy  of 
to-day,  and  the  St.  Mary's  Square  Fund  was  appropriated  for  other  uses. 
In  the  year  1899  before  another  Board  of  Supervisors,  after  an  arduous 
struggle  therefor  by  the  promoters,  and  largely  through  the  kindly 
offices  of  Dr.  Perrault,  then  Supervisor,  an  appropriation  of  $125,000 
was  raised  by  tax  levy.  Shortly  thereafter  an  effort  was  made  to  divert 
this  fund  into  other  channels,  and  the  matter  was  brought  before  the 
court.  The  effort  failed  and  the  suit  of  Christian  Reis  vs.  Sam  Brookes, 
Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  was  instituted,  to 
enjoin  the  defendant  from  paying  out  any  of  the  said  fund  for  other 
purposes  than  that  for  which  it  was  raised,  to  wit:  The  acquisition  of 
the  lands  for  St.  Mary's  Square.  This  case  went  to  the  Supreme  Court 
and  there  remained  for  several  years  until  the  controversy  was  settled 
in  1904  by  $50,000  being  taken  from  St.  Mary's  Square  Fund  to  be  paid  to 
merchant  creditors  of  the  city,  which  should  be  returned  to  said  fund 
by  two  tax  levies  of  the  years  1904  and  1905  in  sums  of  $25,000  each 
year,  which  in  the  budgets  of  those  years  was  done.  By  this  time  much 
the  greater  part  of  the  property  bounded  by  Quincy  street,  St.  Mary's 
Place,  California  and, Pine  streets,  under  the* condemnation  suit  of  City, 
etc.,  vs.  Albouze  et  al.,  ordered  as  heretofore  shown,  had  been  acquired. 
When  the  great  fire  of  April  18,  1906,  came  there  remained  but  seven 
more  pieces  in  the  tract  last  above  described  to  be  acquired  and  there 
remained  in  the  fund  at  that  time  the  sum  of  $26,700  unexpended.  The 
present  Board  of  Supervisors  has  just  ordered  paid  the  last  judgment, 
for  the  sum  of  $12,500,  in  favor  of  Mrs.  Gingg,  and  the  records  inclusive 
of  said  judgment  and  the  other  seven  pieces  above  mentioned  in  said 
action  of  City,  etc.,  vs.  Albouze  et  al.,  have  been  fully  restored  and 
hearing  in  condemnation  of  those  seven  pieces  is  now  on,  after  which 
St.  Mary's  Square  is  in  esse. 

Let  it  be  said  that  the  Dupont  frontage,  or  more  accurately  speaking, 
Dupont  to  Quincy  street  and  from  California  to  Pine  street  have  been 
eliminated  from  the  Square  and  it  stands  California  street  to  Pine  street, 
Quincy  street  to  St.  Mary's  Place.

Whereas,  In  accordance  with  said  determination  a  publication  of  a 
notice  of  lease  was  duly  made  in  The  Evening  Post,  the  official  newspaper 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  on  the  20th  day  of  February,  1908, 
and  also  in  the  San  Francisco  Call,  the  same  being  a  daily  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  published  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  on 
the  21st  day  of  February,  1908,  and  said  publications  were  each  continued 
for  a  period  of  sixty  days;  and 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  said  notice  of  lease  bids  were  filed  with  the 
Board  of  Education  on  May  6,  1908;  and 

Whereas,  The  highest  and  best  bid  was  that  made  by  the  Wise  Realty 
Company  to  lease  for  a  term  of  35  years  said  School  Department  lot  for 
the  total  sum  of  $2,835,000,  the  monthly  rental  for  the  first  five  years  of 
the  lease  to  be  $3,780  per  month,  and  for  the  remaining  thirty  years  of 
the  term  of  the  lease  the  rental  to  be  $7,245  per  month,  the  average  rental 
during  said  term  being  $6,750  per  month;  and 

Whereas,  Said  bid  was  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Education  by  the 
affirmative  votes  of  four  of  its  members  at  a  meeting  held  on  May  7,  1908, 
to-wit,  by  the  votes  of  School  Directors  Altman,  O'Connor,  Oliver  and 
Boyle,  as  appears  of  record  in  the  minute  book  of  said  Board  of  Education; 
now  therefore 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  award  of  lease  made  on  May  7,  1908,  by  the  Board

In  an  action  filed  in  the  Superior  Court  of  the  State  of  California,  in 
and  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (No.  16502),  Margaret 
Mahoney,  plaintiff,  vs.  The  Board  of  Education,  Thomas  F.  Boyle,  Aaron 
Altman,  David  Oliver  Jr.,  Joseph  O'Connor,  members  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  complaint  filed  May,  1908,  the  plaintiff  asks  that  the  defendants 
be  restrained  from  executing  any  lease  of  the  "Lincoln  School  Lot"  for 
any  purposes,  or  from  diverting  the  said  premises  to  any  use  other  than 
the  uses  of  the  public  schools  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco; 
and  that  it  be  adjudged  and  decreed  that  defendants  hold  said  land  and 
premises  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  public  schools  of  the  said  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  and  not  otherwise.

Following  the  calamity  of  April  18,  1906,  the  Board  of  Education  caused 
circulars  to  be  sent  to  every  School  Superintendent  in  the  United  States, 
to  Boards  of  Education  and  the  teachers  in  all  large  cities,  requesting 
that  they  tell  their  pupils  of  San  Francisco's  necessities  and  permit  them 
to  make  contributions. 

Money  came  in  from  various  sources,  amounting  to  $29,000.  This  sum 
was  not  sufficient  to  erect  a  school  building,  but  the  Board  of  Education 
approved  of  plans  and  later  arranged  for  the  letting  of  a  contract  to 
complete  the  outside  shell  of  the  building  with  the  funds  that  had  been 
contributed.  The  Supervisors  then  signified  their  willingness  to  supply 
the  necessary  funds  to  complete  the  building  and  promptly  made  the 
necessary  appropriation. 

The  Yerba  Buena  School  building,  finished  at  a  cost  of  about  $56,000, 
contains  12'  large,  well-lighted  rooms,  library,  teachers'  lunch-room,  re- 
tiring room  and  principal's  office.  The  heating  and  ventilating  plant  is 
up  to  date  and  every  equipment  is  according  to  the  latest  practical  ex- 
perience in  school  construction.  \ 

A  tablet  erected  in  the  main  hall  of  the  building  sets  forth  that  the 
Yerba  Buena  School  was  erected  as  a  direct  result  of  the  generous  con- 
tributions of  the  school  children  of  the  United  States.

The  new  building  has  a  large  assembly  hall.  There  are  also  class 
rooms  where  courses  in  cooking  and  manual  training  are  taught.
